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Introduction 


It is well-known that the most-important historical-documental source on the Auschwitz 
Camp published so far is the 1989 German tome Kalendarium der Ereignisse im Kon- 
zentrationslager Auschwitz-Birkenau 1939-1945 by Danuta Czech, which was published 
a year later also in English with the title Auschwitz Chronicle 1939-1945. However, this 
massive work only offers a prejudiced, biased view of the camp’s history, because it has 
a limited and tendentious focus on the alleged extermination of the Jews and Gypsies, 
which are portrayed as having been the main, if not even the sole purpose of the activi- 
ties unfolding at Auschwitz. The book gives the impression that the camp SS, starting 
with the camp’s Commandant Rudolf Hoss, had nothing else to think of and to do day in, 
day out than to exterminate human beings. This perspective is both incomplete and pro- 
foundly wrong. 

First, as I have documented thoroughly in a separate study, the “events” described by 
Danuta Czech are a collection of assumptions, distortions, inventions and omissions, 
which allow her to paint a fairy-tale image resulting from a deliberately misleading and 
pathologically mendacious method.! 

Add to this that the opening of historical archives in Moscow made accessible a del- 
uge of documents — especially those of the Central Construction Office of Auschwitz — 
which on the one hand have opened up immense and unexpected historical horizons, and 
on the other hand have rendered Czech‘s Chronicle obsolete. 

The work presented here is meant to offer as complete as possible a historical- 
documental image of the Auschwitz Camp’s activities, in which also the oft-claimed 
“criminal traces” are put into their proper, harmless historical context. 

The only merit of Czech‘s Chronicle is the list of deportation transports arriving at 
Auschwitz (but not their fate!). However, Czech‘s approach was purely chronological, 
because she lists the registration numbers assigned to admitted inmates in her entry for 
the day on which those numbers were assigned. If one wants to find out when a certain 
registration number was issued, however, it is necessary to leaf through many pages of

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the Chronicle, with its many entries dealing with a broad variety of events, in search for 
a specific transport. This can be very time-consuming, since the numbers were not al- 
ways assigned chronologically. For instance, the numbers 20951-20986 were issued on 
18 September 1941, while the subsequent numbers 20987-20992 were assigned only on 
11 February 1942. 

Since compilations of total figures are more important to most readers than the exact 
date when a certain registration number was assigned, the statistically interesting aspect 
of the Auschwitz inmates — transports and registrations, camp occupancy as well as mor- 
tality — were not integrated into the chronological part of the present study, but set out in 
tables in its second part. The list of registered inmates contained in it include all known 
number series of all inmate categories (male and female) in a continuous sequence. 

In the first, chronological part of this study, only the camp occupancy numbers of 
such inmates were included that were considered unfit for labor and deployment, espe- 
cially “inpatients”, “invalids” and “adolescents”. If we were to follow the orthodox Hol- 
ocaust narrative, these inmates would have been the primary targets for homicidal gas- 
sings, yet in the camp’s documents recalcitrantly ignored by Czech, these inmates are 
listed consistently and steadily as very much alive. 

One statistical aspect of the camp’s history neglected by Czech concerns the camp’s 
occupancy, meaning the number of inmates present in the camp at any given time. 
Czech‘s Chronicle only provides sketchy and very incomplete data about this, which are 
scattered throughout her book. However, the documentation preserved on this aspect, 
which is include in Part 2 of the present study, is much more comprehensive than what 
Czech has quoted in this regard. 

The same is true for the documentation on the registered inmates’ mortality, a topic 
only superficially treated by Czech, who gives a few total figures here and there. This 
aspect is covered in Part 2 in great detail. The introduction to this Part 2 contains more 
detailed explanation on the methods and formats used to lay out this massive body of sta- 
tistical data.’ 

The text of the documents listed in the present part (some 2,400) has been taken in 
most cases from photocopies or electronic scans of the originals; the archival reference 
for each document is given next to it in the outside margin. In a few cases, the source is a 
book (containing photo reproduction or transcripts of documents), for which a brief ref- 
erence pointing to this book’s bibliography is given. For completeness’s sake, all known 
garrison and headquarters orders issued by the Auschwitz camp administration were also 
integrated. The source for these orders is usually a source edition published by the Ger- 
man Institute for Contemporary History (Institut fiir Zeitgeschichte) in Munich (see 
Frei). 

Undated documents where we do not know the month and year when they were cre- 
ated were not included; the most probable date of other documents where we know at 
least the year, and in some cases also the month, have been included, but the date is set 
in brackets.

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In case of very important documents, their entire text has been quoted. In other cases, 
essential parts were quoted, while the rest has often been summarized. 

The topics of the documents listed are diverse, but the main focus is on the documen- 
tation of the sanitary and medical situation as well as the planning and construction of 
the camp, and here especially of the crematories at Auschwitz-Birkenau. Only rarely in- 
cluded are documents on the many satellite camps in the grater Auschwitz region. 

This work does not claim to be complete, but it offers an enormous quantity of in- 
formation — mainly from archives in Moscow (RGVA, GARF), Auschwitz (APMO) and 
Warsaw (AGK), but also of radio messages intercepted by the British. This is therefore 
an essential basis for further possible documental contributions in the future.

Letter from the company J.A. Topf & Sons, Erfurt, to the SS New Construction 
Office of Auschwitz CC with the subject “Crematorium, cremation furnace”. 

“In the next few days, you will receive a foundation plan for the oil-fired double- 
muffle furnace, according to which you will want to have the concrete foundation 
made. Then in about 14 days our fitters will arrive to start the construction of the fur- 
nace. Please let us know what the exact shipping address is.” 


Letter from J.A. Topf & Sons, Erfurt, to the SS New Construction Office Ausch- 
witz CC with the subject “Cremation furnace”. 

“We received your above message and inform you that we have provided the motors 
for three-phase 380-volt operating voltage. You want to obtain the necessary cables 
for a three-phase motor of 1.5 hp power.

The Topf Company offers: 

“500 pieces of ash urns DIN format, made of black plate, with black plate lid, at the 
price of RM 675.-- 

500 pieces of fireclay markers with consecutive number I — 500, at the price of RM 
65.-- 

1 labeling device, consisting of the wooden setting box and the wrought-iron device, 
including the types for labeling, i.e. complete, at the price of RM 150.--.” 


The Chief of Office II-Construction of the Main Office of Budget and Construc- 
tion informs the SS New Construction Office of Auschwitz: 

“After saving iron, sealing materials, skilled workers, etc. to the greatest possible ex- 
tent, no hydrogen-cyanide but hot-air delousing facilities are to be built in the future 
(Chief of Army Armament and Commander of the Reserve Army). These facilities are 
to be set up in existing buildings.” 

For disinfestation, the air temperature must be 80°C, for disinfection 100°C. 


In Headquarters’ Order No. 1/40, camp commandant Rudolf Héss points out that 
the well and tap water is not potable. He sets the working hours of the Auschwitz 
CC offices, announces the exact postal address of the camp, and declares that ra- 
dio messages must be approved before being sent. He establishes a patrol service, 
introduces vacation and curfew rules, and forbids SS members under his com- 
mand to stay in all hospitality establishments in Auschwitz except the “German 
House.” In addition, three commandeerings (transfers of SS members) and one 
business trip are reported.

Headquarters Order No. 3/40 prohibits the keeping of dogs in the CC. It is pointed 
out that only those motorists may drive a vehicle who have been assigned to that 
vehicle.

The order also reports two commandeerings, a business trip (transfer of three SS 
men to Breslau for pre-trial detention) and the punishment (strict reprimand) of an 
SS man for negligently letting vehicles in and out of the camp. The curfew rules 
are changed, and office hours are set for evacuation matters.

With Headquarters Order No. 5/40 Hoss specifies his representative during a 
business trip (Ostuf. Fritzsch), announces a transfer, orders details on escorting 
prisoners on their way to work, repeats the need to submit motor-vehicle requests 
no later than the day before, promulgates a regulation on the registration of ser- 
vice awards in various documents, reminds that social intercourse with Poles is 
forbidden, and forbids SS members to speak Polish or Czech except in unavoida- 
ble cases.

1.) Each protective-custody prisoner may receive mail from and send mail to his rela- 
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tives twice a month. Letters to prisoners must be written legibly in ink and may contain 
only two pages of 15 lines each. Envelopes must be unlined. Only I stamp of 12 pf. or 
6 pf. may be enclosed in a letter. Anything else is prohibited. Postcards have 10 lines. 
Photographs may not be used as mail. 

2) Money is allowed only by postal money order. 

3) Care must be taken that, for money or mail items, the exact address, consisting of: 
Name, date of birth, and inmate number, must be written on the items. If the address is 
incorrect, the mail will be returned to the sender or destroyed. 

4) Newspapers are permitted but may only be ordered through the Auschwitz CC post 
Office. 

5) Packages may not be sent, since prisoners can buy anything in the camp. 

6) Requests for release from protective custody to the camp administration are futile. 
7.) Permission to speak with and visits prisoners in the concentration camp is general- 
ly not granted.

The Topf company demanded full payment for the plant in the amount of RM 
10,679, but at least an advance payment of RM 9,000. The demand of at least 
9,000 RM is repeated on September 23, 1940 and again on September 30. 


A special headquarters order announces that SS men and NCOs are forbidden by 
decree to carry weapons off duty within Germany, and further: 

“Following this excerpt, it is noted that I will severely punish anyone, without regard 
to rank or person, who once again fires a pistol or rifle without being in self-defense 
or under physical attack.” 

In addition, the unauthorized conversion of assigned structures is prohibited. 


A headquarters special order explains how headquarters supervisors can be 
reached at night. 


Letter from the SS garrison physician Auschwitz to the Auschwitz CC headquar- 
ters with the subject “Crematorium”. 

“Tt proves to be urgently necessary to continue developing the dissection room of the 
crematorium so that it can be put into use as soon as possible. In cases of deaths 
whose causes are not clear, dissections should be carried out, especially in cases of 
shootings and deaths caused by external violence. It is requested that the following de- 
ficiencies in the dissection room be remedied. 

1) Lack of hot and cold running water. [...] 

8.) A dissection table, also provisionally built of wood, and wooden grates for the en- 
tire floor.” 


Headquarters Order No. 6a/40 explains under what circumstances the delivery 
and collection of weapons to or from checkrooms and storage places is permitted 
or forbidden. Attention is drawn to the fact that the delivery of construction mate- 
rial and tools is forbidden without written permission from the construction of- 
fice. The daily working hours of the prisoners are set at 7:00-11:30 and 13:00- 
17:00 (8% hrs.) as of 6 Oct. 1940. The members of the headquarters staff are giv-

On 1 March 41, 3:30 p.m., the Reichsfiihrer SS and Chief of the German Police ar- 
rived at Auschwitz CC. The Reichsfiihrer SS was very satisfied with the progress and 
the work done in the Au. CC, which had been noted during the inspection by the 
Reichsfiihrer SS accompanied by the inspector of the concentration camps, SS- 


Oberfiihrer Gliicks, and expressed to the Commandant of Au. CC, SS-Sturmbannfiihrer 


Hoss, his fullest appreciation. [...] 
Nutritional condition: 
The rations of the prisoners have improved considerably during the month of Febru- 
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ary. Various partial rations have been increased. Individual prisoner detachments are 
receiving the heavy laborer’s allowance. The preparation of meals is clean and fault- 
less. Before moving out in the morning, additional warm soup is given to the outside 
commandos. 

Prisoner kitchen: 

A 9-meter extension is added to the prisoners’ kitchen as a room for potato peelers 
and vegetable cleaners. The extension is nearing completion. An electric cooling ma- 
chine was put into operation for the cold storage room on February 10, which now en- 
sures proper storage of fat and meat. 

Prisoners are housed in the infirmary and sanitary blocks. [The right margin of the 
sheet is partially damaged.] 

The first 1000 beds arrived from Troppau at the end of February, with more to follow. 
Some of these have been given their first coat of paint. In two recuperation blocks, 350 
beds are already installed. The recuperation blocks will also receive bedsteads, all of 
which will be built up on three levels. Through this measure, space has been gained, 
which results in a [...] distribution and accommodation of the prisoners [...]. Straw 
sacks have been provided, a thorough delousing [and dis]infection of the rooms and 
linen has been carried out [...] appropriate feeding of the sick prisoners is [...] in 
progress.”

“Evacuation: 

All persons from Oswiecim — Birkenau — Harmenze — Bor — Plawi — Babice — Pro-

2 transports with 800 Poles and 250 Jews each have already been deported to the 
General Government.

This work continues under the supervision and orders of the commandant and the 
working staff of the Au.”

Quarantine is not possible either in the 
Government General or in the Reich, especially for reasons of labor deployment and 
due to lack of personnel and materials.” 

The Reich Minister ordered that these Polish workers be subjected to a second de- 
lousing upon their arrival in Reich territory.

The J.A. Topf & Sons company, Erfurt, requests the SS Construction Office 
Auschwitz CC to pay at least half of the order amount (order no. 41 D 1980/1) of 
3,650 RM and repeats this request on November 27. 


Construction Office of the Waffen-SS and Police Auschwitz. Certificate: 

“In addition to its construction project, the Construction Office of the Waffen-SS and 
Police Auschwitz received the order to build housing for 125,000 captured Russians as 
quickly as possible. For the transport of building materials and equipment, prisoner 
convoys are used for the most part. For this purpose, 30 carts are urgently needed.” 


X-ray book No. 4 of the prisoner infirmary of Auschwitz CC begins with this 
date. It extends from November 18, 1941 to December 9, 1941, and contains en- 
tries numbered 4684 to 5817. 
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Headquarters Order No. 31/41 mentions a number of commandeerings, lists the 
results of a collection for the Winter Relief Charity, reserves the horse hunting car 
for the commandant, schedules a department head meeting, reaffirms the chain of 
command for motor vehicle requisitions, lifts the ban on entering the village of 
Neuberun, reaffirms that express trains are not vacation trains, and mentions a 
found wedding ring. 


Letter from the government of the Government General to the Reich Minister of 
the Interior with the subject “Diseases of Jews with typhus who returned to Vien- 
na from the Government General”. 

“The increased incidence of typhus in the Government General is essentially due to 
the fact that Jews illegally left the district to which they had been assigned. This has 
resulted in very extensive illnesses in the districts of Radom, Lublin and Warsaw. In a 
very large number of cases there was unimpeachable proof of this claim.” 

To prevent contagion, the guilty are sentenced to death. The first death sentences 
have already been passed. 


The Main Office Budget and Construction, the head of Office II-Construction, 
sends to the Central Construction Office an “approved sketch about the design of 
the crematorium.” These are two drawings by the architect Werkmann, a civilian 
employee belonging to Department II/3/3 (CC and PoW camp construction mat- 
ters) of the Main Office Budget and Construction. One of the drawings contains a 
west and north elevation and a floor plan of the basement of the new crematori- 
um, the other an east and south elevation and a cross-section and floor plan of the 
first floor. These documents were reprinted in Pressac 1993, Doc. 10f. 


A special headquarters order announces the invalidity of the 12 Nov. order to dis- 
band the staff company. The members of the headquarters now form the head- 
quarters staff. 


Letter from Kurt Priifer, J.A. Topf & Sons company, Erfurt, to SS Construction 
Office Auschwitz CC. 

“In view of the importance and problematic nature of the new design to be created for 
you, I have interested my plant manager, Mr. Ludwig Topf, in Auschwitz CC. Since 
Mr. Topf has worked through the three-muffle cremation furnace himself, he would al- 
so like to get to know and see the construction site, especially the furnace in operation, 
because of its construction. Mr. Topf is currently a construction soldier in the 3rd 
Construction Replacement Battalion 9 in the area here. I would now like Mr. Topf to 
travel there with me to take part in the meeting. In order for the above-mentioned to be 
granted leave, I would ask you to send a telegram to my company, perhaps with the 
following content: 

‘Request urgent visit from Ludwig Topf for second to fifth December for discussion of 
furnace redesign’.”” 

A telegram with this text was sent to the SS Construction Office, probably on the 
same day. 


Headquarters Order No. 32/41 forwards Himmler‘s order to refrain from official 
Christmas and New Year’s wishes in order to relieve the postal service and per- 
sonnel.

The beginning of further-education and training courses (arith- 
metic, German, shorthand) is set. Procedures for substituting for the camp com- 
mandant are explained. Two lost items are mentioned.

The J.A. Topf & Sons company, Erfurt, informs the SS Construction Office 
Auschwitz CC that the Collmener Schamottewerke company has not received any 
rail cars, despite approval by the Oppeln Transport Command. 


Letter from the J.A. Topf & Sons company, Erfurt, to the SS Construction Office 
Auschwitz CC with the subject “Crematorium, cremation furnace”. 

“Our fitter Mahr had carried out the foundation installation for the new cremation 
furnace as well as a repair on the two coke-fired double-muffle cremation furnaces 
and had performed this work for a daily wage. We thank you very much for the order 
placed with us for the provision of fitters, which we have accepted on the basis of our 
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rates and conditions for the provision of fitters known to you. 

We can inform you that a rail car with fire-clay material has been loaded by our sup- 
plier Pliitzsch, Fichtenhainichen near Rositz. These materials had been ordered as re- 
placement materials for repair work by your CC administration there. However, we 
can use these materials, which are sufficient for the construction of a new furnace, for 
the new furnace for the time being, and ask you to make every effort to notify us in 
good time so that we can send a fitter to erect the furnace there.”

sion; reminds again of the duty to save paper; mentions a lost camp ID card; an- 
nounces training times for track and field athletes; and states that the headquarters 
is also staffed full time on weekends.

Special headquarters order No. 1/42 indicates that SS-Obersturmfiihrer Schwarz, as 
leader of work deployment, reports directly to the commandant and prohibits other 
subordinates from interfering in matters of work deployment. It also stipulates that 
there will be no Sunday work for prisoners, with the exception of vital operations 
(cattle care, kitchen, etc.). It further states: 

“Tf full work performance is to be achieved by the prisoner, it is necessary that he also 
approach the respective weekly workload sufficiently invigorated, rested and prepared. 
For this purpose, he needs Sunday for rest. In this respect, it is essential that the in- 
mates bathe once a week in the future, and that the Sunday of rest be used especially for 
repairing laundry and all other articles of daily use which the inmate needs for his per- 
sonal care. Only after these goals have been achieved can full performance of the in- 
mates’ labor be assured. This notion applies in a corresponding manner likewise to the 
horse material available for the execution of the present work. The animals must also

have a day of rest during the week. It is expected that all measures will be taken to car- 
ry out, with regard to the future use of labor, the guidelines given above. If all services 
do not endeavor to adhere to these basic matters, severe shortfalls must continue to be 
expected with regard to the manpower of men and animal[s], and there would be con- 
tinuous large shortfalls in the future as a result of an overuse of these available forces, 
which would make it impossible to carry out the tasks assigned to the CC in a manner 
that would serve unrestricted war-economic objectives and help to achieve by their con- 
tribution the ultimate goal of today’s struggle, namely, victory.”

camp’s water supply system via water treatment plant, elevated and underground tanks.

217f- 
rich Schwarz replied on April 23, 1942, to various accusations made by the Central 
Construction Office. It was not true, he said, “that only women and sick prisoners 

were made available to the Central Construction Office,” and that those capable of 

work were employed by the Buna Works. 

“Tt should be noted in passing only that the replacement of sick prisoners of the ‘I.G. 

Farben’ operation is being done entirely from the new Jewish arrivals of recent times. 

On the question of the replacement of sick prisoners from Central Construction Office 

units, we note that 15% of the prisoners sent out for the construction yard in the last few 

months had to be sent to the infirmary.” 

The charge that the work performance of female prisoners assigned to the Central 
Construction Office is inferior to that of inmates is unfounded because it is “above 

the level of male prisoners.” 

The Central Construction Office’s request for 10,000 to 12,000 inmates must take 

into account overall strength, he said, and finally, the Central Construction Office 

must better manage its units and ensure that inmates have the tools they need.

“As is well known, all SS members of Auschwitz CC are instructed, obligated and 
sworn to secrecy with regard to any facilities and occurrences in CC that come to their 
knowledge within the scope of their service. There is cause to point out once again that 
any violation of this sworn obligation will be considered treason.” 

SS men are offered a weekend in an SS-owned ski lodge; procedures for requesting 
and assigning remedies are explained; workshop orders may not be directed direct- 
ly to workshops but must be approved and assigned by the headquarters; bureau- 
cratic matters concerning leave passes for official travel are explained; weekly 
concerts by the SS-Sturmbann band are announced; limits are set on the size of 
home gardens; paper conservation measures are mentioned; parking bicycles in- 
doors instead of on bicycle racks is punishable; detailed rules for hunting are listed, 
and poaching is punishable; chickens are not allowed to roam free during sowing 
season; a counting card system for managing food for SS members and their fami- 
lies is introduced; Labor Day is moved to 2 May (Saturday); civilians employed by 
the Wehrmacht are not entitled to railroad tickets when on leave; guard offenses are 
made public; some lost and found objects are mentioned.

“Mirbeth succeeded in seizing and arresting 2 escaped French prisoners in the meadow 
area near Prokocim station.” 

The order mentions the result of a fund-raising for the Red Cross; reports the inte- 
gration of the camp locksmith’s and carpenter’s shop into the Deutsche 
Ausriistungswerke (DAW); recalls the ban on hunting in the area of interest; and 
quotes a letter from the WVHA on escape attempts: 

“In a short time, prisoners succeeded in three cases in escaping from the concentration 
camp by means of passenger cars with SS license plates and in SS clothing, in one case 
even taking firearms and ammunition with them, in the last case wearing an SS officer’s 
coat and SS officer’s cap. In all cases, 2 to 3 prisoners were smuggled out of the camp 
in such disguises, and on top of that in the motor vehicle.” 

Therefore, close control of vehicles leaving the camp including their occupants 
was ordered, as well as the secure locking of parked vehicles and close guarding of 
prisoners repairing vehicles. The order further encourages saving mail, exhorts to 
politeness in public transportation, reaffirms the ban on bathing in the Sola and the 
use of its water because of the danger of infection by referring to a police regula- 
tion; and repeats mail collection times.

Koch in about 14 days. Installation of the five 3-muffle furnaces in the PoW camp will 

begin immediately. The company Kéhler Myslowitz carries out the lining of the furnac- 

es and flues, as well as the erection of the chimney according to the plans and specifica- 
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tions of the Topf company. 

2) With regard to the installation of 2 triple-muffle furnaces at each of the ‘bathing es- 
tablishments for special actions’, engineer Priifer suggested that the furnaces be divert- 
ed from an already-completed delivery to Mogilev, and the head of department, who 
was present at the SS Economic and Administrative Main Office in Berlin, was immedi- 
ately informed of this by phone and asked to make the necessary arrangements. 

3) With regard to the construction of a second crematorium with 5 three-muffle furnac- 
es, as well as ventilation systems, the result of the ongoing negotiations with the Reich 
Security Main Office concerning the allocation of quotas must first be awaited. 

4) The Topf company sent parts of a double-muffle cremation furnace to Auschwitz by 
mistake, but these parts were intended for Mauthausen. 

Priifer suggested that the furnace be installed here. In the meantime, the missing 2 in- 
troduction doors and 2 ash-removal doors could be taken from the delivery of the 5 
three-muffle cremation furnaces. 

5) The damages in the newly built chimney for the existing crematorium were inspected 
together with Mr. Kohler and SS-Unterscharfiihrer Kirschnek, and the measures to be 
taken were discussed. — Since the chimney lining moves as a result of the great heat, it 
must pass freely at the top and must not be firmly connected to the outer shell. 

6) On Thursday, August 20, 1942, together with SS-Strm. Janisch and Mr. KGhler, the 
construction site of the 5 three-muffle furnace in the PoW camp was inspected, and the 
necessary details discussed. 

7) Ing. Priifer asked for a written order for the delivery of the two 3-muffle and double- 
muffle cremation furnaces, and for information as soon as possible as to whether the 
furnaces from the Mogilev delivery could be diverted.

When building the chimneys, a fireclay lining up to 6 m in height 
is sufficient. The chimney height of 16 m, with 0.80 x 0.80 m clear diameter, should be 
sufficient. We have provided wood firing for the eight-muffle furnaces, which were orig- 
inally intended for Mogilev, for heating up of the furnaces. This type of firing was pre- 
scribed by us from the Mogilev Construction Office, because coke is difficult to obtain 
there as a heating medium. In order to avoid having to supply new coke grates because 
of the faster installation, we have converted the wood-fired furnaces to coke-fired fur- 
naces, and used the inclined grate and flat grate bars for this purpose. Consequently, 2 
generators will receive only flat grate bars, and the other 2 generators will receive in- 
clined grate bars, which we will design as flat grates. 

At the same time, we inform you that in particular the inclined grate bars will not have 
along service life during coke firing. Therefore, we recommend you to order grate bars 
for coke firing now as spare parts, for which we will send you an offer shortly. 

In addition, we have not provided insulation for the outer walls of the furnaces destined 
for Mogilev due to transport difficulties to that country. However, since you wish to 
have the furnaces insulated, we will soon send you a quotation for this insulation. 

We have given the above-mentioned drawing to our foreman Holick, so that you can 
have it sooner. [...]

“In the camp area there, adult malaria mosquitoes were found in numerous places, es- 

pecially in the pig and cattle pens and in houses formerly occupied by Poles. In addi- 

tion, water samples were taken from numerous open-water areas that showed larvae of 
malaria-transmitting mosquitoes. These are ponds and swamps in the entire camp area, 

but especially in the vicinity of the dog handler school and the fish ponds. The entire 

area surrounding Auschwitz CC is considered a malaria area. 

In order to prevent malaria from assuming an epidemic character in Auschwitz CC, de- 

fensive measures are to be taken. 

To this end, a Waffen-SS hygiene institute is set up there in the fall of 1942. 

For the time being, the following measures are ordered for mechanical control: De- 

struction of anopheline eggs and larvae in summer by means of petroleum and Schwein- 

furt Green. A mixture of I gram of Schweinfurt Green and 100 grams of ordinary road 

dust is sprayed on 10 square meters of water surface. This kills the Anopheles larvae. 

Elimination of ponds and emerging groundwater by drainage. In winter, kill breeding 

sites in cellars and barns by spraying powdered Dalmat or flaming the walls with kero- 
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sene torches, burning sulfur, and spraying the walls with suitable solutions. Rain bar- 
rels and other breeding sites for Anopheles larvae are to be monitored. Instruct SS per- 
sonnel on malaria through leaflets. Flit is also to be tried out. Close cooperation with 
the headquarters or construction office is required. 

Prophylactic medication may be ordered by the SS garrison physician Auschwitz on his 
own authority, if necessary. 

In addition, the closest cooperation with the Hygiene Institute of the Waffen-SS is or- 
dered.”

Mr. K. explained that this number of muffles was not yet sufficient; we are to deliver 
more furnaces as soon as possible. 

It would therefore be expedient for me to come to Berlin on Thursday morning to talk 
with Mr. K. about further deliveries. I should bring documents about Auschwitz with 
me, so that the urgent calls would finally be silenced. 

I have promised the visit for Thursday.”

The manpower necessary for this purpose will be siphoned off primarily in Auschwitz 

from the eastward migration, so that our existing operational facilities will not be dis- 
turbed in their performance and structure by a permanent change of manpower. 

The Jews who are fit for work and destined for the eastward migration will therefore 
have to interrupt their journey and do armament work. 

In this connection, I immediately demanded that a labor deployment of these Jews in 
areas from which they have emigrated must be avoided at all costs.”

The state of health of the workers and employees at the Auschwitz construction site is 
generally satisfactory. The infectious diseases occurring in the district around Ausch- 
witz (malaria, typhoid fever, typhus, dysentery and, more recently, diphtheria) have 
caused very few illnesses in our camps. There was certainly one case of typhus, 8 cases 
of typhoid fever, and very few cases of dysentery. In 21 days of August, 2654 patients 
were treated by the camp physician, which is an average of 126.3 persons per day. 
There were 356 industrial accidents, one of which was fatal. [...] The X-ray machine 
was put into operation in the first days of July (after overcoming ‘teething problems,’ 
and after the arrival of an X-ray assistant (1 Nov. 42), it will be able to work fully from 
this date). In the month of August, it was used 145 times. The kitchen staff is continu- 
ously bacteriologically tested in order to remove germ spreaders in these establish- 
ments. 

The delousing plant, operated by a disinfector, has deloused 2917 persons in 20 work- 
ing days. Maximum daily output so far 680 persons. [...] 

Since a major typhus epidemic has broken out in the concentration camp in Auschwitz, 
and cases of typhoid fever have occurred frequently in the town of Auschwitz, the dan- 
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gers of these two diseases were pointed out in a company roll call, and vaccination 
against typhoid fever and typhus was recommended to all German and ethnic German 
followers. [...] A very high percentage of the followers volunteered to be vaccinated.”

This is intolerable for the local camp for the following reasons; 

The laundry of about 40,000 people cannot be accommodated in the surrounding laun- 
dries. The nearest laundry that accepts laundry at all is about 40 km from here, and 
there is no other laundry available in the entire district. 

Since various infectious diseases such as typhus and the like are currently prevalent in 
the camp, and for this reason a camp lockdown had to be imposed by higher authori- 
ties, the cleaning and disinfection of the laundry is of crucial importance, and only in 
this way can the diseases be contained. The danger of transmission of these diseases ex- 
ists not only for the troops and their families living here, but also for the city of Ausch- 
witz and the workers of the new Buna factory to be built there.

The husband met prisoners from the CC camp at 
the work place. On 24 Oct. 1942, the wife Honorata Juszczak from Auschwitz fell ill. 
The 16-year-old son worked in the CC at the construction company Falk, and came into 
contact with prisoners. He was not housed in the camp, but walked daily from the 
apartment to the conc. camp to work.”

If protective or preventive detention has been ordered for Jews by the Office — IV C 2 or 
Office V — of the Reich Security Main Office, the names of the persons concerned are to 
be underlined in red pencil, and the detention number of Office IV or V is to be indicat- 
ed. The lists are to be compiled in order of date of death and submitted here by the 3rd 
of the following month after the end of the month. 
Express letters and final reports of the deaths of Jewish prisoners are thus omitted. 
2) Death reports on all other prisoners are to be submitted in simple form only to the 
Reich Security Main Office — Office IV C 2 or Office V— and to the SS Economic and 
Administrative Main Office — Office Group D — using the previously used form (express 
letter). These forms are to be sent by regular mail continuously to the Reich Security 
Main Office or to the office here. 
In both cases to number 1. and 2., it is the same whether it concerns natural or unnatu- 
ral deaths. 
This does not affect the direct notification by telex of the referral offices for the purpose 
of informing the next of kin, if prescribed. The previous procedure for reporting the 
deaths of Soviet prisoners of war and Russian civilian workers will not be changed. The

The SS garrison physician pointed out that “civilian workers are given leave only 
in the most-urgent cases and after prior thorough delousing and disinfestation,” 
however, the district administrator considered these measures insufficient. He fur- 
ther stated: 

“In addition, the delousing and disinfestation of the prisoners of Auschwitz CC is con- 
tinuing, so that an extinction of the typhus epidemic in the CC can also be expected 
shortly.” 

At present, “3 large disinfestation shower and sauna facilities” can be put into op- 
eration, two for prisoners and one for the troops, with a capacity of 3,000-4,000 
men per day. The following measures are required for the civilian worker: 

“1, Accommodation of civilian workers in communal camps within the chain of posts. 
2. Establishment of quarantine accommodation. 

3. Implementation of a 3-week quarantine for all civilian workers to be furloughed.”

on this as follows: 

Since 2 Nov. 42, no civilian worker ill with typhus has reported from the communal 

camps in the infirmary for civilian workers. Assuming that civilian workers who had not 
contracted typhus went for treatment elsewhere, there has therefore been no case of ty- 

phus since 2 Nov. 42. 

Among the prisoners of the entire Auschwitz CC, there is at present no fresh case of ty- 

phus. The convalescents still undergoing treatment for typhus acquired the infection at 

least 4 weeks ago; they have lost their fever and are no longer to be regarded as typhus 
patients. 
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Consequently, the SS garrison physician Auschwitz considers it unnecessary to subject 
the civilian workers to a three-week quarantine before granting them leave, provided 
that each civilian worker coming on leave is thoroughly disinfested and deloused on the 
day of the start of the leave, that the disinfestation and delousing carried out is con- 
firmed by a doctor on the leave certificate, and that the leave-takers are instructed to 
leave the camp area immediately after the delousing and disinfestation has been carried 
out and not to enter their quarters again.”

However, this measure is complicated by the fact that, according to 
the instructions by the RSHA""! Poles must die a natural death, contrary to the measure 
applied to the Jews. It is therefore desired by the camp leadership to refrain from as- 
signing those who are unfit for work.” 

See in contrast the letter of the 
SS-WVHA of June 24, 1942.

Gruppenfiihrer Heinrich Miiller, to Reichsfithrer-SS: 

“In the course of the increased supply of manpower to the CCs ordered by 30 Jan. 
1943, the following procedure can be followed with regards to the Jewish sector: 

1.) Total number: 45,000 Jews. 

2.) Start of transport: 11 Jan. 1943, end of transport: 31 Jan. 1943 

(The Reichsbahn is not in a position to provide special trains for the evacuation in the 
period from 15 Dec. 1942 to 10 Jan. 1943 as a result of increased Wehrmacht vacation 
traffic). 

3) Breakdown: The 45,000 Jews are divided into 30,000 Jews from the Bialystok Dis- 
trict — 10,000 Jews from the Theresienstadt Ghetto. Of these, 5000 Jews fit for work, 
who were previously employed for minor work required in the ghetto, and 5000 gener- 
ally fit for work. Also Jews over 60 years old. In order to take this opportunity to bring 
down somewhat the population of 48,000, which was too high in the interest of the de- 
velopment of the ghetto. For this purpose, I ask that special permission be granted. As 
before, only Jews who have no special relations or connections and who do not possess 
high honors would be included for the removal. — 3000 Jews from the occupied Dutch

“On the basis of the above-mentioned letters [dated 17 Nov. and 18 Dec. 1942], an in- 
spection of the Buna Camp was made on 28 Dec. 1942 together with the SS garrison 
physician Auschwitz, SS-Hauptsturmfiihrer Dr. Wirths. It was noted that the Construc- 
tion Office of the I.G. had so far done everything possible to improve the hygienic fa- 
cilities of the camp. In addition to the facilities already in place, as can be seen from 
the enclosed letter, the camp physician has requested various hygienic facilities. The 
Construction Office of the I.G. has promised to do its utmost to see that these request- 
ed measures are carried out in accordance with the presently prevailing winter peri- 
od.” 

Attached are a “Proposal for a provisional disinfestation chamber (infirmary, Bu- 
na Branch Camp),” a “Proposal for the reconstruction of the dental station (infir- 
mary, Buna Branch Camp),” and a “Proposal for the construction of a toilet facili- 
ty for the quarantine and sanitary block (infirmary, Buna Branch Camp). 


Letter from SS-Obersturmbannfiihrer and Commandant Hoss to SS-Sturmmann 
Ludwig Damm, headquarters staff Au. CC, Auschwitz: 

“Tam punishing you in accordance with D.B.O. for mobile condition § 8, Para. C, 
Item 2 with a severe reprimand because you acted contrary to existing orders and reg- 
ulations during your leave. 

Justification: During your leave in December 1942, you conversed with soldiers and 
party comrades about the Jewish problem, and in doing so made statements about the 
solution of the Jewish question* in Auschwitz. Through this behavior, which under 
certain circumstances was likely to cause unrest among the population, you acted con- 
trary to the orders known to you. I have refrained from a more-severe punishment

4) Civilian workers’ pass-through barracks with shower bath (showers) and built-in 
hot-air device (Hochheim brand) and disinfection device (Goedicker brand) for daily 
disinfestation of civilian workers is almost completed and will be put into operation 
next week. 

5) 2 ‘Oslo’ type saunas are under construction (for members of the headquarters). 

B. PoW camp Auschwitz 

1) 1 disinfection unit (Werner) and 1 hot-air unit (Hochheim) were installed in the de- 
lousing barracks of the men’s CCin PoW Camp Construction Section L., as well as a 
sauna unit, and have been in operation since November 1942. In addition, a chamber 
for hydrogen-cyanide fumigation is attached to the delousing barracks, and has been 
in operation since the fall of 1942. 

2) 1 piece of disinfection device (Werner brand) and I hot-air device (Hochheim 
brand) are built into the delousing barracks of the women’s CC in PoW Camp, Con- 
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struction Section I, likewise a sauna facility, and in operation since Dec. 1942. Also 
attached to the delousing barracks is a chamber for hydrogen-cyanide fumigation, 
which has been in operation since the fall of 1942. 

3) 1 piece of disinfection device (Werner brand) and I hot-air device (Hochheim 
brand) is provisionally installed for the troops in an existing building in Birkenau, 
likewise a sauna facility, and has been in operation since December 1942. Here the ef- 
fects of all troop members are disinfested, and the people are deloused. 

4) For the guard troops in the Birkenau Camp, a sauna with a built-in building for 1 
hot-air device and 1 disinfection device is being erected. For the time being, the prov. 
sauna and disinfestation facility under 3.) will be used.” 


Letter from the district president Kattowitz to various government offices in Kat- 
towitz with the subject “Typhus illnesses in the backup police prison in Mys- 
lowitz”. 

“7.) To the commandant of the concentration camp in Auschwitz, to the attention of 
SS-Obersturmbannfiihrer Hoss. 

In the backup police prison at Myslowitz, some cases of typhus have been detected, on 
the basis of which the prison has been immediately sealed off against all intercourse 
with the outside world.” 

The only possibility for lifting the lockdown in the short term is to send the pris- 
oners to Auschwitz, “as far as they are not sick persons.” 

“From here, Iam unable to overlook whether the Auschwitz Concentration Camp is at 
all capable of accommodating what is, after all, a quite considerable number of pris- 
oners at the present time. Furthermore, I do not deny that these prisoners might intro- 
duce new cases of infection into the Auschwitz Camp. Since, on the other hand, typhus 
has by no means been eradicated from the Auschwitz Camp so far, and extensive sani- 
tary measures have been taken there,” he was forced to make this request in order to 
prevent the infection from spreading to the densely populated industrial area.

It turned out that 
only very few houses and cottages are considered for demolition, and that the extrac- 
tion of construction materials is very minor.”

“With reference to the above-mentioned letters [from the Central Construction Office 
of 9 and 12 Jan. 1943] on the one hand, and with reference to the special action or- 
dered by the Reichsfiihrer — accommodation of 47,000 Jews in the shortest possible 
time* — on the other hand, the office once again asks for the immediate assignment of 
6 trucks with tipping equipment, so that the completion of the shelters under construc- 
tion which are in question for this purpose can be completed on schedule (by 31 Jan. 
43), which is impossible for the office in terms of transportation with the fleet of motor 
vehicles currently at its disposal.” 

The Central Construction Office requests the allocation of 9 trucks and 3 cars.

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covered that a disproportionately high amount of electricity is being consumed by the 
protective-custody camp. The current drawn goes up to 300 amps and above in the 
evening hours. On one occasion, it even happened that the automatic circuit breaker, 
set at 300 amps, burned out due to overload. This current corresponds to a power of 
about 192 KW. After calculating all the power consumers, which are composed as 
shown below, 100 KW could be consumed in the maximum case. 


28 blocks at 63 lamps on average 40 Watt 70,56 KW 
3 pumps 10.-- " 
250 lamps for fence illumination at 100 Watt 25.-- " 
106.56 KW 


Therefore, it can only be assumed that this additional consumption of 86 KW was due 
to the use of improperly assembled heating and cooking equipment.” 

This hypothesis of illegal consumption of electricity by inmates was confirmed by 
direct observations.

Due to my long efforts, I have now 20 tons of barbed wire 
on hand, which I would like to put at the disposal of the local CC. The wire must be 
paid for. I ask ... the construction supervisor to ask whether he can order and pay for 
the wire on his own, or whether he needs permission from SS Brigadefiihrer DR. 
KAMMLER, whom I cannot reach at present. Code number is not required. However, 
the wire must be used for the purpose discussed in AUSCHWITZ, i.e., for the erection 
of the 9 km. fence. I ask for immediate telegram. I would like to hear from you as soon 
as possible, so that the shipment to Auschwitz can be initiated.

SS Prisoner-of-War Camp at Auschwitz with connection to Auschwitz Station — 
special construction measures.” 

“The track has to fulfill the following tasks: 

1.) Direct approach of transports (special measures). 

2.) Direct supply of the camp with the necessary food and materials. 

3.) Delivery of the construction materials needed for the expansion, such as brick, ce- 
ment, and especially all road construction material, since suitable gravel cannot be 
obtained in the vicinity of the construction site (clay soil). 

The delivery by truck would not be possible to nearly the required extent, already in 
view of the fuel allocation, and in view of the deadlines set, it can only be managed at 
all by direct rail-car delivery.” 


The accounting books of the Tesch & Stabenow company in Hamburg show a de- 
livery of 1,026 kg of Zyklon B to Auschwitz CC, corresponding to a value of RM 
6,156. 


Headquarters Order No. 3/43 announces that the headquarters has a new “sarge” 
(Stabsscharfiihrer); directs that personnel changes on the headquarters staff must 
be reported to the headquarters; restricts soldier payments to bank transfers; pro- 
hibits the wearing of dress caps; changes the service hours of the NCO on duty; 
mentions that CC has an independent registry office; announces crow control with 
poison; prohibits private telephone calls to the outside while on duty; and men- 
tions a lost wallet.

I hold the camp commandant and the head of the concentration camp administration 
personally responsible for the exhaustion of every possibility for the preservation of 
the prisoners’ manpower, and in the future I will check, in the personnel evaluations to 
be submitted from here, whether in these cases, too, the responsible SS officers have 
fulfilled their duty without exception.” 


Letter from the Central Construction Office “to the camp commandant, SS- 
Obersturmbannfiihrer Hoss,” with the subject “Withdrawal of Polish prisoners.” 
“The Central Construction Office has been informed that, in the course of the next pe-

The foundations of the outer walls and a chimney are under construction. The comple- 
tion of this crematorium will depend largely on the weather.

The 5 3-muffle cremation furnaces have been completed and are currently being dry- 
heated. The electrical connections for the motors belonging to the furnace for the 
compressed-air blowers are currently being installed. The 3 large forced-draft units, 
located at the chimneys, have been installed and are ready for operation. Here, too, 
the electrical connections for the motors are currently being installed. 

The corpse elevator is currently being installed provisionally (as a plateau elevator). 
The aeration and deaeration system for the morgue cellars has not yet arrived as a re- 
sult of the rail-car blockade, which was lifted only a few days ago; the cars are rolling 
and [it is] expected that these materials will arrive daily. The installation can take 
place in about 10 days. 

Thus, the complete commissioning of Crematorium II can certainly take place on 13 
Feb. 1943. 

The waste incinerator located in the building complex of the above crematorium will 
be completed in the next few days. The annex for this furnace is also already complet- 
ed. 

Crematory II 

At this crematorium, the outer walls of the building are finished, and the formwork for 
the furnace-room ceiling is currently being set. The chimney with 3 ducts will be ready 
in 3 days. Thus, at this crematorium, the installations of the 5 pieces of 3-muffle cre- 
mation furnaces will take place in 5 weeks. However, the smoke ducts from the furnac- 
es will be started in 8 days. The trough for the groundwater insulation, as well as the 
three-layer cardboard insulation including protective concrete, has been completed, 
as well as the drainage within the two morgue basements. Currently, loading concrete 
is being poured. The commissioning of the 3-muffle cremation furnaces is possible on 
17 April 1943. 

Crematory IV 

The furnace building, together with the two chimneys and the adjoining rooms, is 
completed to the extent that the furnace foundation has been laid. Construction of the 
8-muffle cremation furnace begins on Monday, Feb. 1, 1943, and the furnace will ne 
completed on Feb. 28, 1943. 

Crematorium V 

The building materials are lying on the storage site. The foundations for the building 
perimeter walls are started, as well as the foundation for one chimney. Work on this 
crematorium is proceeding at a particularly fast pace. The completion of the cremato- 
rium will mainly depend on weather conditions. If the weather in February and March 
is favorable and work can proceed at full speed, the crematorium will be ready for op- 
eration by the end of April. 

The inspection of the crematory buildings and interiors listed above has shown that, 
despite the great construction tasks and the difficulties in procuring materials, the 
work has progressed briskly.”

Topf and Sons Company on 29 Jan. 43, the planning of a 6th crematorium (an open- 

incineration chamber with dimensions of 48.75 x 3.76 m) was considered. The Central 
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Construction Office had then commissioned the Topf and Sons Company to prepare a 
design for this open cremation site, which is enclosed.">! 

Should the construction of this 6th crematorium be carried out, it is requested that an 
appropriate application be submitted by Office Group D to Office Group C. 

In the event that this facility is carried out, in addition to the manpower now in ser- 


vice, new manpower must be provided by the headquarters. The following are required 


for this purpose: 

150 prisoner masons 

200 prisoner construction workers. 
Carrying out the construction work is dependent on the provision of the aforemen- 
tioned labor force.” 


Letter from the Central Construction Office to the Head of Office Group C of the 
SS-WVHA with the subject “Increase of Typhus Diseases”: 

“As a result of a strong increase in typhus cases among the guards, SS-Brigadefiihrer 
and Major General of the Waffen-SS Gliicks imposed a total camp lockdown on 
Auschwitz CC on February 9, 1943. In connection with this, since 11 Feb. 43 all pris- 
oners have been disinfested and are not allowed to leave the camp, which means that 
the construction works, on which mainly prisoners were employed, had to be shut 
down. The resumption of work will be reported by the Central Construction Office.” 


SS-WVHA. Letter from the head of Office Groups C to the camp commandant of 
Auschwitz CC with the subject “Sanitary facilities in the Buna Branch Camp”: 
“The proposal of SS-Obersturmfiihrer Dr. Entress was brought to my attention by SS- 
Obersturmbannfiihrer Maurer. 

The establishment of a hospital with operating room, diet kitchen, etc. is out of the 
question. The Buna Branch Camp is a labor camp. Sick and incapacitated prisoners 
are to be transferred to the Auschwitz Camp, sick SS men to the SS infirmary of the 
Main Camp. Only a small infirmary for outpatient treatment is to be maintained. 
Likewise, there is no need to establish a crematorium. In case of deaths, the cremato- 
rium of Auschwitz CC is to be used. The permanent presence of a physician is omitted. 
There is to be a consultation hour in the morning and afternoon. This is the procedure 
in all labor camps.”

Our purchasing department had already recently 
sent a reminder to the delivery company, and Mr. Schultze urgently requests that we 
call again and arrange for their immediate shipment to Auschwitz. 

3). Furthermore, the ventilation grilles for the deaeration system in the dissection and 
laying-out room are missing, as well as the nozzles for the ducts in the M.[orgue] 
basement. These should also be sent immediately. 

4). Mr. Priifer then spoke and informed us that he would have to remain in Auschwitz 
for a few more days. Mr. Schultze will return in such a way that he will be here again 
on Friday afternoon.”

Despite immediate control 
measures, it has not yet been possible to completely eradicate typhus. 

After consultation with the camp commandant, SS-Obersturmbannfiihrer Hoss, the la- 
bor-deployment leader, SS-Obersturmfiihrer Schwarz, as well as the first leader of the 
protective-custody camp, SS-Hauptsturmftihrer Aumeier, the SS garrison physician 
Auschwitz considers it necessary, in the interest of increasing the use of labor in the 
war-important and war-decisive factories of Auschwitz CC, to try once again, with all 
available means, to finally extinguish the typhus illnesses.” 

He proposes to take drastic measures to eradicate the epidemic once and for all, 
the most important measure being a general disinfestation: 

“With the exception of the few vital units (food enterprises, agricultural workers car- 
ing for livestock, and office personnel), the entire work force in the large camps of 
Auschwitz CC, namely Main Camp, men’s CC and women’s CC — Birkenau, and PoW 
Camp, Construction Section 2, would be closed for a period of 3 weeks. During this 
time, thorough delousing and disinfestation of these camps will be carried out twice, 
so that at the end of the 3-week quarantine period, there will be no more talk of lice in 
the camp, and the danger of renewed typhus infections will be eliminated.”

THE REAL AUSCHWITZ CHRONICLE — APRIL 1943 


Obersturmbannfiihrer Héss, with the subject “Lending of horse-stable barracks”: 
“The horse-stable barracks erected at Sonderkommando II and at Crematorium III 
are urgently needed for lodging troops at Birkenau and for the infirmary in Construc- 
tion Section II. Now that the operation of Sonderkommando II has ceased, and the ap- 
propriate space is also available at Crematorium III, notification is requested as to 
when the barracks can be disassembled so that they can be placed in their designated 
locations for installation.” 


Letter from the Auschwitz CC camp physician to the Auschwitz CC headquarters: 
“The following prisoners destined for the ‘Golleschau’ unit were examined by the 
camp physician on April 17, 1943, and found fit for work. 

The prisoners were deloused, their clothes disinfested and checked to see that they 
were free of lice. They are provided with proper clothing. 

The prisoners may be transferred from the Main Camp on the condition that they be 
housed and used there separately from other prisoners for the next 4 weeks.”

rations only on Sundays; sets latest turn-in time for weekend leaves; prohibits 
wild gardening, and requires submission of sketch plans for approval; prescribes 
that SS members of field offices be instructed monthly on handling and conduct 
with prisoners; instructs on transfer of savings of foreign volunteers; points out 
that service bicycles may be used only with bicycle cards; announces a collective 
order for a book on the Eastern campaign; introduces permission slips for entering 
the House of the Waffen-SS; orders the storage of issued guard winter overcoats 
and felt shoes; stipulates that a print-out of Sturmbann orders be submitted to the 
headquarters; gives instructions on the wearing of cloth coats and drill jackets 
during the warm season; forbids lower ranks to wear peaked caps while on duty; 
declares the camp identity card of a female guard invalid; and reports the discov- 
ery of two wallets. 


Garrison Order No. 14/43 doubles the Easter weekend furlough quota from 5% to 
10% of the garrison’s actual strength, and provides specific instructions.

Negotiations have been held with the Topf & Sons company 
of Erfurt concerning the construction of this system.”

Meeting Report: 
After welcoming remarks by the Brigadefiihrer, Ostubaf. Hoss gave a brief report on 
the origin and purpose of the overall CC plant here. 
In 1940, after the evacuation of 7 Polish villages, the Auschwitz Camp was built in the 
estuary triangle between Vistula and Sola by developing the grounds of an artillery 
barracks and many additions, conversions and new buildings, using large quantities of 
demolition materials. Originally intended as a quarantine camp, it later became a 
Reich camp and was thus given a new purpose. The border location between the Reich 
and the G.G. proved to be particularly favorable because of the ever-worsening situa- 
tion, since the filling of the camp with manpower was guaranteed. In addition, the so- 
lution of the Jewish question was added in recent times, for which the prerequisite for 
the accommodation of initially 60,000 prisoners had to be created, which grew to 
100,000 within a short time. The inmates of the camps were mainly intended for the 
large-scale industry growing in the neighborhood. The camp contains in its area of in- 
terest various armament factories, for which the labor force is to be provided ona 
regular basis.” 
“2.) Large-scale PoW camp 
[...] Due to various epidemic dangers, however, it is currently essential to take special 
measures to improve the existing facilities. [...] 
The garrison physician Hstuf. Dr. Wirths explained in addition that the great danger 
of epidemics could not be fought properly due to arrivals from the east and the low 
possibilities of control due to lack of water and lack of allotments for the necessary 
drainage facilities. 
In addition, there is the danger of the spread of the epidemics for the large industrial 
area through the contact of prisoners with civilian workers. The need for material for 
the new construction as well as for the maintenance is very great. The daily births of 
about 50 children in the gypsy camp, the treatment of 10,000 prisoners without the 
most primitive hygienic facilities, especially water, do not allow any alternative possi- 
bilities. For the most-necessary delousing facilities, the allotments are missing in or- 
der to be able to carry out a systematic and promising epidemic control. For the for- 
mer small number of prisoners, the condition of the hygienic conditions was already 
bad; with the many new arrivals and the imminent increase to over 100,000, without 
the provision of contingents, the danger of such outbreaks has grown in an unforesee- 
able way, and responsibility can hardly be borne.”

lack of vaccination discipline, and:

Priifer were concluded with the promise to send a new chimney drawing as soon as 
possible. Mr. Priifer was aware that the chimney was built by Koehler exactly accord- 
ing to the dimensions of the plan executed by you (for the processing of the project 
your company invoiced an amount of 1,769.39 RM at that time) and your fire-clay lin- 
ing provided for in the cost estimate of 12 Feb. 42 under item II. Nevertheless, your 
company demanded a drawing and a static calculation of the chimney from Mr. Koeh- 
ler Myslowitz. You then also received these. 

Instead of finally proceeding with the processing of the new proposal, for some reason 
unknown here, there was renewed hesitation until Mr. Koehler demanded his plans 
back again, and you sent them to him again after some time. 

Since the plant cannot be put into operation without the completion of the chimney 
shell, but on the other hand is urgently needed, it is absolutely necessary to insist on 
the keeping of the given promise for the preparation of the chimney drawing and to 
send it as soon as possible to Koehler for the purpose of erecting the chimney liner”.

The Construction Inspectorate 
informs the Central Construction Office that the SS economist Russia Center has 
already paid 42,600 RM to the Topf Company for the 8-muffle cremation furnac- 
es from the Mogilev contract. 


Headquarters Order No. 26/43 directs that SS-T-Sturmbann be notified of time 
and place when on-call duty is deployed; reminds that only SS members with 
permits may drive vehicles outside area of interest; prohibits SS members from 
doing private laundry outside camp for disease prevention; restricts wearing of 
spurs to members of mounted or horse-drawn units, on the way to and from riding 
duty, and during it; mentions an abandoned private bicycle soon to be confiscated; 
deplores the unauthorized removal of the lectern of Department VI; assigns a 
hunting permit to one SS member; grants permission for a temporary visit to 
Auschwitz to named relatives of five SS members; and mentions three lost and 
two found objects.

The prisoner dies almost eight months later on Febru- 
ary 24, 1944. 10 fever curves and other reports describe the course of the disease 
day by day. On February 24, 1944, the 1st camp physician of Auschwitz CC per- 
forms the “dissection of the body of B.V.R.D.!? prisoner Ne. 111661, Pietszak 
Josef, born 17 Feb. 1913 in Welungen”: 

“Cause of death: destructive pulmonary and intestinal tuberculosis in a cachectic in- 
dividual.” 


Headquarters Order No. 27/43 orders that the weapons of injured SS members 
may not be taken into the hospital; forbids spraying private bicycles with Wehr- 
macht camouflage paint; instructs that the private bicycles of SS members living 
in the camp area and service bicycles of certain departments be listed; orders that 
plant decorations must be requested through the administration; sets times for ap- 
plying for camp passes; gives instructions for weekend vacationers at Sola Hut; 
allows entry into Krupp Halls only to SS members on duty there; grants permis- 
sion to the wife of an SS member for a temporary visit to Auschwitz; mentions a 
lost briefcase; and cites a notice from the regional shoemakers’ guild on the or- 
ganization of business operations. 


The SS garrison physician writes a letter to the first leader of the protective- 
custody camp of Auschwitz with the subject “Mistreatment of Prisoner Z 4684 Ja- 
roslaus Murka”, who had been beaten up by the block eldest of Block Sa: 

“The garrison physician Auschwitz asks for investigation and punishment of the cul- 
prit”.

Richard Jedrzejkiewicz”. According to the communication from the camp physi- 
cian of the Buna (Monowitz) Camp, the prisoner in question was beaten by the 
block eldest of Block 28, Otto Osterloh, 113932: 

“The garrison physician Auschwitz asks for investigation and punishment of the cul- 
prit”. 

Reply of J.A. Topf & Sons, Erfurt, to the letter of the Central Construction Office 
dated July 2, 1943. 

The Topf company explained that the RFSS order of December 9, 1941, provided 
for the delivery of “4 pieces of double four-muffle cremation furnaces” at a total 


price of RM 55,200, so that each furnace cost RM 13,800. Topf had had to rebuild 


the two furnaces, which were intended for Auschwitz at the time, and had in- 
creased the price accordingly by 6% (= RM 828). 

In a telegram dated October 26, 1942, the Central Construction Office inquired 
about the price of an eight-muffle furnace, which Topf put at RM 13,800, an 
amount that included the 6% price increase mentioned above, and the deduction 
of the cost of the anchoring irons (which were manufactured by the Central Con- 
struction Office itself). 

In this letter, Topf does not address Central Construction Office’s accusation that 
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it had received RM 14,967.70 illegally, but it can be inferred from its statements 
that it still owes the company (RM 55,200 — 42,600) RM 12,600. 

Instead, other important clarifications are made:7° 

“Since, however, not 2 furnaces, as estimated by us for there, were ordered for 
Auschwitz," but, as already mentioned at the beginning, 2 furnaces from the Mogilev 
order came to Auschwitz for installation, we have also invoiced you for the cost- 
estimate price from Mogilev in the amount of RM 13800.-- per furnace according to 
the letter from the Main Office, Berlin. We would like to mention that half a furnace — 
i.e. 4 muffles — was delivered to Mogilev on December 30, 1941. The remaining 12 
furnaces are at the disposal of the Reichsftihrer SS, Berlin; we have already requested 
several times that the materials be taken away so that our warehouse can be relieved.”

“Final Report on the Activity of the Motor Pool of the Central Construction Of- RGVA, 502-1-188, 
fice of the Waffen-SS and Police Auschwitz for the II Quarter 1943”. In April, pp. 26-32. 

May and June 1943, 57421 km were covered in 7883 trips. The 19 construction 

companies that provided their construction machines to the Central Construction 

Office were allocated 6687 liters of diesel, 3240 liters of gasoline, 5775 liters of 

petroleum, 939 liters of engine oil, 260 liters of ram grease and 25 liters of gener- 

ator gas. The companies are: Berthold, Boos, Brandt, Conti, Deutsche Bau, Falck, 

Hirt, Huta, Industrie Bau, Kluge, Lenz, Ostdeutsche Baustoff-Werke, Petersen, 

Richter, Riedel & Sohn, Spirra, Wagner, Werkhallen Krupp, Wodak. A detailed 

report follows. 


Garrison Order No. 24/43 complains of unauthorized fishing in various waters; Frei, pp. 302-305 
announces new phone numbers and addresses for the CCs Herzogenbusch and 

Bergen-Belsen; reports increase in subsistence rates for Hungarian Waffen-SS 

members; deplores rapid wear and tear of bicycle tires, which can hardly be re- 

placed; prohibits bad habit of using inmates for private moonlighting; commends 

and rewards a guard “for his prudent conduct in the escape” of a Gypsy inmate; 

orders the reporting of all private pistols for the purpose of procuring ammuni- 

tion; exhorts the delivery of chicken eggs; and grants permission for a temporary 

visit to Auschwitz to named relatives of 16 SS members. 


9. Construction Office of the Waffen-SS and Police Auschwitz. Work card, order no. RGVA, 502-1-316, 
636/394 to the electricians’ unit: pp. 67f. 
“For installation Sonderkommando — Birkenau. BW 20 PoW camp [high-voltage 
plant] the following work is to be carried out: Lay supply cable to Sonderkommando 
/because of installation of prov. ground sewage treatment plant in Constr. Section LI/. 
Started: 2 August 1943; finished: 4 August 1943. 
50 skilled worker hours 
120 unskilled labor hours.” 
The order in question is dated July 7, 1943. 


10. Letter from the Commandant of Auschwitz CC to the Central Construction Office | RGVA, 502-1 60, 
with the subject “Fencing in Civilian Labor Camp”: p. 81. 
“For the purpose of housing the civilian labor force, the commandant has ordered that 
the fencing by a double wire obstacle of the civilian labor camp is to be started imme- 
diately. The 1st wire obstacle is to be kept at an appropriate distance from the 2nd, so 
that free-roaming dogs can be used there. The male and female prisoners assigned to 
various jobs in the civilian labor camp are to be pulled out immediately.” 


Construction Office of the Waffen-SS and Police Auschwitz U/S.-Oswiecim. RGVA, 502-1-316, 


Work card. Order No. 539/375 for the electricians’ unit: Thm pp. 
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“For techn. dept. BW. 24 fencing, the following work is to be carried out: 
Construction of an electric fence around Crema. II in PoW camp 

Started: 19 May [sic] 1943. Finished: 10 Sept. 1943. 

180 skilled worker hours 

4015 unskilled laborer hours.” 

The corresponding order no. 539/375 is dated 9 June 1943, but there is a Central 
Construction Office requisition for the same order dated 21 May 1943. 


Continentale Wasserwerks-Ges.m.b.H., “Statement of pumping hours performed 
at PoW camp B.W. 19 by means of hand pumps during the period June 28 — July 
10. Section 2. Part 1 & 2”. A total of 228 hours, of which 168 in the Gypsy Camp 
because of rain and groundwater, and 60 hours at Crematorium 3 because of 
groundwater. 


Central Construction Office. File memo with the subject “Replacement route for 
the rail-level crossing at km 346.9 to be cancelled, and rail connection for the 
PoW camp”: 

“The following agreement was reached on the delivery of car-loads arriving for the 
CC or the Central Construction Office: 

The goods coming to CC for unloading have so far been delivered to the CC track, 
tracks 1 and 2. The barracks and building materials arriving for the Troop Hospital 
will be delivered on the private siding of the Koschnitzki roofing-felt factory. The re- 
maining construction material, barracks required for the PoW camp and track materi- 
al for the private siding will be delivered to the currently existing track for special 
transports. The Central Construction Office will see to it that the cars to be delivered 
to these tracks will in future be sent with the address ‘Central Construction Office of 
Waffen-SS Auschwitz, Track 21 west’.”’ 


Auschwitz CC Administration. Order no. 600. Crematorium administration: 
“Przedmiot [Subject]: 1 key for gas chamber /report to H.stuf. of pharmacy in 44- 
Infirmary/. Order form of the administration BBD [?] No. 87 block dated 9 July 43. 
Wykonczono [executor]: Goderski. Ukonczono [Finished]: 13 July 43.” 


The Jewish prisoner Lejzor Weinblum, registration number 124262, is admitted to 
the prisoner infirmary of Auschwitz CC with the diagnosis “pulmonary TBC fi- 
bro-caseosa bilateralis”. The prisoner dies six months later on January 12, 1944. 9 
fever curves and other reports describe the course of the disease day by day. 


Garrison Order No. 25/43 complains of absence of administrative personnel on 
Saturdays after 12 noon; informs that the camp fence around Construction Section 
II is now electrified; reports that the motor-vehicle repair shop has been recog- 
nized as a troop-owned shop; orders and gives instructions for the establishment 
of a round-the-clock duty cycle for the guards and the garrison physician. Then: 
“5. Children in the camp area. 

I have noticed that children hang around here in the camp during the day and even 
hang around the individual work areas. I have also observed that these children walk 
along with the closed columns of inmates when they move in and out of the camp. I 
hereby forbid this and point out the danger to the children in the event of a possible 
escape attempt due to the necessary handling of a firearm by the escorting guard. In 
addition, such handling of the children by the prisoners entails such a moral disad- 
vantage, which is irresponsible for the parents. The SS members are to give instruc- 
tions to their wives and children in this regard, and are themselves to see to it that 
their children stay away from the inmates, and do not remain constantly in the camp 
itself or in the workplaces.” 

The order also gives permission to the above-mentioned relatives of two SS 
members to visit Auschwitz for a limited period of time. 
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13. Letter from the Central Construction Office to the SS-WVHA, head of Office RGVA, 502-1-83, 
Group C, with the subject “Construction report on the special measures in the pp. 117-120. 
PoW camp. and in the Main Camp”: 

“Report on the progress of work for the special measures in the PoW camp. and in the 
Main Camp. [...] 

A. PoW camp. [...] 

4. Construction work. 

Construction Section I. 

The hot-water installations in the two delousing barracks (prisoner baths) of Con- 
struction Section I have been put into operation. In Construction Section I (women’s 
camp) another 5 horse-stable barracks (Aktion Schmelt) were set up. The expansion 
and installation of the heating stoves in these barracks has begun. 

Construction Section II. 

Work continues in the wash- and toilet barracks and in the prisoner-lodging barracks. 
Disinfestation plant. 

Construction work at the large disinfestation plant continued. Most of the iron parts 
for the disinfestation furnaces are still missing from the Topf Company, so that con- 
struction cannot be continued. 

In the Gypsy Camp, work has begun on converting a horse-stable barracks (formerly 
toilet barracks) into a delousing barracks. For this purpose, 2 electric hot-air disinfes- 
tation devices have arrived. [...] 

Construction Section III (Prisoners’ Hospital) 

Continuation of the excavation of the ring trenches. [...] 18 air-force barracks, 5 
horse-stable barracks, 3 utility barracks have been erected. I temporary pre- 
sedimentation basin is excavated. [...] 

It is further noted that all work units at the PoW camp moved in at 12 noon on Thurs- 
day, July 8, because of rainy weather, and did not move out at all on Friday, July 9.” 
“B. Main Camp. 

[...] A discussion and clarification took place with Professor Willing and representa- 
tives of Siemens Company concerning the stationary shortwave and delousing system 
for the laundry and reception building. The project of the Siemens Company was sub- 
mitted as a proposal, which was approved by the Central Construction Office from the 
construction point of view and reported as feasible. 


Letter from the Central Construction Office to the SS-WVHA, head of Office RGVA, 502-1-332, 
Group C, with the subject “Security of the Camp”: pp. 198-198a. 
“At a meeting held on 28 Feb. 43 between the camp commandant, SS- 

Obersturmbannfiihrer Hoss, and the head of the local office, SS-Sturmbannfiihrer Bis- 

choff, the former spoke of the secondment of 160 guards daily for the Central Con- 

struction Office. However, in the month of July only an average of 41 guards were as- 

signed daily, and on four days none at all, so that the prisoner units could not move 

out on these days. 

Due to insufficient post assignment, the construction work is considerably impaired 

and cannot be completed on schedule, especially the immediate measures in the PoW 

camp. The Central Construction Office must decline any responsibility for this. 

Furthermore, if the number of guards is assigned in the quantity as discussed with the 

camp commandant, it will be much safer to eliminate espionage by Polish civilian 

workers. The Central Construction Office requests to approach Office Group D and 

request the assignment of at least the number of guards requested by the local office, 

i.e. 160 men per day. 


15. Letter from the Central Construction Office to the SS garrison physician with the | RGVA, 502-1-83, 
subject “Premature occupancy of Construction Section IIT’: p. 115. 
“On 17 May, the expansion of Construction Section III in the PoW camp as a prison- 
ers’ hospital was ordered by SS Brigadefiihrer and Major General of the Waffen-SS 
Dr. Ing. Kammler. Recently, the barracks already erected have been occupied without 
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regard to the existing hygienic conditions and without the knowledge of the Central 
Construction Office. (Weaving Mill, etc.).” 
This represents an increase in the danger of epidemics. 


Letter from the Central Construction Office to the head of the SS Site Administra- 
tion, SS-Obersturmbannfiihrer Méckel, with the subject “Barracks for the Politi- 
cal Department — BW 92 -”: 

“The local office informs that the location of the two barracks for the Political De- 
partment, in particular the Swiss barrack, was determined on the assumption that 
Crematorium I will cease its operations completely, as was also assured during the 
above-mentioned consultation by SS-Ustuf. Grabner. 

After work on the barracks was almost completed, it was found that the crematorium 
had nevertheless recently been put into operation. 

The easy flammability of these buildings requires the shutdown of Crematorium I, oth- 
erwise any responsibility for resulting fire damage must be rejected. 


Garrison Order No. 26/43 reports a medal award to Oswald Pohl; complains of 
guards’ lack of sense of duty, finds fault with “conversations with inmates” and 
“insufficient distance from inmate,” and decrees instruction; tightens reports to 
the chief of the Main Office on his visits; reports a change in the official title of 
the chief of the Main Office; complains of incomplete vaccinations and threatens 
camp lockdown until all are vaccinated; orders vehicles to be turned in in case of 
transfers/dismissals/vacations; reminds that motorcycle coats are to be worn only 
by authorized personnel and in accordance with regulations; renames welfare of- 
ficer to welfare SS leader; reports establishment of CC Warsaw; mentions loss of 
camp ID card; and grants permission to named relatives of seven SS members to 
visit Auschwitz, mostly for a limited period of time. 


Letter from the J.A. Topf & Sons company, Erfurt, with the subject “Disinfesta- 
tion device, our order no. 43/204/1 — Waste incinerator, our order no. 43/1501 — 
Your telegram of 10 July”: 

“We acknowledge receipt of your above telegram and hereby inform you that the ma- 
jor part for the above orders was dispatched by express delivery on the 9th of this 
month. The remaining deliveries will be made immediately upon receipt of the re- 
quired electric motors at our plant.” 


Letter from the Central Construction Office to the J.A. Topf & Sons company, Er- 
furt, with the subject “Auschwitz CC, Crematorium IT”: 

“In the above-mentioned matter, the local office informs us that the fireclay lining for 
the damaged or collapsed interior of the chimney in Crema II has also been rebuilt 
according to the plans supplied by you, and that the work in this regard is nearing 
completion. 


On the basis of the drawings now newly supplied by you, it can be stated that your first 


design, concerning the chimney, did not take into account the different thermal expan- 
sion and the anticipated high temperatures, but now only the second design. 

The clarification of the question of guilt therefore remains open until we receive the 
relevant documents from our superior office in Berlin. 

It is also brought to your attention that, within the framework of your warranty obliga- 
tions, the very defective smoke ducts (entire vault sections of which have collapsed in 
several cases) are to be repaired or rebuilt within the shortest possible time.” 


Polish prisoner Nikolaus Dunda, registration number 60765, is admitted to the 
prisoner infirmary of Auschwitz CC with the diagnosis “pulmonary ulcerative fi- 
brosis TB. Laryngitis TBC.” The prisoner dies over seven months later on Febru- 
ary 22, 1944. 11 fever curves and other reports describe the course of the disease 
day by day. 
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X-ray book No. 12 of the prisoner infirmary of Auschwitz CC begins with this 
date. It extends from July 19 to August 7, 1943, and contains entries numbered 
8243 to 9082. 


Letter from the Central Construction Office to the Deutsche Ausriistungswerke 
with the subject “Latrines in Construction Section III — Weaving, Braiding Shop 
of DAW, Auschwitz Plant.” DAW moves into unfinished barracks in Construction 
Section III without permission: 

“In order to be able to carry out the development of Construction Section III as a 
prisoners’ quarter ordered by SS Brigade Leader and Major General of the Waffen-SS 
Dr. Ing. Kammler on May 15, occupancy during the development is not possible. The 
finishing of the infirmary has already begun, and as is known, sanitary facilities 
(washing and toilet facilities) are to be installed in each barracks.” 

However, the occupancy of these barracks prevents carrying out this work and 
poses health risks. 

“Tt can also be assumed with 99% certainty that the water will not be filtered due to 
the poor subsoil, and since Construction Section II is located between Vistula and So- 
la, it is quite likely that the groundwater flow from this construction section (totally 
marshy area) will also flood the CC and endanger the water supply there by contami- 
nating the groundwater.” 


Letter from the SS garrison physician Auschwitz CC to the Central Construction 
Office with the subject “Prisoners’ Infirmary and Quarantine Department in Con- 
struction Section IIT”: 
“In addition to the overall plan concerning the inmate infirmary and quarantine de- 
partment in Construction Section III, the individual plans concerning the following 
barracks are still missing: 
Barrack 2 — X-ray and treatment 

"— 8 —Disinfestation 

"9 — laundry 
10 — storage barracks 
11 — supply barracks 

"12 —kitchen barracks 

"14 — block-leader barracks. 
The SS garrison physician Auschwitz requests that the same be submitted in triplicate 
and as promptly as possible.”

Letter from the Central Construction Office to the SS garrison physician with the 
subject “Plans of inmate camp, quarantine camp”: 

“The Central Construction Office of the Waffen-SS and Police Auschwitz submits en- 
closed in triplicate the plan of the normal hospital barracks for the inmate infirmary 
as requested in the above letter [of 7 July 1943].” 


The SS garrison physician informs the Central Construction Office regarding 
“Inmate Infirmary and Quarantine Department in Construction Section III” that 
seven barracks are still missing, including “X-Ray and Treatment” and “Disinfes- 
tation.” 


Garrison Order No. 28/43 organizes as well as explains in detail the issues of 
hunting permits and hunting protection; and deplores tool theft at agricultural 
field units. 


The SS garrison physician applies to the Central Construction Office for the ur- 
gent construction of “concreted, or rather masonry, mortuaries” because the exist- 
ing wooden sheds are infested with rats that gnaw on the corpses. 


Construction Office of the Waffen-SS and Police Auschwitz. Work card, order no. 
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654/72 for the paint shop: 

“For Crematorium II, PoW camp, BW. 30, the following work is to be carried out: 
Derust and paint the deaeration pipes with rust-proofing paint; report completion to 
the Mechanical Engineering Department. 

Started: 14 Sept. Finished: 24 Sept. 43.” 


Letter from the Central Construction Office to the Construction Inspectorate 
Reich-Ost with the subject “Special Barracks ‘B’ at Auschwitz CC.” The Central 
Construction Office requests the “provision of the necessary construction funds in 
the amount of RM 30000.” 


Letter from the SS garrison physician to the Central Construction Office with the 
subject “Installation of windows in the ambulance B II C (Gypsy Camp) and B II 
b (Birkenau men’s camp)”: 

“After the establishment of the inmate infirmary B LIT, one barracks for outpatient 
treatment (ambulance barracks) remains in each of the camps. In order to have suffi- 
cient light available for carrying out outpatient treatment in these barracks, I request 
that some glass windows be installed, similar to what is done in the delousing bar- 
racks.” 


Letter from the first leader of the protective-custody camp to the CC headquarters 
with the subject “Installation of a delousing system in Camp BII d”: 

“In mid-May 1943, the old men’s camp in Birkenau, B I b, was almost free of lice and, 
except for a few cases, also free of typhus. This was achieved only by the daily passing 
of the blocks through the delousing plant located there. 

From mid-May on, the entire Gypsy Camp as well as straw sacks, woolen blankets, 
underwear and clothing from the women’s camp were deloused in this facility. As a 
result of these delousings, which had to be carried out in addition to the camp’s own 
delousings, lice were again introduced into Camp B I b, despite all precautionary 
measures, and the number of typhus patients increased. 

At present, there are 47 positive cases and 22 suspected cases in the inmate infirmary 
of Camp B I b. 

During the move from Camp B I b to Camp B II d, it was impossible to delouse the 
prisoners thoroughly, since only two days were available for the move and, moreover, 
794 new admissions from Lublin arrived on the first day of the move, who had to be 
deloused and admitted immediately. 

It was therefore inevitable that the prisoners would introduce lice into the new Camp 
B Il d. In this camp, however, there are no delousing facilities of any kind, and, as I 
was informed by the head of construction SS-Ustuf. Janisch, no delousing system was 
to be installed. 

With 11,000 prisoners, two blocks must be deloused every weekday evening, and the 
remaining twelve blocks on Sunday. Not only the inmates, but also the woolen blankets 
and the clothes must be deloused, since it was found that there were no lice in the fresh 
linen, but at least a large quantity of nits. 

In the two weeks since Camp B II d was occupied, the lice population has increased 
and cannot be stopped even with the primitive means available (hosing down the beds, 
blankets and clothing, bathing the prisoners with cold water). 

This is an untenable situation for several weeks to come, and there is a danger that by 
September Camp B II d will be completely infested with lice, and that typhus will in- 
crease rapidly. The adjacent Gypsy Camp is also a great danger of infection. 

The steam-delousing devices are only aids, but cannot cope with the masses that ac- 
cumulate. Even a centrally located delousing plant cannot cope, since the entire Sec- 
tion II will later be occupied by 50,000 prisoners, and delousing of the prisoners can 
only take place on Sundays. 

The administration of the CC Au. has set up a clothing chamber in each camp; thus, if 
there is a delousing facility in the camp, each block can be deloused and provided with 
fresh laundry at least every ten days. In the old men’s camp BI b, this delousing of the 
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blocks was carried out by me in this way, and the camp would also have been free of 
lice if the circumstances mentioned at the beginning had not occurred. As a result, the 
number of sick prisoners decreased considerably, and the number of prisoners as- 
signed to work increased, as SS-Hstuf. Schwarz can confirm. (Out of a total of 9000 
prisoners, 8300 were assigned to work). 

For the above reasons, I request the headquarters to arrange that the New Construc- 
tion Office of the Waffen-SS and Police Au. Installs the same delousing facilities in 
Camp B II d as they are in Camp B II e (Gypsy Camp).” 


Letter from the SS-WVHA to the Central Construction Office with the subject RGVA, 502-1-337, 
“Auschwitz CC — Installation of a stationary short-wave delousing system”: p. 24; 502-1-333, 
“By order of the head of Office Groups C, a stationary short-wave delousing system is P- 82. 

to be installed in Auschwitz CC.” 


Garrison Order No. 29/43 mentions the result of a fundraiser for the Red Cross; Frei, pp. 311-314 
reports that the armory is available by telephone 24 hours a day; declares that SS 

members may appear in court as expert witnesses only with permission; prohibits 

bicycle parking in front of the infirmary and in front of official buildings; intro- 

duces fuel ID cards for the purpose of fuel conservation; exhorts people to com- 

bine trips to save fuel; forbids collecting meals by motor vehicles; reports the es- 

tablishment of a shoe exchange for children; regulates the housing of bombed-out 

persons; introduces secret slogans; grants permission to named relatives of nine 

SS members to visit Auschwitz, mostly for a limited time, and mentions two lost 

objects. 


23. Letter from the J.A. Topf & Sons company, Erfurt, to the Central Construction RGVA, 502-1-313, 
Office with the subject “Your letter dated 17 July 43, Auschwitz CC, Crematori- _ PP. 28-29. 
um IT”: 

“In reply to your above letter, we politely refer to our letter of 25 May 1943, in which 
we already informed you that we have nothing whatsoever to do with the chimney mat- 
ter.” 

The Topf Company had only calculated the chimney height and the exhaust-duct cross 
sections, but the design of the chimney had been made by the Robert Koehler Compa- 
ny, which built the unit without following Topf’s instructions. 

“Tt can be confirmed to you by any professional firm that one does not make a chimney 
lining for hot furnaces with second-rate bricks and lime mortar. This requires clinker 
bricks laid in fireclay mortar. With this design, the lining would still stand undamaged 
today. 

We had recently received an order from the Kéhler Company, Myslowitz, to produce 
the chimney drawing and static calculation for a fee. This order we have done only 
courteously, also in order to help you. [...] 

In your letter you further inform us that within the scope of our warranty the very de- 
fective heating ducts are to be repaired. This case of damage is new to us. Our fore- 
man Koch, who came from the construction site 3 weeks ago, did not inform us about 
this damage, although the foreman had checked everything again before his departure. 
Since the crematorium has been out of operation for 6 weeks, we cannot explain who 
caused the alleged collapse of the ducts. On the basis of your message, we have in- 
formed our foreman Holick, who is to convince himself on the spot. 

During the recent phone conversation with your head of construction, Sturmbannftih- 
rer Bischoff, he explained that the elevator in Crematorium II was also a constant 
source of complaint. However, we did not build this elevator; it was assembled and in- 
stalled by your own people. Therefore, we cannot understand why you want to hold us 
liable for a system that was not built by us.”

“1. Epidemic Control 

In the last few days, no fewer than 5 children of SS family members have come under 
medical treatment with very severe infectious diarrhea, some with suspected dysentery. 
After careful examination, it was found that all these diarrhea patients had not been 
vaccinated against dysentery, typhoid fever, paratyphoid fever and cholera by the SS 
members. This behavior on the part of the parents is incomprehensible to me, and I see 
myself compelled to order that in the future I will give permission for family members 
to stay in the garrison area only, and will make it dependent on the fact that the family 
members have presented themselves to the garrison physician for the necessary pro- 
tective inoculations within the first 24 hours of their stay.” 

The order also mandates X-ray pulmonary examination of all civilian employees 
in food establishments; denies repair of private bicycles effective immediately; 
promulgates replacement of exit passes with leave cards; insists on 24-hour ad- 
vance notice to the garrison administration of planned moves to officers’, troops’, 
and inmate lodgings; prohibits exchange of motorcycles; complains of incomplete 
keeping of leave books and gives instructions on this; corrects last order on slo- 
gans; confiscates 12 motorcycles for lack of drivers’ licenses; mentions three 
books available for purchase at the headquarters; grants permission to named rela- 
tives of 15 SS members to visit Auschwitz, mostly for a limited time; and men- 
tions two each of found and lost property and one stolen private bicycle.

5. The kitchen unit and other units of Camp B II d will also not move out on these days 
until the general camp delousing has been completed. After consultation with the head 
of the SS garrison administration, SS-Obersturmbannfiihrer Méckel, cold evening ra- 
tions are issued instead of lunch on Sunday, August 1, 43, before delousing begins in 
the morning. Hot lunch rations will be distributed in the evening after delousing has 
been completed.

Despite the fact that the elevators are not subject to approval in the sense of the ordi- 
nance, our subcontractor must report all orders he takes in to his specialist group. The 
latter has now given the report to the authorized representative for machine produc- 
tion, who has objected to it. 
We ask you to inform your headquarters in Berlin of this so that they can contact the 
Reich Minister for Armament and Ammunition or the authorized representative for 
machine production to obtain permission to manufacture the elevators. 
For your guidance, we also inform you that our subcontractor has already completed 
most of the elevators. However, there is a danger that, if the Reich Minister for Arma- 
ment and Ammunition does not grant approval, the order will have to be stopped im- 
mediately.

The order mentions the hiring of four telephone switchboard operators; announces 
the reorganization of the Auschwitz gendarmerie and regular police; orders the 
medical examination of prisoners punishable by arrest; prohibits SS members not 
on duty from being at the ramp during prisoner arrivals; mentions the relocation 
of bicycle racks to the courtyard of the decommissioned Crema I; grants permis- 
sion to named relatives of 20 SS members to visit Auschwitz, mostly for a limited 
period of time; declares Thursday 2 p.m. as the deadline for submitting weekend 
vacation applications; calls on motor-vehicle driver candidates to register for a 
driver’s license examination; mentions the office of the Birkenau-Auschwitz 
NSDAP local group; and mentions two lost items. 


Letter from the Central Construction Office to the SS-WVHA, head of Office RGVA, 502-1-83, 
Group C, with the subject “Construction report on the special measures in the p. 237. 
PoW camp and in the Main Camp”: 

“Due to carrying out a delousing operation, the units could not move out during the 

week of August 2-7, 1943, especially the skilled-worker units. In the occupied con- 

struction sections, only earthwork and leveling work could be partially carried out. 

Due to a special measure carried out during this period, the civilian workers could al- 

so not be deployed in the area of the PoW camp as well as in the construction of the 

potato storage, water treatment plant, troop hospital, etc. 

For the aforementioned reasons, the construction work in the PoW camp could not be 
continued during the last week. According to the camp management, the units are to 

be fully deployed again next Monday after delousing has been completed. It should be 

noted, however, that delousing could not be carried out as planned due to a lack of 

gas, so that a full deployment at the beginning of next week cannot yet be definitively 
predicted.”

the successful work done by your head of construction, SS-Sturmbannfiihrer Bischoff. 

The cooperation between the medical services and the construction office seems to be 
exemplary, so that at the moment probably no new construction measures for the re- 
mediation of the CC are to be ordered. By the time the facilities under construction are 
completed, the camp must be remediated in human judgment.” 


The Polish prisoner Ceslaus Lacny, registration number 122772, is admitted to the Hoerlein Docu- 
prisoner infirmary of Auschwitz CC with the diagnosis “pulmonary TBC fibro- ment No. 215. 
caseosa right”. The inmate dies almost nine months later on May 8, 1944. The 

course of his illness is described day by day in 12 “fever curve” forms and other 

documents. The first two pages of the autopsy report are missing; the third page 

contains the “Cause of death: destructive pulmonary and intestinal tuberculosis in 

a cachectic individual.”

43 revealed that about 70 Jews were lying in the isolation ward of the infirmary and in 

an isolation barracks.” 

A description of the symptoms follows. 10 Jews died. One of the first to be affect- 

ed was the Jew Charles Griinberg, who fell ill on July 27, then recovered and on 

August 25 underwent the Weil-Felix test with positive results (proof of typhus an- 

tibodies). The blood samples of the Jews Jakob von Crefeld, Moses von Stamm, 

Hermann Kokarnot, and Roffessa Elkam, tested between August 3 and August 16, 

yielded a negative Weil-Felix test, but some were positive for typhus. Twenty-one 

blood samples were sent to the Institute of Hygiene in Kattowitz, and 8 cases test- 
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ed positive for Proteus X 19.” 

“Tt can be assumed, since no typhus cases occurred in the other camps, that typhus 
was introduced through the transit station in the Jewish camp.” 

The spread of the disease, he said, was due to the lack of water in the camp and 
poor personal hygiene. 

“Incidentally, the Jews were constantly deloused. During this delousing, clothes lice 
were also detected.”

“On Friday, September 10, 1943, Mr. Priifer, chief engineer, came to the local office 
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as a representative of the company Topf & Sons, Erfurt, for the purpose of clarifying 
the facts stated under subject. 

The Central Construction Office was of the opinion that the damage to the chimney 
lining was primarily due to the incorrect design and execution advice provided by 
Topf & Sons. Mr. Chief Engineer Priifer was the consultant for the entire plant in 
1942 and explained back then to SS-Untersturmfiihrer (F) Ertl, SS-Untersturmftihrer 
(F) Dejaco and SS-Untersturmfiihrer (F) Janisch that the crematoria should be built 
according to the drawings supplied by Topf. With regard to the chimneys, on the one 
hand the draft of the chimney plan for Crematorium I in the Main Camp, and on the 
other hand the dimensions and designs of the individual chimney components were to 
be executed according to the above-mentioned plans of the Topf & Sons Company. The 
plan taken as a basis shows a lining thickness of 12 cm, and is marked orange up to a 
height of 6 m, like all other fireclay masonry. The lining masonry above this height is 
drawn in red, meaning brick masonry. 

During a subsequent inspection and consultation with the head capo of the cremato- 
ria, it was determined that the collapse of parts of the smoke ducts was not a mistake 
or a mix-up, as [claimed] in the letter of 6 Aug. 1943/-AZ.h.e.s/D IV/Prf.- but that in 
fact, as mentioned in the letter of the Construction Office of 17 July 1943, entire vault 
parts collapsed, and also the connections of the heating ducts to the chimney were 
very defective. 

On this occasion it was also found that all the dampers for regulating the draft had 
partly melted due to incorrect installation, and these defects have now been rectified 
on the basis of our own experience, and are currently ensuring perfect functioning. 
This time, Mr. Priifer, the chief engineer, stated that the reason for the damage to the 
lining was the execution of the lining masonry above the height of 6 m by means of 
lime mortar instead of fireclay mortar, as well as errors in the static calculation. 

On the other hand, in the following day’s consultation with Mr. Koehler, the engineer 
who built the chimney according to the drawings of Topf & Sons, it was stated that the 
lining was perfectly built with fireclay mortar from the bottom to the top. 

Mr. Chief Engineer Priifer‘s attention is drawn to the fact that on each of his visits he 
brings a different reason for the causes of the collapse of the chimney lining. On his 
penultimate visit, in the presence of the commandant, he explained as the cause the 
great stresses caused by heating only individual furnaces, which had not been taken 
into account in the design. 

In the opinion of the Central Construction Office, this was indeed the main cause, and 
it has now been taken care of in the new design by Topf & Soehne, in that the lining 
has various openings, and the individual lining sections are held so that they can be 
moved within each other, so that any stresses that may occur when heating individual 
furnaces are taken into account by the elasticity of the lining masonry. 

In the above-mentioned consultation, Mr. Koehler explained that the overloading of 
the chimney system was the main cause of the damage. 

After the question of guilt could not be completely clarified, in the interest of a further 
good understanding Mr. Ing. Koehler, from the company Robert Koehler, Myslowitz, 
and Mr. Chief Engineer Priifer for the company Topf & Soehne (reserved for consulta- 
tion with his boss) agreed to take over 1/3 each of the new total costs, if also the Con- 
struction Office takes over such an amount. The total costs were roughly estimated at 
RM 5000. With this arrangement, the new construction of the chimney lining in Crem- 
atorium II PoW camp BW 30 finally should be clarified.”

Garrison Order No. 39/43 announces awards to a long list of SS members; notes 
that changes in marital status are to be reported to the Personnel Department; calls 
for nominations of SS members of various departments for authorization to re- 
ceive lodging equipment, consumables and office supplies; announces the issu- 
ance of new camp phone directories; decrees that leave passes for SS members in 
field units must be issued by the headquarters; notes the distribution of blackout

“We politely refer to the discussion between your very honored gentlemen Sturm- 
bannftihrer Bauleiter Bischoff, Untersturmfiihrer Kirschnek and our Herr Chief Engi- 
neer Priifer, which took place on the 10th of this month, and are prepared to pay about 
RM 1400.-- to RM 1500.--, i.e. about 1/3 of the expenses for the renewal of the fireclay 
chimney lining.” 


Letter from the district president Oppeln to the Reich Minister of the Interior, 
Berlin, and the Chief President of the Province of Upper Silesia, with the subject 
“Typhus cases in the forced labor camp of the Jews near Blechhammer, district 
Cosel U/S”. From September 3 to 9, 19 cases of typhus and 10 deaths were rec- 
orded. The actual number of infections cannot be determined because “most of 
the sick Jews had already been transferred.”

“Reichsfiihrer! 

After the mortality rate was still around 10% in the month of December 1942, it went 
down to 8% already in the month of January 1943, and then dropped steadily. This 
drop in mortality is mainly attributed to the fact that hygienic measures, which had 
been demanded for a long time, have now been implemented, at least to a large extent. 
Furthermore, in the area of nutrition, it was ordered that one-third of the food be add- 
ed raw but reduced in size to the cooked food shortly before serving. Overcooking was 
avoided. In addition, sauerkraut and similar foods were issued. 

With regard to clothing, it was ordered that prisoners be allowed to keep their coats 
on during the winter, provided this does not impede them during their work. 

Likewise, an unnecessary dragging out of roll calls was avoided. 

The permission for prisoners to receive food themselves had an extremely favorable ef- 
fect. 

The experiments with the distribution of yeast preparations were also favorable. 

The above measures were supported by the fact that selected prisoners were brought 
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together for a special cooking course in the Dachau camp kitchen. It is intended to 
hold a new cooking course in the near future.”

This escape attempt took 
place under the most-favorable escape conditions on 21 Sept. 43, 10 p.m., at the Neu- 
Dachs external unit, and Reichel showed himself to be prudent and quick-witted. I ex- 
press my appreciation to him.” 

The order gives instructions on restructuring patrol duty; decrees that convicted 
SS members must bring certain items to the detention center; announces a prac- 
tice shooting by the local anti-aircraft unit; reminds of the off-duty ban on carry- 
ing weapons for nonofficers; announces the change of address of a Berlin office; 
announces new office hours for submitting applications for ID cards etc.; grants 
permission to named relatives of ten SS members for a temporary visitor to 
Auschwitz; and mentions a lost property item.

“Within the framework of German armament production, the CCs represent a factor 
of war-decisive importance, thanks to the construction work that has been done in the 
past 2 years. From nothing we have created armaments plants that are second to none. 
We must now do everything in our power to ensure that the achievements already 
made are not only maintained, but also continuously increased. 

Now that the plants and factories are essentially up and running, this is only possible 


4 Heersesdienstvorschrift = army regulation. 
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if we maintain and further increase the labor force of the prisoners. 

In earlier years, within the framework of the educational tasks of the time, it did not 
matter whether a prisoner could perform useful work or not. Now, however, the labor 
force of the prisoners is of importance, and all measures of the commandants, leaders 
of the V-service and physicians have to extend primarily to the maintenance of the 
health and efficiency of the prisoners. 

Not out of false sentimentality, but because we need them with their arms and legs, be- 
cause they must contribute to the German people achieving a great victory, therefore 
we must concern ourselves with the welfare of the prisoners. 

My first goal is that no more than 10% of all prisoners should be unable to work due 
to illness. This goal must be achieved in a joint effort by all those responsible. 
Necessary for this is: 

1.) A correct and appropriate diet, 

2.) Proper and appropriate clothing, 

3.) The utilization of all natural health remedies, 

4.) Avoidance of all unnecessary efforts not directly required for work performance, 
5) Performance bonuses. 

1) Nutrition. 

I have already referred several times to the necessity of proper and appropriate pris- 
oner rations. I recall the following principles: 

a) Store vegetables and potatoes in such a way as to avoid storage losses as far as 
possible. Proper storage-clamp installations. 

b) When cleaning potatoes and vegetables, minimize waste. Supervise peeling opera- 
tions at all times. 

c) Wash potatoes as briefly as possible, do not leave them lying around in running wa- 
ter for hours. If soaking cannot be avoided, keep them whole and unbroken just cov- 
ered by water. Serve jacket potatoes as long as possible. 

d) Mix 10-50% of all vegetables raw into the ready-to-cook food just before serving. 
e) Mix about 10% of potatoes raw and grated into the food. 

Jf) Pour away cooking waters from vegetables only if they have a bad odor or taste. 

g) Serve vegetables raw as salads or unprocessed (carrots, sauerkraut) in addition to 
meals. (Market gardening!). Gathering wild vegetables and spices should still be done 
with the utmost care. 

h) Do not boil hot food to death! 

i) The quantity of midday rations must be 1 1/4 — 1 1/2 Itrs, however, not thin soups, 
but rather thick dishes rich in content. 

J) Good seasoning is to be the main focus of the cooks. Do not give too large quantities 
of salt, 20-30 g per day should not be given in any case. The procurement of spices, if 
not managed, is to be pursued with vigor. 

k) The prisoner cooks are to be constantly supervised and immediately relieved in the 
event of negligence on duty. 

1) In contrast to the soldiers’ kitchen, in the prisoners’ kitchen the food is to be 
chopped and cooked as well. Only the heavy laborers shall receive their sausage al- 
lowance in hand. 

m) Full use is to be made of the possibilities for procuring additional foodstuffs (e.g. 
yeast, curd). 

n) There must be no food waste in the CCs. 

o) Hot meals and drinks must be served and consumed hot. 

p) Bread must be seasoned. Give out whole-grain bread where possible. 

q) The greatest attention must be paid to an even distribution of rations. The inmate 
who receives food late through no fault of his own shall be entitled to the same quanti- 
ties as those who came before him. 

Surplus portions of food shall be distributed equally or in equitable rotation. 

r) Inmates shall be encouraged to peel jacket potatoes carefully. 

5) The receipt of additional packages shall be encouraged. 

t) Rest is necessary for eating and proper digestion. Therefore, sufficient breaks when 
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receiving food. No unnecessary marches: send the food to the people, not the people to 
the food. Do not burden the meal breaks with other duties. 

u) The kitchens, staff rooms and eating utensils must be kept clean. 

v) Ifa special diet can speed up the recovery of a sick person, it should be given only 
in the infirmaries. 

2) Clothing. 

In addition to warm rations, the clothing has the task of keeping the body warm and 
protecting it from colds. This is especially important for prisoners who work outdoors. 
I order that in winter, if available, head coverings, coats, pulse warmers, socks be 
worn. 

Several thin garments keep warmer than one thick one, therefore, in the absence of a 
coat in winter, the wearing of 2 shirts or the like is permitted. 

Effective as (heat retainer) cold protection are newspapers. Therefore, if necessary, 
have several layers of newspapers worn on the chest, abdomen and kidney area. Care 
must be taken to obtain sufficient quantities of paper. 

Paper vests may be made by the prisoners themselves if necessary. Small shredded pa- 
per in the stockings also provides good protection against the cold. If headgear is not 
available, then also have tight-fitting paper caps made. In this case, also leave the 
head hair long as a heat protector. 

I will award prizes to practical designs for heat-protective clothing of all kinds. 

3) Natural health remedies. 

In winter, care must be taken that the inmates don’t chill out. Therefore, when working 
outdoors, take repeated short breaks for vigorous physical movements. Also take ad- 
vantage of roll calls for warmth exercises. 

Hot drinks and food promote blood circulation and warm the body from within. Al- 
ways distribute cold rations along with hot drinks. 

The camp must not be cooled down; therefore, in unheated barracks, leave blankets 
spread out over straw sacks during the day. Straw sacks must be constantly monitored 
for stuffing. 

Care must be taken to ensure an undisturbed night’s rest of at least 7-8 hours. 
Prisoners who work in dark rooms during the day shall, if possible, be exposed to day- 
light during the lunch break with their upper bodies naked. 

4) Avoidance of unnecessary exertion: 

Roll calls shall be kept as short as possible, and long periods of standing around shall 
be avoided. In cold weather, short stomping exercises; in favorable weather, keep 
seated. 

Design workstations in terms of layout, lighting, if possible, so that all available pow- 
er is devoted to the work process. 

Expedient and easily practicable suggestions made in this respect by the inmates will 
be rewarded by me in the future (reliefs, cigarettes). 

5) Performance bonuses. 

Another essential means of increasing the performance of prisoners is the granting of 
bonuses. The procedure is laid down in the draft of 15 May 1943 ‘Service Regulations 
for the Granting of Benefits to Prisoners.’ This draft is attached once again to this let- 
ter. Its contents must be precisely known to all those in charge of the prisoner assign- 
ment. The camp commanders themselves must constantly and conscientiously see to it 
that this possibility, too, is completely exhausted. 

Detailed reports on the granting of bonuses, especially on their effect on performance 
improvement, are to be submitted by January 15, 1944. These reports are to be ac- 
companied by any suggestions for improvement. 

I expect that these suggestions will shortly have a positive effect on performance im- 
provement at the CCs. 

If work (e.g., production of paper vests, etc.) becomes necessary on a large scale, it is 
to be performed in the infirmaries by prisoners who are only in need of rest. They are 
to be assembled for this. 

The necessary rooms are to be made available.

Hauptsturmfiihrer Dr. Wirths is an indispensable colleague to me, whose work and 
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energy I greatly appreciate. 
The award of the KVK is supported by me in every respect.” 


Proposal List No. 1 (23) for the award of the War Merit Cross II Class with (with- 
out) Swords. The camp commander of Monowitz proposes SS-Hauptsturmfiihrer 
Josef Mengele for the award of this decoration with the following justification:

He has particularly distinguished himself 
in the fulfillment of the [tasks] assigned to him and, beyond his service, has still been 
active with urgent scientific problems in the research of the racial affiliation of the 
Gypsies. In addition, he has regularly collaborated in the completion of special tasks. 
In the course of his medical duties in combating the severe typhus epidemic in Ausch- 
witz CC, he became infected himself and contracted a very severe typhus disease, after 
he had already contracted severe malaria in June/July 1943, also in the course of his 
duties at Auschwitz CC. 

His attitude both as a doctor and as a soldier is without reproach.”

“2nd Commendation. 

SS Rifleman Alois Kulowitz, 2nd Comp., thwarted the escape of a prisoner by decisive 
action on 6 Dec. 43. I express my appreciation to K. for his prudent behavior. He will 
receive 5 days special leave from me.” 

The order exhorts to discipline for the coming Yule; schedules a children’s Yule 
event and a comradeship evening for the officers; explains organizational matters 
for holiday vacationers; mentions the hiring of telephone operators; orders total 
blackout and gives instructions for it; mentions the transfer of SS court officers, 
then: 

“10. Disinfestation. 

A special case gives me cause to point out that all quarters (SS family members, SS 
troop members, civilian workers, prisoners) where disinfestation is being carried out 
are not to be entered until they have been inspected by the disinfector assigned by the 
SS garrison physician Auschwitz, SS Oscha. Klehr, or his representative. The office in 
whose area disinfestation is to be carried out shall post a guard (for the protective- 
custody camps a block eldest) in front of the disinfested accommodation until it is re- 
leased, who shall prevent anyone from entering the disinfested accommodation. 

11. Impregnation of uniforms 

At present the uniforms of SS members are impregnated with Lauseto [=DDT]. I point 
out that the service clothing for officers is also to be impregnated with Lauseto. The SS 
garrison physician is to report to me by 21 Dec. 1943 that this order has been carried 
out. 

12. Prisoners on the phone 

It has happened that a prisoner has answered the telephone. That this is an impossibil- 
ity and strictly forbidden I do not need to explain in detail, nor the consequences that 
may result from it. In the future, I will hold the guilty party responsible.”

For disinfestation plants the following short note: 

The [buildings] primarily installed coal-fired air heaters were originally intended for 
disinfestation with hydrogen cyanide. After the prohibition of hydrogen cyanide disin- 
festation, they were used as hot-air heaters. In this case, they overheated and leaked, 
so that the fans sucked embers out of the combustion chamber, causing fires in the dis- 
infestation chamber. Only devices made of cast iron are suitable for hot-air disinfesta- 
tion; wrought iron is prohibited.

Those companies from which members have fallen ill with typhus fever are to contact 
the SS garrison physician — Department ‘Disinfection’ — immediately for the purpose 
of delousing and disinfestation of the entire company area. Notification will be sent to 
the companies concerned by the SS camp hospital or by the typing pool of the troop 
doctor immediately after they become aware of a typhus case.” 

The order announces a slide presentation on a journey to Spain and a play; men- 
tions available theater tickets for the opera house in Kattowitz; announces the is- 
suance of the next quarter’s training schedules; schedules an officers’ and a 
NCOs’ training evening; finds fault with the fact that female Aryan inmates do 
hard physical labor, whereas “Jewish broads” (“Judenweiber’’) sit in warm offic- 
es, and demands that this be remedied; forbids the burning of lumber and timber; 
arranges for the distribution of poultry as needed; gives detailed instructions on 
the management of arms and equipment; and forbids the unauthorized trimming 
of willows on lands belonging to the Reich Waterways Administration.

loaned books; reprimands lack of attention to traffic regulations in the area of in- 
terest; mentions assignment of a car; gives instructions on how to quit religious 
affiliations; offers calendars for sale; orders the reporting of all ethnic German

and Germanic SS volunteers; points out new vacation homes for front-serving 
Waffen-SS members and explains details; and mentions one lost, found, and sto- 
len item each.

Since these are exact percentages, they are di- 
rectly dependent on the occupancy: if the relevant number increases, the percent- 
age of inpatients decreases. The lowest percentage (29.5/4.6, women’s camp) of 
14.3% corresponds to about 2,550 inmates with an occupancy of about 17,800.

The prisoner was 
in charge of mining coal and did not want to do this work anymore and tried to 
slit his wrists with a knife. Investigation revealed, “The injuries Engel inflicted on 
himself are of a lighter nature and not life-threatening.” 


Letter from the Central Construction Office to the garrison eldest, SS- 
Obersturmbannfiihrer Liebehenschel, with the subject “Passes for Mr. Chief Eng. 
Priifer and Mr. Holick, of the Topf and Sons Company, Erfurt.” 

“The local office requests the issue of one camp pass each for the two gentlemen men- 
tioned above. 

Mr. Chief Eng. Priifer and Mr. Holick were summoned here by the local office by tele- 
graph to inspect or repair the damage that occurred in the large disinfestation plant in 
the PoW camp and in the crematoria. Both the disinfestation plant and the crematoria 
were built by the Topf Company and put into operation by the two aforementioned 
gentlemen, for which purpose they had previously possessed the appropriate passes, 
which were, however, returned to the headquarters after completion of the work. 
Since it is imperative that the deficiencies which have occurred be remedied, the 
Central Construction Office requests that appropriate passes be issued.”

“For the purpose of carrying out a special measure, I made available at that time 3 
horse-stable barracks from Construction Section II of PoW camp. 

Now that the crematoria have long since been completed and handed over to your ad- 
ministration, the above-mentioned barracks on loan at Sonderkommando I are no 
longer needed. The barracks are earmarked for a specific purpose and must be placed 
in Construction Section III of PoW camp. The same applies to two barracks at the staff 
building which have been made available on loan, but which will not be needed until a 
somewhat later date. 

I have issued orders that the barracks at Sonderkommando I are to be dismantled and 
erected in Construction Section III.

If we have to transport people (prisoners) to another work assignment, then, in order PP. 403-406 

to preserve manpower, all necessary preliminary conditions are to be met for the 

transport as well, so that the working capacity established before the transport’s de- 

parture does not suffer as a result of the transport. To this end, I again order the fol- 

lowing: 

a) The overall responsibility for each outgoing transport shall be borne personally by 

the camp commandant. 

b) The selection (muster) will be done, as ordered, by the camp physician, the leader 

of the protective-custody camp and the inmate deployment leader; in the case of trans- 

fer from camp to camp, if necessary, also in the presence of corresponding officers of 
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the new camp. 

The leader of the protective-custody camp is solely responsible to the camp comman- 
dant for the proper preparation of the transport until the departure of the train. This 
includes: 

Provision of a sufficient transport escort, arming (m[achine] pi[istol]) and sufficient 
rations for them; in the case of larger transports (more than 4 rail cars), an SS officer 
is always to be assigned as transport leader. Likewise, prisoners are to be provided 
with proper clothing and sufficient rations for transport, as ordered. When carrying 
the rations, the current traffic conditions are to be taken into account, so always give 
along more! The transport rations must not be handed out to the prisoners all at once. 
For storage, wood shavings and the like must be put down in the transport train. In 
each train car, there is a container with boiled water or tea, a toilet bucket, and se- 
cured light (stable lanterns). In the event of severe cold, the railroad cars must be 
equipped with stoves by the Reichsbahn. In moderately cold weather, the floor cover- 
ing already indicated will suffice as protection against the cold, as will wrapping the 
feet and chest with newspaper. [...]” 

Further, the order redefines and explains duty hours; forbids the wearing of 
breeches by non-riders; announces a play, an orchestral recital, and a political ed- 
ucation evening; threatens adulterers with punishment; arranges for guard dogs to 
be equipped with identification blankets; announces courses in German and 
arithmetic; reminds that prisoners are to be requisitioned centrally for work; ra- 
tions the issue of batteries; refers to two ordinance sheets; and declares two camp 
passes invalid.

“The following is communicated concerning the above-mentioned incident: 

In the course of carrying out construction work at PoW camp, it was necessary to cut 
down various trees. In the area of the sewage-treatment plant of the BA I, approx. 15 
pcs. of trees (pines and birches) had to be removed in view of the structures to be 
erected, such as trickling filters, clarifiers, temporary earthen treatment pools, wire 
obstacles, etc. The tree trunks were removed by order of the authorities. The logs were 
stored near the road on the orders of the Construction Office. According to the com- 
pany representative of Deutsche Bau-A.G., these logs were removed by prisoner units 
accompanied by guards. 

In this connection, it is pointed out that, in the area of the PoW camp, thefts constantly 
occur, in which not only stored construction materials are stolen, but also construction 
huts and workshops are broken into by force and tools are stolen. Despite continuous 
reporting to the responsible headquarters, the perpetrators have not yet been identi- 
fied.”

Letter from J.A. Topf & Sons, Erfurt, to the Central Construction Office with the 
subject “Disinfestation Plant”: 
“We acknowledge receipt of your telegram of 30 Jan. 44 with the following wording: 
‘Chief Engineer Priifer and fitter Koch to march immediately to here. All hot-air 
chamber walls of large disinfestation building burst. Repair to be carried out immedi- 
ately on higher order. Awaiting wire reply about arrival’. 
In accordance with your request, we have dispatched our Chief Engineer Priifer and 
Foreman Holick to there to ascertain and repair the alleged damage. 
After inspecting the disinfestation furnace we had erected, it was determined in the 
presence of your Herr Untersturmfiihrer Janisch that only the joints between the ma- 
sonry and the heating ducts had failed. The fears that heating gases could escape from 
the ducts through these joints are not correct. 
During the inspection, it was determined that the heating ducts were still completely 
closed and showed no cracks. Our foreman, Holick, has been instructed to fill the 
joints between the heating ducts and the masonry with monolithic tamping com- 
pound.” 


Letter from the Central Construction Office to the district president — Dept. III Q 
— Kattowitz, with the subject “Application for permission to draw water from the 
Sola for drinking purposes”: 

“As a result of the catastrophic drop of the groundwater level in the Auschwitz area, 
wells drilled are no longer sufficient to supply the CC and its associated enterprises. 
An enlargement of the well gallery is not possible due to the severely limited space, 
and as a result of the pressure pipes required for the expansion and their difficult pro- 
curement.” 

The Central Construction Office requests permission to draw water from the Sola. 


Central Construction Office. File memo with the subject “Barracks extension in 
BA III”: 

“On 6 Aug. 1943, in agreement with Head of Construction SS-Ostuf. Kirschnek, the 
finishing of 12 barracks for the seriously ill in the PoW camp BA III was assigned on a 
daily-wage basis, while the remaining part of the barracks to be finished was to be 
awarded as taskwork after completion of the plans and contract documents.” 

Due to difficulties in obtaining materials, the work must be performed on an hour- 
ly-wage basis until further notice. 


Letter from the Central Construction Office to the Construction Inspectorate “Si- 
lesia” with the subject “Approval for second layer roofing of barracks in B.A. II 
PoW camp — allotment of quotas”: 

“Tt is imperative that the barracks erected in B.A. II PoW camp be covered with a sec- 
ond layer of roofing felt”, 

because they had been damaged by rain. 

“Not only will the barracks rot in a very short time, but the prisoners who are housed 
in them must also be taken care of. The cases of illness that have occurred are at- 
tributed by the garrison physician to this emergency. The camp leader, too, demands a 
speedy remedy, for after all he is responsible for providing healthy living quarters.” 
The permit covers 10,824 sq. m. of roofing felt and 22,000 kg of bonding com- 
pound. 


Letter from the Central Construction Office to the SS garrison physician Ausch- 
witz CC with the subject “Hygiene in the Civilian Labor Camp Birkenau”: 

“The above office informs in reply to your letter of 4 Feb. 1944 that the same has con- 
tacted the German Labor Front — Dept. of Labor Deployment — Bielitz, in regard to 
the procurement of soap for the civilian workers in the Birkenau communal camp.” 
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14. Garrison Order No. 7/44 organizes access permits for the Waffen-SS house; an- Frei, pp. 406-410 
nounces an anti-aircraft practice shooting; points out the relocation of the sanita- 
tion post; announces a recitation evening, a ballet performance, two lectures, and 
an espionage film; mentions the availability of foreign-language dictionaries; an- 
nounces the sale of cigarettes and soap, and the free distribution of cigarettes and 
books to ethnic German SS members from a donation by the Association for 
German Cultural Relations Abroad; reprimands the taking along of radios on 
transfer; requires applications for driving orders even for trips in the camp area; 
regulates garbage collection; orders that broken windows be covered with wood 
for lack of glass; exhorts horse teams to drive slowly; mentions one lost and 
found item each; and declares three camp passes invalid. 


The SS garrison eldest Auschwitz. “Special Order on the Reduction of Prisoner GARF, 7021-108- 
Labor Units at all divisions of the Auschwitz garrison.” SS-Obersturmbannfiihrer 32; Pp. 79-81; 
Liebehenschel finds fault with ineffective use of manpower and gives instructions Frei, pp. 410f. 
for improvements. Excerpts: 
“We have to start immediately with this in our own camp household. If here in Ausch- 
witz, out of about 41,000 prisoners capable of work, more than 12,000 prisoners are 
employed for maintaining camp operations, etc., then this peacetime, wasteful view of 
the use of labor can no longer be justified. Through prolonged personal observations I 
have found that on all workplaces — except for the armament factories — far too many 
prisoners are employed, who are not utilized, are lazy, and are even educated to lazi- 
ness through wrong work assignment and inadequate supervision. [...] 
1. There will be only one roll call during the day, as before, lasting no longer than 10- 
15 minutes. 
2. Spare time is used for the recovery of exhausted strength; this includes sufficient 
sleep. Unnecessary and even harassing demands on prisoners during spare time will 
be eliminated. Violations of this are to be punished with the strictest penalties. 
3. The utmost attention must be paid to rations, i.e. each prisoner must receive what he 
is entitled to (extra allowances for heavy and hard laborers). The supply of parcels al- 
so plays an important role. In Auschwitz, well over 1 million parcels were received 
within 2 1/2 months. Recipients of many parcels, who, as I have convinced myself, are 
unable to consume perishable goods on their own, have [excess items], if they do not 
do so on their own, given to other inmates who are worse off in this respect, after 
proper instruction. 
4. The condition of clothing, especially footwear, must be constantly monitored. 
5. Sick prisoners must be taken to the infirmary in good time, and then returned to the 
workplace in good health, rather than left sick at work for a long time without per- 
forming any work. 
6. The industrious prisoner should be given every possible kind of relief, in stages 
up to and including regaining freedom; the lazy, incorrigible prisoner should be 
given the severity of all possible punishments.”

um coupons to prisoners; admonishes the saving of gasoline with motorcycles;

“7, Prisoner maltreatment 

In one subcamp it has happened that prisoners were beaten and sometimes maltreated 
by civilians with whom they were employed at the same work site, so that they had to 
be temporarily admitted to the infirmary. In cases where working with civilians is una- 
voidable, the camp leaders are responsible to me for order, and must have the civil- 
ians instructed again by the enterprise on how to deal with inmates. On the other 
hand, any mistreatment of a prisoner by a civilian is to be reported to me immediately. 
On this occasion, I again expressly call attention to the existing order that no SS man 
may lay a hand on a prisoner. In the Sth year of the war, every effort must be made to 
preserve the manpower of the prisoners. If a prisoner commits an offense, the pre- 
scribed report is to be made. 

&. Prisoners’ spare time 

Prisoners coming from the night shift are not to be used for other work. In order to 
preserve the working capacity of these prisoners, care shall be taken that they have 7- 
& hours of rest in order to be able to start their work again rested.” 


Letter from the Central Construction Office to the Bielitz Economic Office with RGVA, 502-1-332, 
the subject “Hygiene in the Civilian Workers’ Camp, Birkenau”: p. 160. 

“For the civilian workers of the Central Construction Office of the Waffen-SS and Po- 

lice Auschwitz, a bathing and delousing facility was erected in the Birkenau communal 

camp. The civilian workers had to pass through this barrack in the morning and in the 

evening. The regular use of the bathing facility in the communal camp for civilian 

workers is intended to stop the resurgence of typhus. The SS garrison physician con- 

siders it urgently necessary to provide soap for the civilian workers in addition to the 

daily body bath. The above office asks for approval of additional soap for 900 employ- 

ees.

Anyone who employs prisoners in his household or for his private purposes 
without my express permission and without pay is guilty of fraud. I will intervene 
against transgressions. 

(4) I have no objection to the existence of inmate music bands at some CCs if these 
prisoners are fully engaged in work during the day. They can play music in their spare 
time. 

The commandants shall instruct the protective custody camps and the leaders of the 
labor camps that they must ensure undisturbed sleep for the prisoners who are as- 
signed to shift work. Under no circumstances may these prisoners be awakened from 
their sleep, for example, in order to determine the completeness of the command dur- 
ing a roll call.” 


File memo by SS-Unterscharfiithrer Heinrich Swoboda with the subject “Ap- 
pointment at the SS-WVHA concerning the procurement of transformers and ur- 
gency classification of the electrical power-supply systems in CC and PoW camp 
Auschwitz”. 
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Headquarters Order No. 5/44, Monowitz, complains of undisciplined behavior of 
SS members toward civilians; reports issuing of patches for uniform repair; then: 
“3. Obligation to Secrecy 

I have reason to point out once again the duty of silence of SS members toward civil- 
ians. The company leaders are to hold descriptive briefings precisely on this and on 
the possible consequences of violating the duty of secrecy.” 

The order lifts the ban on leave for Romania; instructs on correct reporting when 
taking calls; orders the listing of German and non-German restaurants in the la- 
bor-camp locations; quotes from an ordinance sheet on wearing pants, and refers 
to various items from two other ordinance sheets; and exhorts punctuality. 


Garrison Order No. 9/44 reports events on occasion of collection for Winter Re- 
lief Charity and on collection results; expects SS members to give seats to wom- 
en, the handicapped and the infirm; calls for reporting of service address of all SS 
leaders for the purpose of Himmler sending gifts of books; then: 

“4, Nonsensical shooting in the area of interest. 

I have cause to point out once again that all nonsensical shooting at game and other 
things must be refrained from and is strictly forbidden, since 

a) it endangers people, 

b) shooting at game is punishable by the SS as poaching, 

c) shooting without orders is a military impossibility. 

Violations of this prohibition will be severely punished in the future. Heads of depart- 
ments and company commanders are to monitor the stock of ammunition by means of 
continuous ammunition checks. In the event of requisitions of ammunition, documented 
proof is to be kept and presented in every case of ammunition fired.” 

The order deplores the presence of SS members “with girls” in parked 
Reichsbahn cars; demands return of camp passes upon transfer; reminds that pho- 
tography in camp area is permitted only with prior permission; prohibits outgoing 
official phone calls from field telephones; informs of a new monthly charge for 
private phone lines running through the camp; demands a listing of all those 
working with hazardous materials for the purpose of allocating additional rations; 
advises of cancellation or curtailment of poultry chick supplies; schedules NCO 
training; advises of miscellaneous items from two ordinance sheets; threatens 
punishment for misuse of furloughs for procurement purposes; schedules weap- 
ons overhauls for the various companies; reports the closing of the lodging cham- 
ber due to relocation; mentions six stolen items and three lost items; and declares 
four camp passes invalid.

Deaths of these Poles and 
Russians are to be reported only on form KL 51/4.43 to the committing office (as al- 
ready ordered by circular decree on 20 Sept. 43). 

All other reports are omitted. As a matter of principle, Jews are only reported in lists.

Furthermore, he uses phrases such as ‘whether you stinking Jews work or not, you will 
still end up in the crematorium and go through the furnace,’ etc. During one of the 
earlier shifts he also wanted to shake off a Jew who was climbing down a ladder into 
the lime kiln with the same remark, ‘You will go into the furnace anyway.’

The amount of premiums issued by the companies is still too small in relation to the to- 
tal number of prisoners employed. The camp leaders are to maintain constant contact 
with the management of these firms in order to achieve the purpose of paying out the 
premium coupons completely.” 

The order then recalls the obligation of camp leaders to report, and refers to cer- 
tain points of a ordinance sheet.

Friedberg. 

“As telegraphed to you on the 19th of this month as follows: 

‘Degesch Kasernenstrasse 70 Friedberg-Hessen. 

We would like to ask you to stop production as soon as possible, referring to the regu- 
lation that the type and quantity of the additive must be approved by the Chemical- 
technical Reich Institute, and to state whether chlorine ester alone and in what quanti- 
ty can be added.’ (Doc. Degesch No. 69] 

You will have to tell us how Zyklon is to be composed, because we are not informed 
about your negotiations with the Chemical-technical Reich Institute at that time, and 
therefore do not know which additives are approved or prescribed. Without your deci- 
sion in this respect, we cannot of course change the composition without further ado, 
especially since we do not know whether you have to take any organizational 
measures for your fumigation companies (e.g. because of changed odor or the like). 
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One could possibly think of adding twice the amount, i.e. 0.2% chlorate ester, instead 
of 0.1%, in case of possible failure of bromate ester in addition to 0.5% oxalic acid. 
But this is only a suggestion from us. 

If you tell us how Zyklon is to be composed, we will take it for granted that this com- 
plies with the regulations of the Chemical-technical Reich Institute and the Traffic 
Regulations of the Reichseisenbahn. 


Letter from the head of the production committee of the penal “crop-protection 
and pest-control agents” of the Economic Group Chemical Industry to Dessauer 
Werke fiir Zucker und Chemische Industrie-AG, Dessau, with the subject “Zyklon 
production”: 

“The interruption of bromoacetic ester deliveries from Schering A.G. Berlin, reported 
by you to DEGESCH, must under no circumstances lead to a restriction of Zyklon 
production. There are no technical or professional reservations about temporarily 
producing non-irritant Zyklon hydrogen cyanide, and making it available primarily to 
the hydrogen-cyanide disinfestation companies. 

I will endeavor to accelerate the procurement of bromoacetic ester from Schering 
A.G.” 


X-ray book No. 23 of the prisoner infirmary of Auschwitz CC begins with this 
date. It extends from May 24 to July 10, 1944, and contains entries numbered 545 
to 1153. 


Response of the SS garrison physician to the decision of May 22: 

“In the inmate infirmaries of the camps of Auschwitz CC II, a certain number of 
corpses naturally accumulate daily, whose removal to the crematoria is indeed sched- 
uled and takes place twice daily, in the morning and in the evening. However, in view 
of the shortage of vehicles and at times of fuel in Auschwitz CC, it happens that the 
corpses are left lying around for up to 24 hours. For reasons of epidemic hygiene, eve- 
ry hospital has a morgue for the short-term storage of the corpses that accumulate. 
The number of sick persons in the general hospitals does not fall below 500 beds on 
average, while in the individual prisoner infirmary of Auschwitz CC II, the number of 
beds averages 3-4000. In my opinion, it is therefore no more than self-evident that ap- 
propriate storage rooms are available for the numerous corpses that accumulate.” 
He therefore renewed his request for a brick mortuary.

greenery and blooming branches; forbids entering livestock pastures; deplores 
forcible breaking of doors in search of escaped prisoners; again forbids unneces- 
sary shootings; forbids unauthorized entry into villa at Prag Hall; forbids pre- 
censorship or checking of field mail by units; explains details of fishing licenses 
issued; reserves places for sick SS members at recreational events; reserves sauna 
for SS officers on Saturdays from 12 noon to 3 p.m.; allows entry into Communi- 
ty Camp 8; reserves the right to issue camp ID cards to the ID office; appoints 
new sports clerk; gives notice on wearing field blouses; and mentions three stolen 
items, one lost and three found.

Premium 
certificates received:” 81 prisoners (12 of whom are crossed out) are listed with 
registration number, nationality, last name, activity, amount received (RM), and 
signature. The activity concerns the inmate infirmary (physician, nurse, pharma- 
cist, laboratory assistant, corpse capo etc.) and related services (block clerk, boiler 
command, washroom, hairdresser etc.). The list contains 16 Jewish prisoners, in- 
cluding 11 physicians and 1 pharmacist. 


A transport with Jews from the Dutch camp Vught brings 496 prisoners to 
Auschwitz. The transport consists of 90 men, 389 women and 17 children up to 
15 years old. According to a document from the Arolsen International Tracing 
Service, the deportees were all registered. Among the 17 children are:

This drawing, which must be 
executed on a larger scale and in which all dimensions must be entered in plan and el- 
evation, is urgently required here. The drawing must also indicate in which direction 
the doors open, since the latter must be ordered from here. 

According to information from the local garrison physician, the Zyklon-B fumigation 
chambers are recently to be converted to ‘Ariginal gassing ’*! The garrison physician 
wanted to contact you directly about the changes to be made. Likewise, you want to 
send the drawing in triplicate.” 


Release certificate for 
Kristian Jan, in the camp from May 3 to June 8, 1944. “The release took place on 
June 8, 1944.” 


“Headquarters of the Birkenau Labor-Education Camp.” Release certificate for 
Zieba Josef, in the camp from 17 April to 9 June 1944” The release took place on 
9 June 1944.” 


Garrison Order No. 17/44 mentions the result of a collection for the Red Cross; 
then: 

“2. Wire obstacle around the protective-custody camps of Auschwitz CC II. 

In a letter dated 3 June 44, it was already pointed out that the wire obstacle 
around the Birkenau camps is also energized during the day. This is hereby again

The order then mentions a closed road due to construction work, and after that: 
“4, Commendation 

SS-Unterscharfithrer Johann Trunz, 7th Company, prevented the escape of two 
prisoners on 1 June 44 by his prudent behavior. I express my appreciation to him 
for the attention he showed.” 

It announces punishment for loss of equipment while on furlough; forbids smok- 
ing while riding bicycles; points out duty of salute to wardens, maidens, and nurs- 
es; then: 

“8. Entry of strangers into the camp area 

There are more and more cases of strangers entering the camp area, even within 
the guard lines. This is to be observed above all after the chains of guards have 
been retracted. Every SS member is obligated to immediately ascertain the per- 
sonal details of these strangers and to report them to the office of the SS garrison 
eldest. If a person cannot identify himself and there is suspicion of any intentions, 
this person is to be arrested immediately. SS members of the garrison area who 
are in the camp area with civilians who are without identification will also be held 
responsible, and objections that the same are in his company will not be recog- 
nized in any way.” 

The order reiterates the ban on drinking at counters; calls for the exchange of old 
war-disabled ID cards for new ones; schedules a meeting on troop care; announc- 
es a play and a vaudeville event; gives instructions on borrowing books, games, 
instruments; mentions a new phone number; explains police ranks due to the mer- 
ger of SS and police; and mentions a stolen bicycle and three lost and found 
items. 


A special garrison order states: 

“In order to put a definite stop to the prowling of civilians in the area of the Birkenau 
camp, I have appointed, with immediate effect, an increased patrol service of the local 
police company. This company has the task of checking all civilians, including women 
who are in the company of SS men, for identity cards as closely as possible. Doubtful 
persons are to be arrested and brought before the Political Department. 

The patrol is authorized to take the SS men’s pay book from them and to hand it in to 
headquarters Auschwitz CC II for further action, if they make it difficult or impossible 
to carry out the inspection by trying to protect the women in their company 

All NCOs and men are to be instructed and taught immediately that they are to obey 
the instructions of the police patrol and to assist them as far as possible. I will person- 
ally call to account and punish in an exemplary manner any SS member who opposes 
this necessary measure.

Letter from the SS garrison physician Auschwitz CC to the Central Construction 
Office with the subject “Soap for the civilian workers’ camp Auschwitz CC”. 

“It has become apparent that the cleaning facilities for the civilian workers are be- 
coming more or less illusory because they lack soap for body cleansing. In the interest 
of the complete freedom from epidemics now achieved in the civilian workers’ camp, I 
urge that every effort be made to ensure that sufficient quantities of washing soap are 
made available for the daily cleaning bath of the civilian workers. In this connection I 
refer to the fact that from the medical point of view there is no longer any reason for 
maintaining the quarantine in the civilian workers’ camp as long as new cases of in- 
fection do not occur again. Avoiding this, however, depends largely on the cleaning 
facilities available there.” 


Letter from the head of the Central Construction Office to the Construction In- 
spectorate “Silesia” regarding “Construction of Mortuary Chambers in CC 
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Auschwitz II.” The head of the Central Construction Office Jothann asks whether 
mortuaries must be built “in the form demanded by the SS garrison physician”. 


“Construction application for the expansion of Camp II of the Waffen-SS in 
Auschwitz U/S. Erection of 6 pieces of mortuary chambers in already constructed 
lodging barracks BW 3b and 3d”, written by the head of the Central Construction 
Office, together with explanatory report and cost estimate. The corresponding 
barracks are marked on the site plan of POW camp no. 3664 dated March 23, 
1944. The documentation also includes a “Plan for the installation of a mortuary 
in a horse-stable barracks. Scale 1:50”. 


Letter from the Central Construction Office to J.A. Topf & Sons, Erfurt, with the 
subject “Accounting”. Clarifications from the Central Construction Office regard- 
ing certain invoices from the Topf Company. Item 3 reads: 

“On your invoice of 23 Dec. 43, upon delivery of the material, a down payment in the 
amount of RM. 1200,-- was instructed. Since the device has already been manufac- 
tured, the remaining amount can now be paid. For this purpose, a final invoice is re- 
quired, which will be prepared from here and enclosed for the purpose of affixing your 
company stamp with signature.” 

This refers to Invoice No. 2134, Deaeration Systems for Crematoria IV and V, 
Order No. 43 D 775, for RM 2,524, dated December 23, 1943. 


Letter from Tesch & Stabenow to the Reichsarzt SS & Police, the Chief Hygien- 
ist, with the subject “Delivery of 11 circulation units for Zyklon B for Auschwitz 
CC”. The conversion of Zyklon circulation chambers for use as Areginal gassing 
chambers requires “only a few assembly parts more” at a price of RM 27 per 
chamber. 


Response from Tesch & Stabenow to the letter from the Central Construction Office 
dated June 8, 1944: 

“On the basis of your telegram of 3 May 44 to the Friedrich Boos Company, Cologne- 
Bickendorf, the latter has contacted us. We then asked our supplier whether there has 
been any changes in the installation of the standard gas chambers in the meantime. Af- 
ter receiving a reply from the plant, we then sent a letter of inquiry on May 18 of this 
year to Friedr. Boos that there have been no changes in the design of the standard gas 
chambers in the recent past.” 

The Tesch Company sends the drawings DK 271, 283 and 284 to the Boos Com- 
pany. 

“After these drawings are available, together with the illustrations in our manual on 
normal gas chambers, there is a perfectly clear picture for manufacture and assembly 
of the device.” 

Regarding the conversion to Areginal fumigation, “only the Areginal fumigation 
system is to be assembled.” Each plant costs RM 27 and requires 12 kg of iron. 


Letter from the Construction Inspectorate “Silesia” to the Central Construction 
Office with the subject “Immediate hygienic measures in CC II Auschwitz. Con- 
struction of mortuaries in each subsection”. The head of Office Group C did not 
give permission for the construction.

ble; advises that lodging equipment requests should be directed to the lodging 
chamber; requests the registration of all radios; and offers the issuance of games.

A detailed description of all aspects of the situation follows. 

“The total occupancy of the camp — including all outposts covering large parts of the 
German Reich — was stated to be about 135,000. Auschwitz itself appears to have 
housed slightly over 30,000 prisoners. Among them were political prisoners, anti- 
socials and habitual criminals, work-shirkers, prostitutes, and prisoners in preventive 
custody. According to the impression gained during the inspection, the majority of 
prisoners are foreigners and Jews; recently, Hungarian Jews in particular have been 
admitted. 

The number of personnel in the guard force was first given as 1,000, later as 2,500 
and over 3,000 men.” 

“Selected prisoners are also admitted to the SS; recently about 300 men had joined a 
special formation under an SS leader Dirrlewanger [sic].”’ 

“Correspondence with relatives is permitted without major time restrictions. It is sub- 
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ject to censorship. When censoring letters in foreign languages, prisoners are used as 
interpreters. Prisoners are allowed to receive food shipments from their relatives.” 
The camp is divided into Headquarters I, II and III. The commission first visits 
Headquarters I (Auschwitz I). In one barracks, “a band (wind orchestra) consist- 
ing of at least 60 prisoners gave a square concert.” 

“Subsequently, a barracks located in the same block was shown, which contained an 
inmate hospital with a dental station, dressing rooms, operating room, etc. As physi- 
cians for the prisoners, under the supervision of an SS doctor, there are 60 prisoner 
physicians who perform all treatments and operations themselves. Among them were 
said to be eminent surgeons and other specialists. Capo was a doctor from Lemberg 
(not German). He stated that the number of sick people was 2,000. When questioned, 
he explained that many TB patients were there, but to whom, except for vitamin D, 
lime preparations, etc., he could not give any special allowances.” 

“The writing room is a prisoner’s library, not very large in space, which, according to 
the prisoner who administers it, should contain 45,000 volumes.” 

“At another loading point a freight train with Hungarian Jews was unloaded.” 

“A large, completely new and modern plant nursery with wide greenhouse facilities 
was shown in detail, where mainly the early cultivation of cucumbers and tomatoes 
was carried out. With this nursery is an experimental station for the planting of Kok- 
Sagis, a dandelion-like plant from whose milk raw gum is obtained. The plant, hitherto 
unknown in Germany, is cultivated on a large scale in Soviet Russia and is expected to 
meet much of the demand for natural gum there. In a modern laboratory, female in- 
mates were engaged in scientific work under the direction of three men.” 

“At the end of the tour of the camp, a large dog kennel was shown where several hun- 
dred dogs are trained for police and Wehrmacht purposes, and for hunting with SS 
riding schools. The way back to the camp led past a crematorium where corpses were 
apparently burned on pyres.”” 

The commission then visited the construction site of IG-Farben’s Buna and hy- 
drogenation plant, “where, in addition to some 20,000 other workers, about 
10,000 camp prisoners are engaged in construction work. There was no discerni- 
ble separation of the prisoners from each other or from the other workers.” 
Finally, the Jawischowitz mine of the Reichswerke Hermann Goring was visited, 
where 2,500 prisoners worked, “mostly Jews.” 

“No work pay is given to the prisoners.” 

But to encourage the highest work performance, deserving prisoners received 
vouchers for 1 or 2 RM, which they can use to buy tobacco products, additional 
foodstuffs, stationery, etc. in the camp. 

“As a reward for performance, brothel visits are also allowed, which are also paid for 
with vouchers. Only women who have already surrendered to prostitution before being 
taken into custody and who volunteer for it will be allowed into the brothel.”

distributed pamphlets; points out two circulars and one item in an ordinance 
sheet; announces the dissolution of one subcamp; insists that prisoners may be 
withdrawn from current occupations only with the permission of the comman- 
dant; deplores black-marketing between civilian employees and prisoners, and 
calls for strict supervision of civilians; and declares that the prescribed quarantine 
period must be observed when transferring to another camp.

Auschwitz, we encountered groups of men and women who were being looked after by 
SS men, wearing the striped clothing of the concentration camps and forming small 
commandos (work detachments). These commandos worked partly in agriculture and 
partly in mines. 
These people all have pale, ashen complexions despite working outdoors. All march in 
step and in rows of four; the guards, rifle under arm, are SS men of the Totenkopf Di- 
vision... 
Finally, we arrive at Auschwitz and, having summoned up the necessary patience, are 
led into the interior of the concentration camp. From the camp itself, we see only six to 
eight very large red brick barracks. These buildings appear to be new; all the windows 
are barred; the camp is surrounded by a wall of concrete slabs, a very high wall with 
barbed wire. 
Conversation with the commandant: As in Oranienburg and Ravensbriick, the officers 
here are both friendly and reserved. Every word is well calculated, and one senses the 
fear of leaking even the smallest piece of information. 
1) The distribution of the shipments made by the committee seems to be permitted and 
even regulated by a general order that applies to all concentration camps. 
2) The commandant tells us that packages personally addressed to a prisoner are al- 
ways handed over in full. 
3) There are shop stewards for each nationality (French, Belgian, no other nationality 
was named, but certainly several others). 
4) There is a ‘Jewish Eldest’ who is responsible for all Jewish internees. 
5) The shop stewards and the ‘Jewish Eldest’ may receive collective shipments; these 
shipments are freely distributed by them. Personal parcels arriving under a name un- 
known in the camp will be given to the shop steward of the nationality concerned. 
6) The distribution of the shipments made by the Committee appears to us to be safe. 
We have no proof, but our impression is that the commandant is telling the truth when 
he claims that these distributions are regular and that any theft is severely punished... 
We hope to be able to send you soon last names, first names and numbers of Auschwitz 
prisoners as well as their nationality. In fact, there is a detachment of British POWs 
working in a mine in Auschwitz who are in contact with these people. We asked the 
chief confidant in Teschen to do his utmost to obtain all relevant information from the 
confidant of the commando in Auschwitz. 
Spontaneously, the British chief confidant in Teschen asked us if we knew about the 
‘shower room’. There was a rumor that there was a very modern shower room in the 
camp where the prisoners were gassed in series. The British shop steward, through his 
command at Auschwitz, tried to get confirmation of this fact. It was impossible to 
prove anything. The prisoners themselves did not talk about it. 
Once again, when we leave Auschwitz, we have the impression that the secret is well 
guarded. However, we take with us the certainty that parcels must be mailed, as many 
as possible and as quickly as possible. Once again, we believe that what is sent will be 
passed on completely to the prisoners.”

Justification: 

1. This camp is used as a reception and transit camp. 

2. Some blocks are without flatbeds (see no. 4). 

3. The full blankets should be distributed in such a way that there are about 500 pieces 
on a block and 2 pieces on the inmate. 

4. This camp was used as a gypsy camp. 

During this time, in spite of the greatest vigilance, a part of platform floor boards dis- 
appeared, while another part was broken by overloading and thus became unusable. 
The flatbeds were occupied not by 5 prisoners, as prescribed, but by up to 15 prison- 
ers in special cases. With this great load, the third level of the platform broke and all 
the prisoners lying on it fell onto those lying on the second level. This floor then also 
broke through due to the jolt and the load, so that finally all 3 levels were broken 
through, and thus the floor boards and partly also the flatbeds |could] no longer be 
used.” 


Headquarters Order No. 10/44, Monowitz, distinguishes eight SS members and Frei, pp. 497-499 
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commends five because they “made successful use of the firearm and thereby 
prevented prisoners from escaping”; reports a case of inattentive guards, as a re- 
sult of which prisoners were able to escape, and makes it the subject of instruc- 
tion; then: 

“In another case I had to have a block leader relieved because he irresponsibly al- 
lowed prisoners to leave the camp without a guard to go to the kitchen, and also left 
them without supervision for a long time. 

If the many instructions in the headquarters orders, as well as the numerous instruc- 
tions given by the unit, post and camp leaders are not sufficient to put a definite stop to 
the escapes of the prisoners, then in the future I will punish every case of neglect of 
duty — whether from lack of interest or lack of responsibility — with the severest pun- 
ishment.” 

The order gives instructions for outdoor practice shootings; and admonishes that 
radios issued for troop care be used for that purpose as well, rather than for pri- 
vate purposes.

At various labor camps, it has been noted recently that the prisoners housed there do 
not have the opportunity for adequate sleep as a result of incorrect time management. 
It is imperative that the commandants of the concentration camps see to it that the 
prisoners, from whom we must demand the highest performance at all workplaces, 
have an opportunity to rest after their work is done by getting sufficient and undis- 
turbed sleep. 

Each prisoner must be able to sleep at least 72 to 8 hours if he is to be able to func- 
tion 100% again the next day. Special care must be taken to ensure that prisoners as- 
signed to the night shift can also sleep the required number of hours undisturbed dur- 
ing the day after returning from their shifts, and that they do not have to interrupt their 
sleep by roll calls. 

In addition, it must be ensured, especially in the labor camps, that each prisoner has a 
bed to himself and that he has the opportunity to dry wet clothing in his quarters or in 
rooms specifically provided for this purpose. 

All these points must be given special attention by you, so that the health of the prison- 
ers and their use for armament measures will be maintained.

The trial of former Auschwitz camp commandant Rudolf Hoss, staged in Warsaw from 

March 11 to 29, 1947, famously laid the foundation for the later historiography of the 

Auschwitz Camp: despite their inevitable biases and their obvious historical and method- 

ical limitations, the Polish investigators nevertheless attempted to reconstruct as com- 

plete a picture as possible of events at the Auschwitz Camp. They focused on 50 aspects 

of camp life, each supported by numerous testimonies and a few documents.

The accusation of the alleged gassings was, of course, in the foreground because of its 
importance, but this did not prevent the investigators from treating the other aspects just 
as thoroughly. The trial of members of the Auschwitz camp staff, staged in Krakow from 
November 25 to December 16, 1947, followed the same line as the Hoss Trial. 

The Auschwitz Museum, founded in 1947, was entrusted with historical documenta- 
tion in addition to its conservational duties. In 1957, when the first issue of the journal 
Zeszyty Oswiecimskie appeared — and two years later in German translation under the ti- 
tle Hefte von Auschwitz — the museum began to shed light on the various aspects of camp 
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life, and to analyze individual important documents. Beginning in 1958, Danuta Czech 
set about the arduous task of compiling the results of this research chronologically in a 
series of essays,” which were then presented in a summarized and updated form in a 
large book titled Das Kalendarium von Auschwitz (Czech 1989, English 1990 as Ausch- 
witz Chronicle). In subsequent issues of the journal and in various monographs, the 
Auschwitz Museum staff continued their work along the line drawn by the Héss Trial, 
and for scholars in the field, the Kalendarium became a kind of vast thematic pool from 
which to draw topics for study. Whatever the verdict on the historical value of these 
writings — in some cases, starting with the Kalendarium, it can only be harsh (cf. Mat- 
togno 2022) — the efforts of the Auschwitz Museum should be acknowledged for having 
captured camp life in Auschwitz in its entirety, something that is unfortunately unknown 
to most non-Polish historians. 

European and American historians, despite their arrogance towards their Polish col- 
leagues who worked for thirty years under the communist yoke, show that they are af- 
flicted with a unique narrow-mindedness that leads them to see nothing in the Auschwitz 
Camp but the alleged “extermination camp.” If one reads the books of their top special- 
ists such as Jean-Claude Pressac (1989; 1994a, especially pp. 34 and 39; 1994b) and 
Robert Jan van Pelt (2002), one definitely gets the impression that Auschwitz had no 
other function for them than that of exterminating Jews. This narrow-mindedness is in 
direct proportion to their ignorance of the history of the camp and its documentation, 
which in turn leads to blindness, as in the case of Richard Breitman, whose enigmatic in- 
terpretations of various radio transmissions intercepted and decoded by the British in 
connection with Auschwitz show that he believes the Auschwitz camp authorities 
thought of nothing else day in and day out and had nothing else to do but exterminate 
Jews (see Mattogno 2021, pp. 26-48). 

In this part of the present study, I examine three fundamental aspects of camp life that 
pertain exclusively to the registered prisoners: 


1. The registration of prisoners admitted to the camp, 
2. the number of prisoners in the camp (strength or occupancy), and 
3. the mortality among the prisoners in the camp. 


The first aspect was addressed by Danuta Czech in her Kalendarium, but her approach 
was purely chronological, so the prisoner registration numbers are given on the basis of 
the date on which they were assigned. However, if one wanted to know when a particular 
number was assigned, one would have to scour the pages of the Kalendarium and search 
for the appropriate transport among numerous other entries for a wide variety of events. 
This can be time-consuming because the numbering was not always strictly chronologi- 
cal; for example, registration numbers 20951-20986 were assigned on September 18, 
1941, but subsequent numbers 20987-20992 were not assigned until February 11, 1942.

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In the present study, therefore, I present all known number series of all known cate- 
gories, male and female, in a sequential order, as will be seen in detail in the first section. 

The second aspect relates to the number of prisoners present in the camp. In this case, 
the Kalendarium provides sketchy partial data scattered over almost 1,000 pages, derived 
from much more extensive documents and from communications of the Resistance 
movement in Auschwitz. In this regard, it is known that some of the German radio 
transmissions intercepted by the British during World War II and decoded by the Code 
and Cypher School at Bletchley Park concern the Auschwitz Camp. As with other con- 
centration camps, many of these intercepted radio transmissions report daily changes in 
occupancy, covering the period from January 1942 to January 1943 for the men’s camp 
and from September 1942 to January 1943 for the women’s camp. 

In 1997, the British government turned over these decoded radio transmissions to 
what was then the Public Records Office in London, making them available to research- 
ers. For the next 21 years, no orthodox Holocaust historian saw the need to analyze these 
documents. The reason for this is that they are seemingly abstruse columns of figures 
that must remain completely incomprehensible to any historian who has not studied in 
detail the relevant documents available, especially the Auschwitz Stdrkebuch (Strength 
Books or Occupancy Books). The way prisoner numbers are added (new arri- 
vals/admissions) and subtracted (departures) sometimes changes from message to mes- 
sage, and this is possibly the reason that has prevented even the historians of the Ausch- 
witz Museum from dealing with these documents.? 

In the second section, I fill this gap by placing the British decrypts in the context of 
documentation that is already known but has been little and unsystematically used. 

The mortality of registered prisoners, i.e., prisoners who actually died and whose 
deaths were registered at Auschwitz, does not seem to be of much interest to Western 
historians, who are all obsessed with acknowledging and counting only the claimed gas- 
sing victims. Only Pressac attempted serious statistics, based largely on a summary of 
Auschwitz Death Books he found in Moscow, in addition to other sources. Pressac con- 
cluded that the death toll among the registered prisoners was in the order of 130,000.* 
Five years later, he corrected this figure, which is very close to that attested by docu- 
ments: about 135,500. 

Particularly meritorious for this research subject is the digitization of the data con- 
tained in the surviving Death Books by the Auschwitz Museum in collaboration with 
two German scientists, Thomas Grotum and Jan Parcer, who carried out a precise statis- 
tical analysis. The result of this work was the publication of 80,010 names of prisoners 
who died in Auschwitz, arranged alphabetically in two series depending on the source 
(Death Books or other documents), including all personal data (Staatliches Museum... 
1995). 

However, even the commendable essay by Grotum and Parcer has two serious short- 
comings: first, it lists the number of deaths only by month and without any attempt to 
even understand the problem; second, it omits other important documents that enabled

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me to find the names of 3,452 other prisoners who died at Auschwitz and who do not 
appear in the Auschwitz Museum’s two lists of names. These prisoners are listed in al- 
phabetical order in the appendix of this study. In addition, thanks to all available names, 
I have reconstructed a daily picture of mortality in Auschwitz from October 1941 to De- 
cember 1943, as far as the sources allow. 

The three parts of this study are full of tables that clearly summarize the data on reg- 
istrations, camp occupancy, and mortality. The result is an easy-to-read reference work 
that is useful and even indispensable for Auschwitz researchers. 
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1. Transports and Registrations 


1.1. Prisoner Registrations and Related Documents 


The “Service Regulations for Concentration Camps (Camp Regulations)”, which was 
transcribed by Investigating Judge Jan Sehn without giving a date, contains very detailed 
instructions on the bureaucratic practices of interning people in concentration camps, 
which was the task of the political department of the camp. Here are the most important 
points:> 


“The clerk deputizing for the aforementioned clerk in his absence is responsible for the 
accurate keeping of the registry. General correspondence not concerning the prisoners in 
detail is registered by file number, while correspondence directly concerning the prison- 
ers is summarized in files (folders) arranged for each prisoner by inmate number. These 
folders are legibly labeled with numbers, names, dates of birth and prisoner types. These 
folders can be marked in a particularly clear manner by using colored folders in accord- 
ance with the color angles to be worn by each prisoner, without deviating from the cur- 
rent numbering. 
The clerk responsible for the continuous correction of the prisoners’ file must pay partic- 
ular attention to the fact that, for the sake of simplicity, two files are kept. In one file, all 
prisoners in the camp and those transferred for interrogations or trials are recorded in 
phonetic order. In the case of transferred prisoners, the cards are marked with a tab ‘T’ 
/i.e. on transport/. The second file includes, also in phonetic order, all deceased prison- 
ers, released prisoners and prisoners transferred to another camp. In the case of de- 
ceased prisoners, the cards are crossed out in red. [...] 
The officer in charge of new arrivals is responsible for the quickest and smoothest han- 
dling of the necessary admission formalities. In the case of ordered protective custody, he 
receives the necessary information days in advance from the referring authorities /RSHA, 
RKPA, Stapoleit-, Kripoleitstellen/:

Missing admission or detention documents will be requested. The classification of the 
prisoners to be made is evident from the arrest warrant. With the available documents he 
[the case officer] goes to the protective-custody camp's prisoner-admission room to issue 
the new file cards. Each prisoner has to sign the completed card, and at the same time he 
is given his prisoner number. Each new inmate who has not been issued a warrant by the 
referring authority will be read the warrant. If the admitting authority has handed over 
the warrant to the detainee, the detainee must hand it in at the time of admission. In both 
cases, a certificate stating that he/she is aware of the contents of the arrest warrant or the 
reason for taking the detainee into custody shall be presented to him/her for signature. 
This certificate is sent to the admitting authorities. Before the new file card is phonetical- 
ly filed, the existing detention records are filed in a new file /folder/ and these are num- 
bered. Birth certificates are requested free of charge from the registry offices to supple- 
ment the detention records. The referring authorities are informed of the transfer of the 
prisoners. Honorary prisoners are given special treatment by order of the RSHA. They 
are granted the greatest possible relief in prison (permission to smoke, read books and 
magazines, etc.), are housed individually, and are not required to perform work of any 
kind. They are completely separated from the other prisoners. Prisoners of education 
committed by order of the RF-SS are housed separately, in accordance with their crimi- 
nal offense, in the Ist or 2nd educational tower. When educational prisoners are admit- 
ted, the head of the Office Group D of the WVH in Oranienburg is to be informed in writ- 
ing. Furthermore, a monthly report on the age of all prisoners serving time in the concen- 
tration camp must be submitted to the head of the Office Group D. [...] 
Transfers are carried out by an SS NCO /usually a block leader/, who receives the neces- 
sary accompanying papers from the officer in charge, and takes the prisoners the day be- 
fore /transfers usually take place early the following day/ to the bath, to the doctor’s ex- 
amination and to get changed /effects chamber/. Afterwards, these prisoners are housed 
separately /cell building/ until they are transported away. Before the prisoners are trans- 
ferred, they have to sign a declaration of loyalty. A distinction is made between individual 
and collective transports. In the case of individual transports, the prisoner in question is 
taken by train to the requesting office. In the case of collective transports, the prisoners 
are brought to the assembly points/railway stations/ by means of prisoner-transport vehi- 
cles, and taken over responsibly by the transport leader /police officer/ against signature 
on the accompanying document. The accompanying document is returned to Department 
II by the SS-NCO concerned. The transport leader receives the transport slips. The au- 
thority requesting the prisoners is notified in writing in the case of collective transports. 
The RSHA or RKPA is notified in writing in the case of transfers and repatriations. 
Transfers of prisoners to other camps are ordered by the chief of Office Group D, with 
notification of the RSHA, RKPA, Stapoleit-, Kripoleitstellen, and are carried out only 
with collective transports. Larger transports are carried out by rail in wagons provided 
for this purpose. Smaller transports can also be carried out by prisoner-transport vehicle, 
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if the camp in question is not too far away. Individual transports will be made only on 
special instructions of the camp commandant. 
Leave of absence will be granted only in very urgent cases. Permission will be given by 
the RSHA, which will announce the duration and conditions of the leave. When the leave 
begins, the RSHA and the office to which the prisoner in question is to report are notified 
by telex. In addition, the prisoners must be reminded of the strictest adherence to the in- 
structions given in the order when taking leave. They have to sign the declaration of loy- 
alty. 

In the case of dismissals, the leader of the protective-custody camp must first decide 

whether the decree of the RF-SS applies — Inspector of Conc. Camps /now chief of Office 

Group D/— of 10 Oct. 1940. — Ref. 14 c 11/10.40./L./Ot. If the prisoner to be released is 

still needed as a laborer, the chief of Office Group D, who in turn will pass on a corre- 

sponding justification to the office ordering the release, is to be notified immediately on 
the basis of the aforementioned decree. Until the final release, the prisoner may be grant- 
ed relief from detention /food allowance, smoking, wearing long hair, segregation from 
other prisoners, etc./, When a prisoner is released, he has to sign a declaration of loyalty, 
just as in the case of transfers and leaves of absence, which is sent to the admitting au- 
thority /except RSHA and RKPA/. A second copy is placed in the file. The RSHA or 

RKPA, as appropriate, and the referring agency, if RSHA and RKPA are not directly in- 

volved, must be notified in writing of the release. If the prisoner to be released has suffi- 

cient cash at his disposal, he shall pay for his own transportation to the place designated 

by the ordering authority; otherwise he shall receive a voucher which he shall hand in at 

the station counter for the purpose of buying a ticket. The release certificate to be given 

to the prisoner may be signed only by the camp commandant or his representative.” 
Instructions on the death of prisoners are dealt with in the third section. 

Prisoners arriving on a collective transport were accompanied by a transport list, 
which usually gave the last name, first name and date of birth for each prisoner.° Other 
lists, such as those for deportation from Berlin, were more detailed: in addition to the 
above data, place of birth, occupation, marital status (single/married), age, ability to 
work, residence, identification card no., identification number of deportation’ and, if ap- 
plicable, a comment were listed.* (see Document 2a). 

Newly arrived prisoners (Admissions, admissions) were entered in special lists pre- 
pared by Department II (the political department) and titled “Zugdnge am ...[Date] 
eingeliefert vom RSHA” (“Admissions on... [date], committed by the RSHA”). These 
lists contained the prisoners’ personal data: a serial number (Lfd. Nr.), the type of deten- 
tion, the prisoner number assigned to them, last and first name, date and place of birth, 
and occupation.’ 

One copy of these lists also contained an additional column at the end indicating a 
date of death, if applicable.!°

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The Admissions Book (Einlieferungsbuch) consisted of double pages, each with 10 
lines; the left page contained columns with the registration number, last and first name, 
marital status, date and place of birth, and residence. On the right side were listed the na- 
tionality, the type of imprisonment, the admitting office, the day of admis- 
sion/transfer/release and, if applicable, the date of death. This type of documentation has 
not survived for Auschwitz; Document 4 refers to Stutthof CC.!! 

The Number Book (Nummernbuch) was a 500-page index; each page was divided in- 
to four columns of 25 consecutive numbers, corresponding to the prisoners’ registration 
numbers. Next to each of the 4 columns of numbers were 3 additional columns for vari- 
ants, which were given in abbreviated form, e.g., “iib.[erstellt)” = transferred, 
“entl.[assen]” = released, “ft”, deceased, etc. For the Auschwitz Camp, only the “Num- 
ber Book 150001-200000” has survived, but it is incomplete. Document 5 reproduces the 
first page.'? This register has been partially transcribed by the Office of Chief of Counsel 
for War Crimes. Document 5A is a transcription of page 87 of the original." 

Among the personnel documents, the most important were the Prisoner Personnel 
Card, which contained all data, including physical characteristics,'* and the Prisoner Per- 
sonnel Sheet, which was also detailed but structured differently.!° There was also a spe- 
cial index card,!° on which a prisoner had to indicate the preferred mailing address for 
his correspondence (“Bevorzugte Post’). At the bottom, the letters “E” and “A” indicated 
the receipt of a letter for the prisoner and the exit, i.e., the dispatch of one of his letters 
from the camp; the week of the prisoner’s stay in the camp was noted in the correspond- 
ing field in columns 1-12. 

In addition, an ID photo was taken of each prisoner, showing him from three sides.!” 
All these personal documents made it impossible for a prisoner to leave the camp unno- 
ticed; he could only leave the camp as released or escaped, transferred or deceased, and 
the corresponding change was noted in the aforementioned documents. 


1.2. List of Registered Prisoners Compiled by Kazimierz Smolen 


On December 16, 1947, Kazimierz Smolen, later director of the Auschwitz Museum 
from 1955 to 1990, made an “affidavit” in which he stated the following: 


“IT was a political prisoner in the Auschwitz Concentration Camp from June 6, 1940 to 
January 18, 1945. During this time, I worked as a responsible prisoner in the admissions 
office of the Political Department of Auschwitz Concentration Camp. My duties included 
registering the persons of all prisoner transports arriving at the camp. For each 
transport, I saw the list of names of the transport and all transport documents. Together

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with me worked 10 other prisoners, and our duties consisted of assigning prisoner [regis- 

tration] numbers to all new arrivals, recording their personal data, filling out index 

cards, conducting correspondence with the offices that had arranged for their internment, 
and all routine bureaucratic work. 

With each transport that arrived at the Auschwitz Camp, the office that had ordered the 

internment sent a letter to the camp, to which was attached the transport list or, in the 

case of individual arrests, the personal arrest orders. In this way, for each transport, we 
were able to determine where the prisoners came from and what the reason for their ar- 
rest was. We kept these transport lists and accompanying letters on file. 

In July 1944, the burning of the files of the Political Department began. The reason for 

this was the rapid advance of the Red Army, and the first discussions also began about 

the future evacuation of the camp. Unterscharfiihrer Brocks"®! informed us that the 
transport lists were to be taken away within a week and burned in the crematorium in 

Birkenau [which of the four?]. 

Therefore, I instructed my comrades to transcribe the transport lists. Since this material 

was too voluminous, we could not write down the names of the prisoners, but we made 

lists indicating the transport numbers, the date of arrival at the camp, the office that had 
ordered the internment, and the numbers assigned to the prisoners. Since the [registra- 
tion] numbers of the prisoners were separate for men and women, we made two different 
lists. In the Auschwitz Camp, the [registration] numbers of the prisoners were assigned 
consecutively, i.e. the first prisoner received the number 1, the last prisoner the number 

202499. Thus it was possible to determine the strength [=the number of registered pris- 

oners] of each individual transport on the basis of the assigned prisoner numbers.” 

In August 1944, Smolen handed over the two completed lists to a prisoner who was em- 
ployed in an external unit. The latter smuggled the lists out of the camp. After the Sovi- 
ets arrived in Auschwitz, Smolen was able to retrieve them. !° 

There is an obvious inconsistency in these statements, for the lists are said to have 
been completed in August 1944 and smuggled out of Auschwitz during the same month, 
yet the men’s list extends to September 18, 1944,” while the women’s list ends on Feb- 
ruary 26, 1944. 

In addition, the origin of the Jewish transports is not usually indicated in either list: 
The corresponding line is blank. This omission is obviously intentional, since, according 
to the preserved documents, Smolen was able to know “where the prisoners came from 
and what was the reason for their arrest.” 

The two lists were used by Danuta Czech in her Kalendarium; she arranged the num- 
bers in chronological order, while Smolen arranged them in numerical order. The differ- 
ence is not insignificant, because many numbers were assigned days or months after the 
immediately preceding numbers. I therefore reproduce here the lists compiled by 
Smolen’s prisoner group,”! on the basis of which the day of transport can be easily traced 
by the registration numbers.

For the later period not covered by these lists, I have used the incomplete data of the 
Auschwitz Kalendarium, obtained from the International Red Cross, and other sources, 
which I indicate where appropriate. 

Boys born in the women’s camp were registered with numbers of the men’s series, 
girls with numbers of the women’s series; both cases were designated by the term “new- 
born” or “child.” 

The places marked with an asterisk are taken from the “Quarantine List” (see Sub- 
chapter 1.5.), those in bold type from Czech’s Kalendarium; for the period covered by 
the list of the camp doctor of Auschwitz CC (see Subchapter 1.3.), I have quoted the 
places given there. 

The origin of the transports of Jews given in the Kalendarium, especially those from 
Poland, is not entirely correct, but from the point of view of the present study, which is 
purely numerical, the problem does not arise.

Some of the prisoners deported to Auschwitz in the last months of 1944 remained in the 
camp after the general evacuation in January 1945. The prisoners were listed by nation- 
ality by the Soviets,*” the sick were medically examined. With the help of prisoner phy- 
sicians, most notably Otto Wolken, they compiled a long list that included the prisoner’s 
last and first name, registration number, sex, age, nationality, date of arrest, date of arri- 
val at Auschwitz, and medical diagnosis (see Documents 47f.). The date of arrival is 
sometimes approximate, sometimes patently incorrect. I list the numbers after the last 
number of the “Smolen List” (No. 199531):

The “Kommandobuch Arbeitskommando Golleschau” (“Command Book of the Golle- 
schau Labor Command”’), which I will discuss in more detail in Chapter 1 of Part Three, 
contains the names of 36 prisoners with non-consecutive registration numbers from 
201492 to 202267, unfortunately without the date of their arrival at Auschwitz. 
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1.3. List of the Camp Physician of Auschwitz CC 


The camp physician of Auschwitz was obliged to prepare regular reports on those pris- 
oners who had arrived and been registered in the camp within the last five days. These 
reports were addressed to the “Headquarters, Ist Leader of Protective-Custody Camp of 
the CC,” and contained the results of the medical examination according to fitness for 
work, the assigned registration numbers, the origin of the prisoners, and any quarantine 
regulations.

The list of prisoners employed in the Trzebinia oil refinery contains the names of 800 
Jews (mainly Hungarians and Poles) with the non-consecutive numbers B-2905 to B- 
10269.** The “Kommandobuch Arbeitskommando Golleschau’ lists another 458 Jews 
with the consecutive numbers B-5709-5859, B-11105-11404*° and other scattered num- 
bers. 


1.5. The Quarantine List 

This document titled “Quarantine List’”*° was furtively prepared by Otto Wolken. 
Wolken had been transferred to the quarantine camp BlIla in Birkenau on October 2, 
1943, and was assigned to the outpatient clinic of this sector. This handwritten document 
contains the date of arrival of the prisoners in the camp (usually only men), their catego- 
ry (place of origin or nationality), the numbers assigned to them, the quantity of regis- 
tered prisoners, the date of the end of quarantine, and the block number where they were 
to be housed. The first two pages contain a column indicating the strength on November 
23, 1943, while the following pages contain a column for “Notes.” 

Attached to the interrogation protocol of Otto Wolken by Jan Sehn of April 24, 1945 
is a typewritten version of the list, apparently based on the handwritten list, which ex- 
plicitly lists the alleged gassings in an additional column entitled “Gassed.”3’ This col- 
umn is missing from the handwritten version of this document, and the numbers of the 
allegedly gassed persons are inserted in faded and often illegible writing into other col- 
umns containing normal information such as block number and strength. The series of 
numbers is not without gaps, since not all prisoners who came to Auschwitz passed 
through this quarantine camp.

1.8. List of Educational Inmates of the “E” Series 


Educational inmates were persons who were work-shy or who had not returned after a 
leave of absence and were interned for the purpose of “re-education for work”. These 
prisoners were initially given consecutive camp numbers. Czech informs us, however, 
that Auschwitz CC introduced a new numbering system for this category of inmates on 
February 1, 1942, beginning with “EH 1.” The new system applied not only to inmates 
who were already in the camp, but also to inmates who had already been released and 
those who had died. A total of 1137 “EH” numbers were assigned (Czech 1989, pp. 
170f.). The list of numbers assigned in the concentration camps as prepared by the Inter- 
national Red Cross explains that the regular registration numbers previously assigned to 
educational prisoners were assigned to other prisoners in February and March 1942. 
From 16 July 1941 to 31 January 1942, 1,134 prisoners were interned, 13 of whom were 
classified as political prisoners and retained their original numbers (Internationales... 
1965, p. 3). The quantity of reassigned numbers would thus amount to 1,121. 

However, there are no German documents on the arrival of the educational prisoners 
at the camp; the only known document is a list prepared by the Resistance movement at 
Auschwitz, which shows the clearly anachronistic numbering of the “EH” series, which 
in fact begins with 1 on 16 July 1941.°! Most of the inmates were Polish; there were also 
about a hundred Russians, a few dozen Frenchmen, and 35 Italians. I reproduce the list 
with its inconsistencies (number 292 appears twice, number 4543 is missing); the entry 
“1-26/9/1941” is duplicated because it concerns two different groups of internees (from 
Silesia and Eastern Poland).

According to this source, on 20 February 1944, 489 educational prisoners were still pre- 
sent, 13 in Auschwitz I and 476 in Auschwitz III; 1,379 had died, 269 had been trans- 
ferred to the status of protective-custody prisoners, and the remaining 5,901 had been re- 
leased.” 

Jan Sehn has compiled a long list of educational prisoners, beginning on 21 October 
1941 and ending on 10 September 1944.*° The source is not given, and the number he 
gives — 9.339%4 — does not correspond to the total of his list, which is 9,453 prisoners. 
The list does not coincide in any way with the list compiled by the Resistance. 

F. Piper states that there were a total of 11,186 educational prisoners, 9,193 men and 
1,993 women (Piper 1993, p. 102), but also gives no sources. It is curious that he repro- 
duces the list of the Resistance mentioned above (ibid., p. 107), but it extends to Febru- 
ary 1944 and to number E-7549; where the remaining 1,644 prisoners came from is not 
clear.

Between 1943 and 1944, numerous people were interned in the so-called “Birkenau La- 
bor-Education Camp”, which was later called “Auschwitz I Labor-Education Camp”. 
These were foreign civilian workers who had violated their labor contracts. After serving 
their sentences, they were sent to the Bielitz Labor Office, a branch of Auschwitz, from 
where they were either sent back to the factory where they had previously worked or as- 
signed to another job. These prisoners were not registered, so they were not included in 
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the “E” series of educational prisoners.°° According to the surviving lists of names, at 
least 304 prisoners in this category were arrested and released, 205 men and 99 wom- 
en.°° In the following table, I give the chronological distribution of the releases:

These figures are incomplete. In July 1944, 71 prisoners were released — 33 men and 38 
women — and transferred to the Bielitz Labor Office;>’ in August 1944, 84 prisoners — 43 
men and 41 women®® -, were released, making a total of at least 355 prisoners. 

Finally, no fewer than 192,300 prisoners were transferred from Auschwitz to other 
camps in 1944, not including the approximately 67,000 prisoners still in the camp on 
January 17, 1945, who were subsequently evacuated. Among these 192,300 transferred 
were at least 98,600 unregistered Jews (Mattogno 2005). 


1.9. List of Gypsies of the “Z” series 


The first transport of Gypsies arrived at Auschwitz on January 3, 1943. These inmates 
were recorded in two separate registers titled “Hauptbuch des Zigeunerlagers” (“Main 
Book of the Gypsy Camp”), one for men and one for women. The prisoners are listed 
there by name with all personal data, the date of internment and, if applicable, the date of 
death, according to a sequential numbering system that goes up to 10094 (July 8, 1944) 
for men and 10849 (July 21, 1944) for women. In July 1944, the two registers were sto- 
len by three Polish prisoners working in the Gypsy camp and hidden in a barracks. On 
January 13, 1949, employees of the Auschwitz Museum found these books, some of 
which were damaged by moisture. In the early 1990s, the Auschwitz Museum published 
a complete transcription of the two registers in two volumes (State Museum...). 

In many cases, the “Admission to Camp” column is illegible. However, Czech pro- 
vides a continuous series of numbers (‘‘Z” series), for both men and women, which I cite 
below.

1.10. List of Soviet PoWs 
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Soviet prisoners of war (PoWs) were registered in a special card file. Jerzy Brandhuber 
has written a detailed article about this, which is very old, but still fully valid. The 
cartotheque contains personal cards from no. 2 (7 October 1941) to 9997 (8 February 
1942; Brandhuber, p. 51; see Document 18). In fact, however, 7,641 cards exist (ibid., p. 
35). As the author explains in a note, the records for October 6 are to be assigned to the 


following day, when the first POWs arrived (ibid., note 48, p. 18). Danuta Czech men- 
tions a quantity of entries that differs from that in the cartotheque, probably filling in the 
gaps based on the numerical order of the registration numbers. In the following table, I 
compare the two records.

2.1. Fluctuations of Occupancy 1942: the Stdrkebuch (Men’s Camp) 


This handwritten register is a fragment of the Stdrkebuch (literally Strength Book) of the 
men’s camp in two volumes: the first contains 240 pages, the second 156. The docu- 
ment covers the period from January 19 to August 19, 1942. The following entries are 
registered there:°! 

— strength at morning roll call 

— deceased prisoners 

— deceased prisoners of war 

— released prisoners 

— transferred prisoners 

— new arrivals during the day 

— strength at evening roll call 
As a tule, the strength from one day to the next is also given, for example: “Strength 
from 19 to 20 January 1942.” From 1 February, once a week, the “at to noon roll call 
on...” is also given. 

This list was evaluated with great care by Investigating Judge Jan Sehn, who tran- 
scribed its numerical data®’ and compiled various statistics. The most important among 
them are: 

—a daily summary of Soviet prisoners and POWs who died, arrived, were released, es- 
caped and were transferred;® 

—a daily summary of the total strength and deaths of both inmates and Soviet prisoners 
of war; 

— statistics of deaths by age;

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—asummary of deaths by nationality: Jews, Poles, Czechs, re-education prisoners, 
Germans, Frenchmen, Yugoslavians, Russians, others;°° 

—asummary of deaths of Jews by nationality: stateless Jews, Frenchmen, Slovaks, 
Dutchman, Belgians.® 


The strength book records the total strength of the men’s camp and, separately, that of 
the Soviet prisoners of war. Prisoner occupancy is obtained by subtracting the first num- 
ber from the second, but offset by one day, as I will explain below. 

The following table shows the daily variations: the initial total strength, the prisoner 
occupancy, the number of Soviet PoWs from the previous day, new arrivals, departures, 
and the final total strength. 

For further clarification, on January 20 the total strength was 11,610 prisoners, of 
whom 1,490 were Soviet PoWs; thus, the change was: 11,610 + 28 — 44 = 11,594. Pris- 
oner occupancy (given in the versions intercepted by the British) is calculated as follows: 
11,610 [total strength of the 20th] — 1,490 [Sov. PoWs of the 19th] = 10,120, inmate oc- 
cupancy.

2.2. Fluctuations of Occupancy According to British Intercepts 


In my study, The Making of the Auschwitz Myth, I reported, supplemented and com- 
mented on the German radio messages intercepted by the British that referred to Ausch- 
witz (Mattogno 2021, Part 1), with the exception of the messages about daily fluctua- 
tions in camp strength, which were transmitted monthly to the WVHA and required spe- 
cial investigation. These daily fluctuations were recorded in at least two regular reports, 
the daily prisoner-strength report (Hdftlingsstdrkemeldung) and the protective-custody 
camp report (Schutzhaftlagerrapport).” The British intercepted and deciphered the first 
series of reports for the men’s camp, with some gaps, in the period from January 1942 to 
January 1943, and for the women’s camp from September 1942 to January 1943. For 
the period from January 19 to August 19, 1942, the series for the men’s camp can be 
completed thanks to the Stdrkebuch.

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2.2.1. The Men’s Camp 

The reports were prepared monthly.” In the intercepted radio messages, the numbers 
have the following order: the day, the initial strength (morning roll call), admissions, de- 
partures, the final (end-of-day) strength (evening roll call), number of Jews, Poles, Ger- 
man political prisoners and Soviet prisoners of war. 

The initial-strength column pertains only to inmates; the total strength is the sum of 
this column and the PoW column, but the strength for the latter refers to the previous 
day, as in the Stdrkebuch. Total strength is the sum of the final strength of inmates and 
prisoners of war. On 20 January, for example, the final strength of inmates was 10,120, 
and that of PoWs was 1,490, so 10,120 + 1,490 = 11,610 total strength. 

Admissions are added to the initial strength, departures are subtracted, and the result 
is the final strength. 

For example, again referring to January 20: 10,225 + 3 — 35 = 10,193. 

The final strength plus the number of PoWs gives the total strength: 10,120 + 1,490 = 
11,610; this total strength is divided into the categories given in the last four columns, 
but incomplete; these individual numbers actually yield: 215 + 9,407 + 2 + 1,490 = 
11,114, while the total strength on 20 January is 11,610; thus 496 unclassified PoWs are 
missing. This point will be clarified later. 


January, February, March 1942 

In January and February, the initial strength (with one exception) corresponds exactly to 
that of the Stdrkebuch; from March 6, the prisoner occupancy corresponds to that rec- 
orded in the Stdrkebuch a day or two earlier, which is due to errors by the British deci- 
pherers who assigned the intercepted data to wrong days, especially since data were not 
intercepted on all days. For this reason, I introduce a column of Stdrkebuch data in the 
table in question, which I call “Stdrkebuch Start”. For days with missing data, the start- 
ing strength is the one specified in this column; for example, the starting strength on 
March | is 10,187. 

Usually, the final strength of one day is the same as the initial strength of the next day; 
this fact, together with the Stdrkebuch data, makes it possible to correct errors in the 
wiretap logs. 


April and May 1942 

As of April 10, the column that until then showed the inmate occupancy, shows instead 
the total strength, hence including the Soviet PoWs, so that the column “Initial Strength” 
becomes superfluous, since the corresponding data are already given in the tables to the 
Stdarkebuch. To total strength, the admissions are added and the departures are subtract- 
ed, resulting in the final strength. Again, the breakdown of the categories into which the 
final strength is subdivided yields a lower total than the inmate occupancy. Again with 
reference to April 10, the result is 1,063 + 8,415 + 1 + 308 = 9,787, but the prisoner oc- 
cupancy is 9,948. 

May’s summary follows the system in place since April 10. On May 1, the following 
anomalous data are reported, which therefore refer to the women’s camp rather than the 
men’s camp. The initial strength (morning roll call) is reported as 7,426 prisoners:

The distribution among the five categories then listed, the first of which undoubtedly 
concerns female Polish prisoners, corresponds exactly to the prisoner population at the 
evening roll call: 6,288 + 26 + 101 + 16 + 994 = 7,425. 

There are, however, some minor inconsistencies, for by | May 1942 there were 7,433 
women prisoners registered at Auschwitz, 26 of whom arrived that day; on 30 April 
there were no admissions, but there were 7,407 prisoners registered. Obviously, the 26 
new arrivals affected the strength on the evening of 1 May: 7,407 + 26 = 7,433. 

However, the tables of the strength of the women’s camps compiled by the British on 
the basis of intercepted German radio messages begin in October 1942, as mentioned 
above, so it is not clear from which intercepted radio message the data in question origi- 
nated. 


June 1942 
Beginning June 20, the column that previously indicated inmate occupancy at evening 
roll call contains the strength of the Reich Germans. 


August 1942 

The total strength for the month of August shows many discrepancies with that of the 
Stdarkebuch, so I am including a column entitled “Total Strength Stdrkebuch” in which I 
reproduce the correct data from that record. 


September 1942 

Starting in September, the summaries lose the section on German political prisoners. The 
change in document strength is given according to a different system: The additions and 
departures of a given day, added and subtracted from the total strength of the previous 
day, give the occupant strength for that day. The following examples from the first four 
days of September will make the explanation clearer:

The calculation is as follows: 

22.255 + 596 — 285 = 22.666 

22.666 + 62 — 399 = 22.329 

22,329 + 22 — 362 = 21,989, and so on. 
As in the previous summaries, the sum of the numbers for the four categories into which 
the inmates are divided never adds up to the total strength, e.g., for September 1: 

506 + 11,387 + 8,008 + 166 = 20,067, instead of 22,355, 
or even (in terms of total occupancy) 

505 + 11,658 + 8,489 + 166 = 20,818, instead of 22,355. 
This calculation system allows us to check the numbers and correct the errors found in 
the summary of changes, and it even allows us to determine the occupancy for days 
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without data, provided that such data are available for the next day. The first day without 
data is September 6; the strength I gave (21,763) is the strength on 9/7 (19,684) minus 
the admissions plus the departures of that day, that is, 19,684 — 16 + 2,095 = 21,763. 

In general, it can be assumed that the figures transmitted by the camp administration 
to the WVHA were correct, so that the calculation anomalies noted in the summary can 
be attributed to deciphering or transcription errors by the British. 

The number of departures on 9/9 (302) is not given, but results from the calculation. 
The drop on 9/10 cannot be 1,543 prisoners, as stated in the summary; the correct figure 
is 543, since: 17,967 (strength on 9/9) + 128 — 543 = 17,552 (strength on 9/10). There- 
fore, the strength on 9/11 would be 17,552 + 42 — 463 = 17,131 instead of 17,113. Here, 
the digits of the number of admissions were swapped: 42 instead of 24; in reality, it is 
17,552 + 24 — 463 = 17,113. 

The strength on 17/9 (17.507) contains a spelling mistake: 17.507 instead of the cor- 
rect 17.107. This results from the number of the previous day, 16/9: 17.196 + 85 — 174 = 
17.107. 

The strength of 22/9 could not have been 13,489 prisoners, since the “Overview of 
total deployment” (“Ubersicht iiber den Gesamteinsatz’) of 22 September 1942 shows a 
total strength of the men’s camp Auschwitz and Birkenau of (12,237 + 4,222 =) 16,459 
prisoners.” 

The total occupancy on 9/22 can be calculated from both the numbers for 9/21 and 
those for 9/23, but the results do not match: 

starting from 9/21: 17,288 + 38 — 47 = 17,279 

starting from 23.9.: 16.806 — 51 + 234 = 16.989 
The correct development of the occupancy results only if there were 337 admissions on 
9/21 instead of only 47: 

21/9: 7.288 

22/9: 17.288 + 38 — 337 = 16.989 

23/9: 16.989 + 51 — 234 = 16.806 
The correct numbers and the missing ones I calculated are given in square brackets in 
Table 19. 


October 1942 
The total occupancy always agrees with the calculation, except in two cases. For 10/20 it 
reads: 16,665 + 434 — 123 = 16,976 instead of 16,966; it follows that the admissions fig- 
ure is wrong and must read 424 instead of 434: 16,665 + 424 — 123 = 16,966. 

On 28/10 there cannot have been 48 but must have been 456 admissions: 18,432 + 
456 — 134 = 18,754 (as of 28/10). 


November 1942 
The only anomaly of this month concerns 11/27. If the document strength for 11/28 is 
correct (22,104), then it must have been 21,975 on 11/27, but in that case there must 
have been 59 instead of only 34 admissions on 11/27, as calculated from the occupancy 
for 11/26 and 11/28: 

starting from 11/26: 22,068 + 59 — 152 = 21,975

A message from the camp’s Resistance movement reports on the situation in the Ausch- 
witz-Birkenau men’s camp on December 1, 1942;’? I compare the corresponding data 
with those intercepted by the British (first line):

The total strength and the number of prisoners of war are identical, the other numbers are 
very different. The numbers under the category “Others” are obtained by subtracting the 
numbers in the following five columns from the total strength; in the radio message these 
are Frenchmen, Dutchman, Belgians, Ukrainians, Russians, Yugoslavians, and, accord- 
ing to the Resistance message, apparently also Czechs. These were probably not consid- 
ered important enough to be specifically mentioned in the German radio message. 

The strength on 23/12 contains a spelling mistake: 25,277 instead of 25,077, as can 
be seen from the strength on 22/12 and 24/12: 

starting from 22/12: 25,178 + 51 — 152 = 25,077 

starting from 24/12: 25,007 — 60 + 130 = 25,077. 
In the following tables, I give the data for the men’s camp. The numbers in square 
brackets are not correct; the exact numbers before them are taken from the Stdrkebuch.

2.2.2. The Women’s Camp 
The summaries for the women’s camp are divided into nine columns, the meaning of 
which is explained below.* 

The changes are the same as initially for the men’s camp: admissions are added to the 
initial strength, and departures are subtracted from it, resulting in the final strength, 
which is then repeated as the next day’s initial strength. 


September 1942 
This month’s summary contains handwritten explanations of the prisoner categories: 
“Gesamtzahl am Tagesanfang” (“total at begin of day”), “Zugdinge” (“increase”), 
“Abgdnge” (“decrease”), “Gesamtzahl am Tagesende” (“total at end of day”), “Juden” 
(“Jews”), “Polen” (“Poles”), but no figures for “Russians”. 

The changes are the same as in the beginning for the men’s camp: admissions are 
added to the initial strength, and departures are subtracted from it, resulting in the final 
strength, which is then repeated as the initial strength of the next day. 


September 1942 

This month’s summary contains handwritten explanations of the prisoner categories: “to- 
tal at start of day”, “Admissions” (“increase”), “Departures” (“decrease”), “total at end 
of day”, “Jews” (“Poles”), but no figures for “Russians”. 

As for the calculation, there are few discrepancies. 

The strength change for 9/7 is: 16,635 + 96 — 3,529 = 13,202 instead of 13,200; if the 
total strength is correct, there must have been 94 instead of 96 departures: 16,635 + 94 — 
3,529 = 13,200. 

For 9/10 we find the following change: 12,664 + 9 — 481 = 12,192 instead of 12,242; 
this number is certainly correct, since it is given as the initial strength for 9/11. It follows 
that the number of admissions was 59, not 9: 

12.664 + 59 — 481 = 12.242. 

The strength on 9/21 is uncertain: 1,214 makes little sense; however, it is known that 
the initial occupancy on 9/22 was 11,804, so this must also have been the final strength 
on 9/21 (11,803 in the summary). From this, we can deduce that the starting strength for 
the 21st was (11,804 + 670 — 311 =) 12,163. 

The final strength for 9/23, which is only partially given (11.8??), is: 11,748 + 119 — 
48 = 11,819. 


October 1942 

This month’s summary contains handwritten letters above the last five columns: “T” 
(Total), “G” (Germans), “J” (Jews), “?” and “R.” (Russians). There are only two tran- 
scription errors in the numbers. On 10/22 the initial strength is 6,705 as the final strength

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of the previous day, not 6,105 as erroneously stated. On 10/28 there were not 34 but 84 
departures: 6,544 + 292 — 84 = 7,752 (final strength of 10/28 and initial strength of 
10/29). 


November 1942 
The change on 11/19 assumes the departure of 45 prisoners, not 4; the final strength is 
not 6,596, but 6,593, as indicated by the initial strength on 11/20, which is 6,593: 

19/11: 6,615 + 23 — 45 = 6,593 

11/20: 6,593 + 70 — 57 = 6,606 (final strength of 11/20 and initial strength of 11/21). 
From 11/27 to 11/30, the final strength column contains arithmetically impossible data. 
These are most likely the numbers of Russian prisoners. I have reconstructed the actual 
possible numbers using the usual calculation. 

The initial strength of November 30 is 6,551 prisoners, and that of December 1 is 
6,549, i.e., a decrease of 2, so that the changes on 11/30 cannot be correct: + 197 — 86 = 
+ 111. If the number of admissions is correct, the number of departures must have been 
199; if, on the other hand, the number of departures is correct, the number of admissions 
must have been 84. 


December 1942 

The summary for December 1942 has two fundamental differences compared to the pre- 
vious summaries. First, the column for the final strength is missing, and second, the sys- 
tem for calculating the initial strength is based on changes reported only the following 
day. For example, the initial strength for 12/2 is: 6,549 (strength 12/1) + 76 — 54 (admis- 
sions and departures reported on 12/2) = 6,571. 

With the exception of 12/8, the initial strengths are always correct, as can be seen 
from the calculations of strength change. 

Regarding the final strength for 12/3, assume that there were 23 arrivals instead of 
33: 6,571 + 23 — 26 = 6,568. 

The strength figure for 12/8 (4,782) contains a transcription error: the correct figure, 
which is results from calculation and with which it continues correctly, is 4,772. 

To arrive at the 12/12 strength of 4,945, there must have been either one more admis- 
sion or one less departure. The 12/16 departures, indicated as “(9)24” in the summary, 
are simply 24: 5,231 (12/15 strength) + 19 — 24 = 5,226 (12/16 strength). 

The strength of 12/30 — written 5.40(5) — must be 5.401. 

In Table 2.26, I have kept the column “End strength” and filled it up by the starting 
strength of the following day (therefore, the end strength of one day corresponds to the 
starting strength of the next day here, too).

2.3. Strength Fluctuations 1943 


2.3.1. January 1943, Men’s Camp 

For January 1943, as already mentioned, two summaries are available from the British 
decipherers, one for the men’s camp, the other for the women’s camp. The data in the 
column “Total Strength” correspond exactly with the data in the report “Overview of 
Inmate Deployment at CC Auschwitz U/S” of January 1943, which will be examined 
later. Since these data are correct, while the calculation gives a different result, the error 
is obviously not in the total strength, but in the admissions and/or departures. 

The number of Polish prisoners on Jan. 16 and 18 (16,138 and 16,869) is mathemati- 
cally impossible; on Jan. 15, it was 10,142, and 303 persons were added, so that the the- 
oretical maximum strength would have been 10,445. These are therefore transcription er- 
rors, for 10,138 and 10,869. 

In the following tables, the corrections are indicated in square brackets next to the er- 
roneous number.

2.3.2. January 1943, Women’s Camp 

The figures in the column “Initial Strength” correspond to the data in the report “Over- 
view of Inmate Deployment at CC Auschwitz U/S” with the exception of Jan. 16 (6,444 
instead of 6,448) and Jan. 21 (6,845 instead of 6,885). The calculation of the changes is 
the same as for the Month of December 1942. 

The changes for Jan. 4 must give a result of (5,411 — 5,384 =) — 27, but this does not 
fit the figures listed: + 42 — 37 = + 5. It should read instead, for example: + 10 — 37 =— 
27 or + 42 — 69 =— 27. 

On 8/1, the admissions were not 208, but 228, as the calculation shows: 

5,307 (strength on 7/1) + 228 — 9 (changes on 8/1) = 5,576 (strength on 9/1). 

On 11/1, the occupancy drops from 5,563 to 5,545, i.e. by 18 prisoners, but this can- 
not be deduced from the individual figures: + 0 — 31 = — 31; therefore, for example, ei- 
ther the admissions are 0 and the departures 18, or the departures 31 and the admissions 
13. 

On Jan. 16, there must have been 571 admissions instead of 171, because the strength 
on Jan. 16 (6,448) results from: 5,904 + 571 — 27 = 6,448. 

The missing number for departures on Jan. 21 is 476: 7,111 (strength on Jan. 20) + 
250 — 476 = 6,885 (strength on Jan. 21). 

Finally, admissions on the 22/1 must have been 489 instead of 409, as the calculation 
requires: 6,885 (strength on Jan. 21) + 489 — 23 = 7,925 (strength on Jan. 22).

2.3.3. Strength Fluctuations in the “Overview of Inmate Deployment at CC Auschwitz 
US” 

This report is a very detailed monthly overview of the strength of the Auschwitz com- 
plex and shows how the labor force of the prisoners was used. The report is divided into 
16 columns: “Dat.[um],” “total number,” “unfit for work and deployment,” “fit for work 
and deployment,” “camp purposes”; this and all of the following nine columns are in 
turn divided into “F.[ach]A.[rbeiter]’ (skilled workers), “H.[ilfs]A.[rbeiter]” (unskilled 
workers), “Lagerwirtschaft” (agriculture), “Amtsgruppe C Bauleitungen” (Office Group 
C, construction offices), “Amt WI Deutsche Erd- u. Steinwerke” (prisoners who worked 
for the WVHA’s Office WI in the company named Deutsche Erd- u. Steinwerke), “Amt 
WIV Deutsche Ausriistungswerke,” “Amt W III Deutsche Lebensmit.|telwerke],” “Amt Z 
II Zementfabr.[ik subcamp] Golleschau,” “SS-Dienststellen” (SS offices) “Riistungsbe- 
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triebe” (armament industries) “Privatbetriebe” (private enterprises), “beschdftigt” (em- 
ployed) and “unbeschéiftigt” (unemployed). 

For the men’s camp, the reports of January, February, March, April, May, November 
and December 1943 have been preserved; for the women’s camp, the reports of January, 
February, March, April, May, June, October, November and December 1943. Of all 
these reports, Judge Jan Sehn transcribed the columns “total number,” “not fit for work 
or service,” “employed,” and “unemployed.”** 

In the following tables, I provide data only for the first two columns. For the months 
in which reports are available for both male and female camps, I summarize the data in a 
single table, to which I add a column for the total number of workers and one for the to- 
tal number of inmates unfit for work or deployment. 

The last row of the report contains the totals for each column; I add another row to 
give the month’s average of each column, which is obtained by dividing this total by the 
number of days in the month. For example, for January we have a total average strength 
of (800,026 + 31 =) 25,808, and an average of inmates unfit for work and deployment of 
(101,664 + 31 =) 3,279, etc.

In 1943, the total number of prisoners increased from 32,520 to 86,800, and the number 
of those unfit for work and deployment increased from 4,826 (14.84%) to 18,741 
(21.59%). According to the very incomplete picture sketched above, the number of those 
unfit for work and deployment results in a total of 2,706,438 prisoner days, on each of 
which three meals had to be served to so-called “useless eaters,” i.e., more than 8 million 
meals. 
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2.4. Strength Fluctuations 1944 


Several reports, which have survived only in fragments, provide information about the 
camp’s strength in 1944. 

a) The “Overview of the Number and Deployment of Inmates of Auschwitz II Con- 
centration Camp” concerned the men’s camp in Birkenau. There are three reports. The 
first, dated 15 January, covers the period from 10 to 15 January;*° the second is dated 31 
January and covers the period from 27 to 31 January;® the third is dated 15 February and 
covers the period from 10 to 15 February.’ Each report consists of four pages of pre- 
printed entries.** On the first page, which is of interest to us here, there are, in order:

— Arrivals by: 
— Admissions 
— Transfers from CC 
— Total 
— Departures by: 
— Releases 
— Transfers to CC 
— Deaths 
— Escapes 
— Number of inmates today 
This number is given on the first line (total) of the second page of the report, together 
with the number of persons unfit for work. On the last page, the category “Inmates unfit 
for work and deployment” is divided into three parts with pre-printed titles — 1) “Inpa- 
tients”, 2) “Invalids” in addition typewritten “and the elderly 0. 60 y.”, 3) “Arrest” — two 
other parts were added typewritten: 4) “Juveniles under 14 y.” and 5) “Jews from There- 
sienstadt”’. 
I have analyzed this category, including the quantity of inpatients and invalids from 
the 1944 reports, in detail in a separate study (Mattogno 2016, pp. 72-85). 
b) The reports on the women’s camp are titled “Overview of the Number and De- 
ployment of Female Inmates of Auschwitz II Concentration Camp U/S.” Five reports 
remain, structured as follows:

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c) The report “Auschwitz II. Labor Deployment for the ... 1944’? was a daily summary 
of the distribution of all prisoners fit for work in Birkenau (men’s camp) who were em- 
ployed in the more than 110 commandos of the camp (including those assigned to the 19 
civilian companies working in Birkenau). The last page shows the distribution of “in- 
mates unfit for work and deployment” by camp section and category (the first two are 
“inpatients and recovering inmates’’/”’Stationdre u. Sch.[onungs] Kr.[anke]’). At the end 
of each report, the occupancy for the day is given.” 

These documents have been preserved for 43 days; from 28 July to 30 August, the se- 
ries is continuous, with only two exceptions, 31 July and 20 August. 
The Soviets were in possession of the complete set of October reports (as of Oct. 2), 
but it is not known where these reports are preserved. All that is known is the first 
page of the October 2 report,”! and the listing of the crematorium staffing levels,

d) The report “Women’s Camp Birkenau, Division Ila Bla-b/ BIlb.g.e./B.III’?’ was 
structured in the same way as the previously mentioned report of the men’s camp; the se- 
ries in my possession runs from 1 October to 2 November, but probably goes to 30 De- 
cember 1944, since Czech mentions dates of 10 and 30 December (Czech 1989, pp. 943, 
953). 

ee) The “Occupancy Report (Women’s Camp, CC Aull Divison IIa)””® is a concise 
summary of the development of the occupancy of the women’s camp at Birkenau. It 
shows the date of creation, the strength on the morning of the previous day (“Stdrke 
am...”), the arrivals, departures and the strength at the evening roll call. The arrivals are 
subdivided (where applicable) into admissions, transfers, and transit Jews; the departures 
are subdivided into natural mortality (“gest. nat. Tod”), special treatment (S.B.), releases, 
special treatment of Jews in the transit camp (“Durchgangs-Juden S.B.”’), and transfers. 
The reports run from October 1 to November 30. The few gaps in the documentation can 
be filled thanks to the other reports mentioned under d), in which not only the daily 
strength but also the arrivals are reported, so that the departures can also be calculated 
from the difference to the daily strength. 

In the following table I give a general overview of the development of the occupancy 
of the women’s camp in Birkenau for this period.

8,000 were sick.”

On 13 January 1945, the strength of the Monowitz Camp was 9,806 prisoners, of whom 
9,054 were Jews (ibid., p. 124). 

On January 17, 1945, there were 66,020 prisoners in the Auschwitz-Birkenau com- 
plex, including 48,342 men and 17,768 women.! 

Andrzej Strzelecki and Franciszek Piper state that on 19 January 1945, after the de- 
parture of the last evacuation transports, there were still about 8,000 prisoners in the 
camp (Strzelecki 1974, p. 9; Piper 1993, p. 163). The source is the following statement 
by former prisoner Otto Wolken:!0! 

“After the escape of the Germans, 1,200 sick people remained in the Auschwitz Camp, 

600 sick people in Monowitz, and 5,800 sick people in Birkenau. Of the latter number, 

4,000 were women. In Auschwitz, after the escape of the Germans, there were still 48 

dead and injured, in Birkenau over 600.” 

The total number resulting from these figures, however, is only 7,600. Piper states that 
about 7,000 prisoners were liberated at Auschwitz, Birkenau and Monowitz, but that be- 
tween January 19 and 27, a few hundred escaped and a few hundred were released from 
subcamps (Piper 1993, p. 163, note 126). 

What is certain is that, according to a Soviet report, there were 4,299 prisoners in the 
Auschwitz-Birkenau-Monowitz complex on 2 February 1945, divided by nationality 

as follows:'”

The Soviets also found 536 corpses, which they subjected to an autopsy.'" The docu- 
mented number of prisoners remaining at Auschwitz after the evacuation is therefore 
about 4,800.

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3. Mortality 


3.1. The Death Books and other Sources on the Mortality at Auschwitz 


In 1995, the three-volume work Die Sterbebiicher von Auschwitz was published by the 
Auschwitz State Museum. The first volume contains several essays, including the one al- 
ready mentioned by Thomas Grotum and Jan Parcer titled “EDP-supported evaluation of 
the death records” (Staatliches Museum..., Vol. 1, pp. 225-255), which I will discuss in 
more detail later. In the second and third volumes, the known names of inmates who died 
in Auschwitz are listed in alphabetical order (under the initial letters A-L and M-Z, re- 
spectively). 

The Sterbebiicher are death registers prepared under the responsibility of the “De- 
partment II - Political Department” of Auschwitz in the “Registry Office and Crematori- 
um - Administration”, which was called “Registry Office II Auschwitz” from 1 January 
1943, and which was responsible for the entire area of interest of the Auschwitz camp. 

The death certificates of the inmates were prepared on single sheets, typed with a 
typewriter in one original and two carbon copies, and then bound in volumes with a 
maximum of 1500 documents or pages, the Sterbebiicher. The first register, called Erst- 
buch (First Book), was sent to the registry office in Bielitz; the second (Zweitbuch) was 
kept by the head of the camp registry office; the third was sent to the RSHA in Berlin 
(ibid., p. 235). The death certificates in question concern only registered inmates. 

In addition to the Sterbebiicher, which are the main source for evaluating the inmate 
mortality at Auschwitz, Grotum and Parcer used other documents recording inmate 
deaths, namely the already-mentioned “Stdrkebuch,” the “Zugangslisten der Juden” (ar- 
rival list of Jews) the “Bunkerbuch” (register of the prisoners incarcerated in Block 11 of 
the Main Camp), the “Strafkompanie Buch” (book of the penal squad), the “Meldungen 
liber die Entfernung von Zahngold” (report son the removal of detnal gold [from de- 
ceased inmates]) the “Sterbeverzeichnisse” (death registers) and the “Sterbeurkunden” 
(death certificates; ibid., p. 230). 

Grotum and Parcer assert (ibid., p. 225): 
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“a considerable part of the documents produced by the camp scribes of the former 
Auschwitz CC was destroyed before and during the evacuation of the camp, thus eliminat- 
ing the traces of the crimes committed. However, the volume of the files, which were often 
made in several copies, made it impossible for the SS to burn all the documents. Part of 
them was transported away in January 1945, including files of the ‘Political Department’ 
on the 17th of that month, in the direction of the former Gross-Rosen Concentration 
Camp.” 
In the introduction to the work, Jan Parcer and Sibylle Goldmann state that during their 
invasion of Auschwitz, the Red Army found, among other German documents, 46 Death 
Books (Staatliches Museum..., Vol. 1, p. 19), as many of which were kept in the Central 
Special State Archives (now the State Russian War Archives) in Moscow before being 
transferred to the Auschwitz Museum in 1991-1992. 

Since these were bound volumes, it is incomprehensible why it should have been im- 
possible for the SS to burn these documents, and such an assumption is all the more in- 
comprehensible since the evacuation of Auschwitz had been decided at the end of Au- 
gust or the beginning of September 1944 (Strzelecki 1995, pp. 93f.), so the SS had more 
than four months to burn the Death Books. For obvious reasons, it is not even likely that 
the camp authorities intentionally left the Death Books to the Soviets. But then why did 
the Soviets find 46 Death Books in Auschwitz? To solve this mystery, one has to radical- 
ly change the current perspective and ask a completely different question: How do we 
actually know that the Soviets really found the 46 Death Books in Auschwitz? The doc- 
umentation preserved in the State Archives of the Russian Federation covering the work 
of the various investigative commissions active in the camp in early 1945,'™ contains no 
reference to the death books, nor does the “Communiqué of the Extraordinary State 
Commission for Investigation and Research into the Crimes of the German-Fascist In- 
vaders and Their Accomplices,” published by Pravda on May 7, 1945, which later be- 
came prosecution exhibit USSR-008 of the Nuremberg Trial,'°° contain any reference to 
them. 

The solution to the problem is offered by some documents that Jiirgen Graf and I 
found in the State Archives of the Russian Federation. The first is a secret letter dated 
January 15, 1948, addressed by S. Kozyrev, Director of the 1st European Department of 
the USSR Foreign Ministry, to the Secretary of the Extraordinary State Commission, P. 
Vogojavlesky. There was evidently an earlier correspondence, because the letter in ques- 
tion states: 

“The Dutch Embassy in Moscow approached the USSR Ministry of Foreign Affairs with a 

request for information on the 80 registers /with lists of the dead/ which, according to the 

Embassy, pertained to the Auschwitz Camp, were discovered in the Gross-Rosen Camp 

and, according to the Embassy, were in Soviet hands.” 

This was followed by the requests of the Dutch Embassy.'° In his undated reply to this 
letter, Vogoyavleski confirmed to Kosyrev that the Extraordinary State Commission was 
in possession of 80 death books from the Auschwitz camp. !°7

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On January 21, 1948, Vogoyavleski asked the head of the Central Archives Direc- 
torate, Major General V.D. Styrov, if he had documental material on Auschwitz relating 
to Dutch prisoners, registration records, death books, and the like, !°8 

On January 28, Styrov sent Vogoyavleski the list of documents on Dutch citizens that 
were “in the Special Central State Archives of the USSR in the fundus ‘SS Central Con- 
struction Office’,” without referring to death registers.!© 

On February 19, 1948, Kozyrev wrote the following letter to Vogoyavleski:!!° 

“USSR Secret 

Ministry of Foreign Affairs 

Section: Ist European Section 

To the responsible Secretary of the Extraordinary State Commission, 

Comrade Vogoyavleski P.V. 

To Vin. 26-s of 27 Jan. 1948. 

For your information I inform you that the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the USSR has 

informed the Dutch Embassy that it may inspect the contents of the 80 registers contain- 

ing the lists of the dead in the Auschwitz Camp, and that for this purpose it is necessary to 
apply directly to the Extraordinary State Commission. 

The Director of the Ist European Department of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the 

USSR.. 


S. Kosyrev“ 

The registers in question were the Death Books. According to the classification of April 
29, 1958, the then Central Special State Archives in Moscow kept 46 death books: vol- 
umes 2 and 3 from 1941, 1-4, 6, 7, 9-26, 29 from 1942, 1-3, 5-11, 13, 16-18, 21-25 from 
1943.''! It is known with certainty that there were four registers for 1941, 31 for 1942, 
and 25 for 1943, making a total of 60, so at least 20 must cover 1944 and possibly 1945. 
The question will be addressed again later. 

The transfer of the files of the Political Department of the Auschwitz Camp, especial- 
ly the Death Books, to Gross-Rosen, where the Soviets found them, is confirmed by the 
discovery in the 1950s of 276 pages of Death Books Nos. 5 and 31 from 1942 on the 
grounds of that camp (Staatliches Museum..., Vol. 1, p. 19). 

Currently, 47 death books are available;'!* of four others, a total of only 314 death 
certificates (including the 276 mentioned above) have survived. Grotum and Parcer 
summarize the relevant data in a table, which I compare with the data from the April 29, 
1958 inventory of the then Central State Archives in Moscow on the 46 registers men- 
tioned above, with slight discrepancies in numbers and dates (which I indicate in square 
brackets).

The fragmentary registers 5/1942, 8/1942, 31/1942, 4/1943, and 14/1943 were not part 
of the aforementioned inventory; leaving these aside, the remaining 46 registers have 
67,282 documents in the inventory, and 67,053 in Grotum and Parcer’s overview table; 
including the fragmentary registers, the total is 68,864 (Staatliches Museum..., Vol. 1, 
pp. 236f.). 

Thus, the missing registers are numbers 2 and 4 from 1941, 5, 8, 27, 28, 30, and 31 
from 1942, 4, 12, 15, 19, and 20 from 1943. 

The death certificates are numbered; the numbering always starts with 1 at the begin- 
ning of each year, and generally continues consecutively, but sometimes skips weeks or 
even months, especially in 1943, as I will explain in detail later Each register must have 
contained 1,500 death certificates, as can be seen from the numbering; from this it can be 
deduced that some of the surviving registers are also incomplete. Thus, death register 
No. 1/1941 begins with the number 1 and ends with the number 1500, but contains only 
1498 certificates; No. 3/1941 goes from number 3001 to the number 4500, but contains 
1490 certificates; No. 1/1943 again begins with the number 1 and ends with 1500, but 
contains only 1,484 certificates. In total, 90,011 certificates were issued during the entire 
period covered by the death books, so 21,147 names are missing from Grotum and Parc- 
er’s list. 

The dates given in the column “Issue Date” should not be misunderstood; as a rule, 
the issue date of the death certificate differs from the death date; moreover, the death 
certificates in the Death Books follow a chronological order, for which applies what I 
have said about the number sequence. Thus, register No. 24/1943 begins with certificate 
No. 34501/1943, issued on 29 December 1943 for the prisoner Rudolf B6hmer, who died 
on 14 December;!!? the last certificate, No. 36000/1943, was issued on 31 December and 
concerns the prisoner Marianna Miszczak, who died on 26 December.'!* It would there- 
fore be nonsensical to believe that 1494 prisoners died on the three days of 29, 30, and 
31 December; an analysis of the data I present below shows that there were 131, 105, 
and 31 deaths on these three days, respectively. 

From the above secondary sources, by comparing the names of dead prisoners con- 
tained therein with those attested in the Death Books, the two researchers have identified 
an additional 11,146 deaths not included in these registers, which are also listed in al- 
phabetical order in a special appendix in Volume 3. The total number of attested deaths 
is thus 80,010, omitting the names of 850 Gypsies with no or illegible death dates.'!>

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The work of Grotum and Parcer is commendable, but it has two serious flaws. 

The first concerns the sources. The two researchers ignore the alphabetical list of 
prisoners who died in 1942, of which the list of last names beginning with B through E 
has been preserved. Each sheet contains 31 rows and 5 columns with the pre-printed 
headings last name, first name of the deceased, religion, no. of the book, remarks, possi- 
bly place of residence. The fifth column always contains the home town of the dead 
prisoner. The religious affiliation of the inmates is indicated with the abbreviations: 
mos(aic), cath.(olic), ev.(angelical), gr.(eek)-orth.(odox), rus.(sian) orth.(odox)), 
b.(ohemian)m.(oravian) and gl(aubens)l.(os) meaning agnostic/atheist.!!° 

In total, this fragment of the register comprises 260 pages and lists 7,980 names, of 
which 4,657 belong to Jewish prisoners. In detail: 


— Letter B: 134 pages, 4,129 names, of which 2,546 Jews 
— Letter C: 51 pages, 1,556 names, of which 772 Jews 

— Letter D: 51 pages, 1,557 names, of which 706 Jews 

— Letter E: 24 pages, 738 names, of which 633 Jews 

These lists contain 1,277 names of prisoners who died in 1942, which are not includ- 
ed in the list of 80,010 names compiled by Grotum and Parcer. 

Another important source overlooked by them is the death register of the outpatient 
clinic in Block 16 of quarantine camp BIla in Birkenau. It contains 1750 names with 
consecutive numbers 1-1746 (four numbers appear twice). The register consists of two 
handwritten notebooks; the first has 43 pages with 19 or 20 lines, runs from 11 Decem- 
ber 1943 to 28 April 1944, and contains 810 names (numbers 1-813, including three 
crossed out); the second notebook has 27 pages with 34 or 35 lines and continues the 
registration and numbering from 29 April 1944 (number 814) to 5 November 1944 
(number 1746). The entries in both notebooks are divided into five columns; in the first 
notebook, these columns are headed with the serial number (“L.N.”), the date of death 
(“Dat.”), the prisoner number (“Hdftling Nr.”), the last and first name (“Name u. Vor- 
name”), and the cause of death (“gestorben wegen’’); in the second notebook, this col- 
umn is actually headed “cause of death” (““Todesursache”).''’ 1 will return to the con- 
tents of this register later. In the Appendix, I reproduce 570 names from this list. 

There are other sources not considered by Grotum and Parcer, which contain many 
inmate deaths; the most important are: 

1) The register of the inmate infirmary of Auschwitz II] Camp (Monowitz), which 
extends from 7 July 1943 to 19 June 1944 and contains the names of 15,706 admitted 
prisoners.!!® The entries of this register are divided into six columns indicating the pris- 
oner’s sequential number (“Lfd. Nr.”), prisoner number (“Hdftl. Nr.”), first and last name 
(“Name”), admission (“Zugang”), and departure (“Abgang”). The last column, “Re- 
marks” (“Bemerkungen’’), usually bears the stamp “discharged,” more rarely the note “to 
Auschwitz” or “to Birkenau.” In the case of death in hospital, a cross stamp is placed in 
this column.'!? This register contains 762 names of deceased prisoners not included in 
the list compiled by Grotum and Parcer.

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2) The “Kommandobuch Arbeitskommando Golleschau.” This is a list of 2,348 pris- 
oners of this subcamp, which contains in six columns the consecutive number (“‘Lauf. 
Nr.”), the prisoner number (“Hadftl. Nr.”), the date and place of birth (“geb. am”; “geb. 
in”) and “remarks” (“Bemerkungen’’); in the last column, the departure of the prisoner is 
indicated with the letter “A” (“Abgang’’) before the date. In the case of a death, there is a 
cross next to the date. Sometimes the note “shot on the run” appears (“auf d. Flucht 
erschossen’).'?° Compared with the serial numbers recorded in the Mortuary Book 
(which I will discuss later), this list contains the names of 145 dead who are not included 
in the list of Grotum and Parcer. 

3) The “Arrival lists of Jews” (“Zugangslisten der Juden’’), used as a source by the 
two authors, contain at least 640 names of prisoners who died mainly between May 9 
and June 21, 1942. Although they are listed in Death Book No. 8/1942, they are not in- 
cluded in Grotum and Parcer’s list. 

4) Another subordinate source ignored by them is the register of the inmate infirmary 
at Auschwitz, from which the Dutch Red Cross compiled a list of all Dutch Jewish in- 
mates for the period from 24 July 1942 to 15 March 1943,'?! 39 of whom are not includ- 
ed in Grotum and Parcer’s list. 

5) A few dozen more names are eventually found in various other sources: 


— The Kommandobuch, a register of prisoners who worked in the camp’s various com- 
mands, contains 2,188 inmate names with date and place of birth, registration num- 
ber, and detention category.'?” The “Uwagi” (= remarks) column also contains nota- 
tions of change, including death.'?° At least six deceased prisoners noted there are not 
recorded by Grotum and Parcer. 

— The report “H.[dftlings|-Krankenbau. Lager B.ILf.” (“Inmate Infirmary, Camp BIIf’) 
dated “Birkenau, 17 January 1945,” lists the last and first name, registration number, 
nationality, and date of birth of seven prisoners (including three Jews) who died on 
16 January (see Czech 1974, p. 15). 

— The list of 254 Jewish prisoners (of whom 7 were deported) transferred from the aux- 
iliary camp in Jaworzno, presumably to Auschwitz, on 18 January 1944,!** contains a 
consecutive number, last and first name, registration number and category (“Gef. 
Art.”), with the title “Jude” followed by the nationality (“R.D.” = Reich German, 
“Holl.” = Dutch, “Kroat.” = Croat, “Belg.[ian]’”, “Frz.” = French, “Griech.” = Greek, 
“Poln.” =Polish). In three cases, the death of a prisoner is given, which was not rec- 
orded by Grotum and Parcer. 

— Finally, there is a list of prisoners who died on January 2, 1945, transcribed by 
Nachman Blumental (Blumental 1946, p. 98). The list is titled “H.-Krankenbau des 
KL Auschwitz I’ (“Inmate Infirmary of CC Auschwitz I’), and is addressed “to crema- 
torium administration, inmate records department, effects chamber, clerk’s office.” 
The list concerns inmates who died between morning roll call and evening roll call on

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January 2, 1944. It contains a consecutive number, nationality, registration number, 
last and first name, and date of birth. Of the 36 prisoners listed (30 were Jews), 26 are 
also listed in the ““Kommandobuch Arbeitskommando Golleschau’’. From this docu- 
ment, therefore, there are only ten additional names that are not listed in Grotum and 
Parcer. 


In total, then, there are 3,452 names of prisoners of whom Grotum and Parcer have no 
knowledge. I list them in alphabetical order in the Appendix. 

The second shortcoming of Grotum and Parcer’s work is that they did not even at- 
tempt to reconstruct daily mortality during the period covered by the Death Books, a fact 
of obvious historical significance. They confined themselves to presenting monthly mo- 
rality figures solely on the basis of the Death Books, without taking into account the oth- 
er 11,146 names in their appendix, at least 3,932 of which were recorded in the missing 
Death Books, especially in No. 8/1942, but some of which were also recorded in the ex- 
isting but incomplete Death Books. 

One of the aims of Part 3 of the present study is precisely to record the daily deaths as 
far as possible. As will be shown later, various death registers are of great help for this 
purpose, especially for the years 1941 and 1942, which were not taken into account by 
Grotum and Parcer. 


3.2. WVHA Guidelines for Registration and Reporting of Deaths in 
Concentration Camps. 


The registration and reporting of deaths in concentration camps was regulated by an or- 
der by SS-Brigadefiihrer and Major General of the Waffen-SS Richard Gliicks, head of 
Office Group D of the SS-WVHA, dated 21 Nov. 1942. This letter concerns the “Report- 
ing Procedure for Deaths in Concentration Camps” and refers to the “Order of the 
Reichsfiihrer-SS of 11 Oct. 1942 - 1870 - and RSHA - IV C 2 Allg. No. 42 455 - of 
13.11.42”. The letter, which was sent to the commandants of all concentration camps, 
including Auschwitz, bears the protocol number “14 f Allg.[emein = general]”, an abbre- 
viation that referred to the mortality of prisoners in general. The letter reads:!*> 
“By order of the Reichsfiihrer-SS and Chief of the German Police, and in agreement with 
the Reich Security Main Office, the following guidelines are issued for the processing of 
deaths in the concentration camps, repealing all orders issued to date: 
1.) Deaths of Jews are to be recorded only in a collective list (single copy), which must 
contain the following information:

cause of death,

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committing authority. 

By order of the Reichsfiihrer-SS and Chief of the German Police, and in agreement with 

the Reich Security Main Office, the following guidelines are issued for the processing of 

deaths in the concentration camps, repealing all orders issued to date: 

1.) Deaths of Jews are to be recorded only in a collective list (single copy), which must 

contain the following information: 

Lfd. No. 

last name, first name, for women also maiden name, 

date and place of birth, 

nationality, 

last place of residence, 

date of death, 

cause of death, 

committing authority. 

If protective or preventive detention has been ordered for Jews by Office IV C 2 - or Of- 

fice V - of the Reich Security Main Office, the names of the persons concerned are to be 

underlined in red pencil, and the detention number of Office IV or V is to be indicated. 

The lists are to be compiled in order of date of death, and submitted here by the 3rd of the 

following month. 

Express letters and final reports of the deaths of Jewish inmates are thus no longer re- 

quired. 

2) Death reports on all other inmates are to be submitted to the Reich Security Main Of- 

fice - Office IV C 2 or Office V - and to the SS Economic Administration Main Office - Of- 

fice Group D - in simple form only, using the form used up to now (express letter). These 

forms are to be sent by regular mail continuously to the Reich Main Security Office or to 

the office here. 

In both cases under 1. and 2., it is the same whether deaths are natural or unnatural. 

This does not affect the direct notification by telex of the committing authority for the 

purpose of informing the next of kin, if prescribed. 

The previous procedure for reporting the deaths of Soviet prisoners of war and Russian 

civilian workers will not be changed. 

The camp commandants are responsible to the Reichsfiihrer-SS and to me personally for 

ensuring that, despite this reduction in the number of reports, at no point in the camps is 

it forgotten that the human life of every criminal must also be taken into account.” 
According to an instruction of the SS-WVHA, which SS-Obersturmbannfiihrer Arthur 
Liebehenschel, head of Office D I/Central Office, sent to all commandants of the CCs on 
20 February 1943, “all deaths occurring” were also to be broken down by age as of Feb- 
ruary 1943, according to an enclosed sample which has not been found.!”° 

The previously cited order was reiterated on 23 March 1944 by SS- 
Obersturmbannfiihrer Rudolf Hoss, then head of Office D of the SS-WVHA, in an in- 
struction in which he stipulated the following with regard to deaths: !*7 

“1.) Deaths of Poles who are not or are not to be included in the German ethnic list, and 

of Russians are reported by most camps to the RSHA or RKPA by express letter or telex.

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This is forbidden by the existing order. Deaths of these Poles and Russians are to be re- 
ported only on form KL 51/4.43 to the committing authority (as already ordered by circu- 
lar on 20 Sept. 43). 
All other reports are no longer required. As a matter of principle, Jews are only reported 
in lists. Express letters and all other reports are also not required. 
2.) Monthly lists of deceased Jews are to be compiled in accordance with the order Ref. 
14 f Allg./Ot/S.- of 21 Nov. 42 secret Corr.No. 848/42; the file number of the RSHA or 
the RKPA [Reichskriminalpolizeiamt] must be indicated. It is not permissible to write on- 
ly RSHA or RKPA. The files must be carefully checked to see whether they contain 
transport Jews (IV B 4 a)!'?8 or Jews with protective-custody orders from IV C 2"°! The 
latter are to be underlined in red, as already ordered a thousand times.” 
The concentration camps usually produced several documents concerning the mortality 
of inmates; the most important (with respect to Auschwitz and other camps) were the 
following: 

— Death certificate issued by the camp physician of Auschwitz CC, in which the attesta- 
tion date, last and first name, date of birth, place of birth, home residence, last resi- 
dence, date and hour of death, place of death, and cause of death are indicated. The 
document reproduced in the Appendix concerns the inmate Julyan Koziol, who was 
born in Boleslaw on 20 December 1906 and died at 7:15 p.m. on 15 June 1942.!°° 

— Communication from the camp physician of Auschwitz CC to the Auschwitz Concen- 
tration Camp’s headquarters concerning the death of a prisoner (giving registration 
number, last and first name, date and place of birth), the date of death and a few lines 
describing the cause of death.'*! 

— Death notification from the inmate infirmary of Auschwitz CC to the Political De- 
partment of Auschwitz CC, in which the death of a prisoner was reported in a very 
concise form. For example, the document reproduced in the Appendix states, “On 
June 15, 1942, at 7.15 p.m., Pole Prisoner No. 11379 Koziol Julyan, born 20 Dec. 
1906 in Boleslaw, died.”'*? Another six copies of the notification were sent to just as 
many departments, listed on the document at the bottom left. 

— Death notification from the block eldest, an inmate who reported the death of an in- 
mate in his block, and identified the body in the morgue of the inmate infirmary.'* 
The document shown in the Appendix also concerns inmate No. 11379 Julyan 
Koziol. 

Originally, the death of a prisoner was communicated to his family by a telegram from 
the camp commandant. In the documental appendix to the first volume of the Auschwitz 
death books, a telex from Hoss to Janina Glodek dated 9 January 1942 is printed, in 
which he informed her of the death of her husband Aleksander Glodek in Auschwitz 
(Staatliches Museum..., p. 132 of the photo appendix).

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In the circular of the Reichsfiihrer-SS of May 21, 1942, concerning the notification of 
the death of concentration-camp inmates to their relatives, it was stated that the telex 
procedure used until then had in some cases led to confusion among the population: '** 

“In amendment of the previous order, I therefore decree that in future, in the case of 

deaths - regardless of whether they are natural or unnatural - notification by the com- 

mandants of the concentration camps is to be given without exception to the responsible 
committing authority by telex or, in the case of possible disruption of the telex network, 
by telegraph or telephone. The committing authority must then arrange for the immediate 
notification of the relatives.” 
The family had to be informed that for the duration of the war it was impossible to hand 
over the body, and that it would be cremated, with the possibility for relatives - with the 
exception of Poles and Jews - to say their last goodbyes before cremation: 

“The relatives must be informed that they must notify the camp by telegraph within 24 

hours of any request to view the bodies. The time allowed for the relatives to inspect the 

corpse shall be such that they have sufficient time to make the journey to the camp. As a 

rule, however, it may not be extended beyond 3 days.” 

Cremation could only take place within the prescribed period if the relatives had not ex- 
pressed a wish to view the body during this time.'*> 

On September 17, 1942, SS-Obersturmbannfiihrer Arthur Liebehenschel, in his ca- 
pacity as head of Office Group D of the WVHA, sent a letter to all CC commandants 
concerning “Notification of the Relatives of Inmates Who Died in Concentration 
Camps,” in which he stated, referring to Himmler’s order mentioned above:'*° 

“A request has been made by some camp commandants to prohibit the viewing of the 

bodies of deceased prisoners by their relatives during the summer months for hygienic 

reasons. After consultation with the Reich Security Main Office, we are informed that an 
amendment of the RFSS decree is not possible at present.” 


3.3. Numerical Statistics on Daily Inmate Mortality: Secondary Sources 


At Auschwitz, the daily mortality of the prisoners was recorded in various registers by 
order of the camp administration, which were restricted to individual sections of the 
camp and also chronologically limited. 


3.3.1. The Totenbuch (Book of the Dead) 

The Totenbuch of Soviet POWs is a 21.7 x 16 cm notebook with 470 pages, two of 
which are blank. The cover bears a pasted label with the inscription “R. Kr. Gef. Lager 
Auschwitz” (Russian PoWs, Camp Auschwitz), and below it “Totenbuch Krankenbau”

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ceased, and “Cause of Death.”'3” The records range from 7 October 1941 to 28 February 
1942, and contain 8,320 deaths. On February 28, another 45 prisoners died, and from 
March 1| to August 19, another 812 died, as reflected in the Stdrkebuch (see below, Table 
3.3). 

This document was analyzed in detail by Judge Jan Sehn in 1946 during the investi- 
gations for the Hoss Trial,!*® and 15 years later by Jerzy Brandhuber in an article titled 
“The Soviet Prisoners of War at Auschwitz”. In the following table, I present the data 
contained therein according to the analysis of Jan Sehn.'°?

This register has already been described in Part 1. Here I summarize the mortality data 
compiled by Jan Sehn.!*° In total, the Stérkebuch contains data on 20,696 deaths, of 
which 11,391 were Jews and 1,472 Soviet PoWs.

3.3.3. The Mortuary Book 


On October 7, 1941, the Mortuary Book of the crematorium in the Main Camp was es- 
tablished, which was kept until August 31, 1943. It consists of four books, two of them 
15 cm x 10 cm, one 20 cm x 15 cm, and one 21.4 cm x 15 cm in size. The pages are 
usually divided into a top line, indicating the date, and three columns, indicating the day 
of the month, the registration number of the dead prisoner, and the block (or camp) from 
which he came (e.g., (Block) 27, Buna, etc.).'4! A total of 22,710 deaths are recorded in 
the Mortuary Book, distributed chronologically as follows:

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3.3.4. List of Polish Female Inmates 
This documentation, unknown to Grotum and Parcer, was collected by former inmate 
Antonina Piatkowska and given to the Krakow District Commission for the Investigation 
of German Crimes in Poland and explained by her in an interrogation on August 18, 
1946.!*? Jan Sehn described it as follows:!*# 
“A bundle of thin paper containing 30 sheets in letter-paper format, a half sheet and 11 
sheets in various sizes and shapes. All sheets are written on in pencil in two columns, and 
in each column are written the number, the first and last name, a cross symbol, and the 
date. In some cases, next to the date, the cross symbol is inserted in a circle, or the word 
‘transport’ is written.” 
According to the mentioned witness, the first symbol marked prisoners who were killed 
by lethal injection, and the second symbol marked prisoners who were allegedly gassed. 
However, there is no evidence to support these claims. 
This list contains the names of a total of 6,674 deceased Polish-female prisoners. I 
summarize here the statistical evaluation of the Polish judge in tabular form:'4

The former inmate Otto Wolken has compiled statistics on the daily mortality among 
these prisoners. I reproduce it according to his scheme, with the necessary corrections to 
the totals.'*° The mortality rate was extraordinarily high: of 9,683 registered prisoners, 
7,013, or 72.4 percent, had died by August 15, 1942, as the following table shows.

3.3.7. Stdrkemeldung of the Birkenau Women’s Camp (October to November 1944) 


In the series of reports on the occupancy of the Birkenau Women’s Camp already de- 
scribed in Part 2, 153 cases of “died nat.[ural] death,” 131 releases, and 3,910 cases of 
“S.B.” are listed (including 1,203 Jews from the transit camp). As will be seen later, in 
Piper’s overall calculation for 1944, these individuals would fall under the heading of 
ordinary mortality (i.e., they would have been recorded as having died of natural causes 
with a false death certificate).

3.4.1. November 1940 to June 1941 

Several documents provide very scant evidence of mortality in the period from Novem- 
ber 1940 to June 1941, before the Death Books were established. The following table 
lists the relevant data from Grotum and Parcer’s list.

3.4.2. July to December 1941 

Death Book No. | of 1941 begins with death certificate no. 1 of July 27 (inmate Peter 
Pakosch, born April 11, 1895 in Oderhain); three more certificates are entered in July. In 
August there are 1,277 deaths, from September 1 to 7 there are 219. 

The missing Death Book No. 2 covered the period from 7 September to 18 October 
with numbers 1501-3000 = 1500 death certificates. 

Death Book No. 3 begins with number 3001, assigned on 18 October, and ends with 
number 4500, assigned on 20 November. 

From 18 to 31 October there were 497 deaths, and from | to 20 November there were 
1003. 

The period from 7 November to 31 December was covered by the missing Death 
Book No. 4, which should contain numbers 4501-6000; this represents an average of 
about 36 deaths per day, which is consistent with the values for August (about 41 per 
day), September (about 31), and October (about 35). 

Thus, from 27 July to 31 December 1941, 6,000 prisoners died.

Since the numerical order does not strictly follow the chronological one, the last docu- 
ment number of the Death Books for each month coincides with the cumulative number 
of deaths only in two cases. The highest documented number for 1942 is 47020, assigned 
to Jacques Caufman, a Jew from Paris, as indicated by the alphabetical list of prisoners 
who died in 1942, from which the list of last names beginning with B-E described above 
has been preserved. What actually was the last certificate number in December 1942 is 
not known, but the last certificate number agrees with the total number of deaths for the 
entire year 1942, as shown in the table below.

3.4.4. Death Cases in 1943 


January: 

assigned certificate numbers: 1-4500. Four numbers of the February series (6429, 6430, 

7241, and 9905) were assigned to deaths in January, so the quantity of deaths was 4,504. 
The number of deaths on 31 January (12) is incomplete, as is already evident from 

the fact that the Mortuary Book records 13 deaths for that day. Undoubtedly, the entry 

was continued in the missing Death Book No. 4/1943 (see February). 


February: 

Death book No. 4/1943 is missing; it contained numbers 4501-6000, and covered the pe- 
riod from 31 January to 8 February. Thus, the certificates of Death Book No. 4/1943 
begin with number 6001. The numbering for February ends with number 11963; 45 con- 
secutive numbers are missing, which were probably assigned on the 21st; numbers 
11980 and 11684 were assigned in March; number 11738 on August 12. 

Numbering 4501-11963 includes 7,463 deaths, minus the three just mentioned = 
7,460, which includes an unknown portion of deaths on January 31. 

The number of deaths thus amounts to 7,460. 

In Table 3.22, the numbers in square brackets (February 1-5) are taken from the Mor- 
tuary Book; the numbers with an asterisk (February 6-8) are from the Death Books, but 
are incomplete. 

The number sequence has another anomaly: 46 deaths in February have numbers 
from series of the Month of March (between 11980 and 16364). 


March (1-23): 

assigned certificate numbers: 11964-16500 = 4,537, minus 46 numbers assigned for Feb- 
ruary cases, plus one number assigned in February for a March case = 4,492. 

Number of Deaths: 4,492. 
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April-October: 

Missing Death Book No. 12/43 contained numbers 16501-18000, and covered the period 
from 23 March to 4 April. Death Book No. 15 contained numbers 21001-22500, and 
covered the period from 22 April to 25 May. Death Books No. 19 and 20 contained 
numbers 27001-30000, and covered the period from 18 August to 29 September. 

However, the series of numbers does not follow any chronological order, but jumps 
from day to day and month to month without any logic. For example, No. 18001 was as- 
signed on April 4, No. 21000 on May 25, No. 22501 on April 22, No. 24000 on June 24, 
No. 25500 on July 19, and No. 27000 on August 19. This chaos ends on October 7, when 
No. 30001 was assigned, so the calculation of deaths is only possible cumulatively for 
the period from March 23 to October 7. 

From 1 January to 23 March there were 16,456 deaths, to which must be added the 
1,500 already mentioned up to 4 April, making a total of 17,965, so up to 7 October there 
were (30001 - 17956 =) 12,046 deaths. From Pohl’s letter to Himmler of September 30, 
1943, with the subject “Deaths in the conc. camps,” it appears that 1442 male inmates 
and 938 female inmates died at Auschwitz in August 1943, for a total of 2,380.'*° It fol- 
lows that the number of deaths from April 4 to October 7, that is, excluding the month of 
August, was (12,046 - 2,380 =) 9,666. 

In the first four days of April, 39 unnumbered names were recorded in Death Book 
No. 12/43, that is, among the 1,500 deceased mentioned above. From October 1 to 7, 
there are 78 unnumbered names belonging to Death Book No. 20/43. 

From the names received, the following monthly mortality rate is obtained (see Ta- 
bles 3.18 and 3.19): 


— April: 2,112 (acc. to Grotum/Parcer: 1,907) 

— May: 1,937 (acc. to Grotum/Parcer: 1,591) 

— June: 2,204 (acc. to Grotum/Parcer: 1,400) 

— July: 1,758 (acc. to Grotum/Parcer: 1,581) 

— September: 644 (acc. to Grotum/Parcer: 16) 

— 1-. October: 78 

Total: 8,733 
It follows that (9,666 - 8,733 =) 933 deaths are missing, most of which are obviously at- 
tributable to the month of September, although the exact extent remains unknown. 


October-December 
On 7 October, number 30001 was assigned; numbering progressed continuously, with 
small gaps, to number 36991, so that by 31 December, 6,991 numbers had been as- 
signed. 

According to the numbering sequence, there were 1,339 deaths in the Month of Oc- 
tober, to which must be added another 103 (partial number) without a number,'*’ cover- 
ing the period from 1 to 7 October. Thus, the total number is 1,442. 


The number of deaths in November was 1,832, and in December 3,820.

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The total is 7,094, i.e., the 6,991 deaths resulting from the numbering plus the 103 
previously mentioned. 

For the month of December, however, there is a contradiction between the numbers 
in the Death Books and the names in the Death Registers, which from 6 December 1943 
to 8 January 1944 contain the names (without Death-Book numbers) of 836 prisoners 
and 736 inmates who perished in the Auschwitz, Birkenau, and Monowitz camps. The 
lists were compiled in the prisoner infirmary at Auschwitz and in the Political Depart- 
ment. The document, previously kept in St. Petersburg, was transferred to the Auschwitz 
Museum in March 1993 (Staatliches Museum..., Vol. 1, p. 232). 

These lists, as I will explain later, include 856 prisoners who died in December 1943, 
815 of whom are not recorded in the December 1943 Death Books, so that the total 
number of deaths attested for that month is (3,820 + 815 =) 4,635. Table 3.20 shows the 
numbers from the Death Books and, for December in square brackets, the numbers that 
include these 815 prisoners, broken down by date of death.

3.5. The Registration of Deaths of Jewish Inmates in 1943 


Grotum and Parcer list in a table the deaths broken down by month/year and by denomi- 
nation: Mosaic, Roman Catholic, Greek Orthodox, Evangelical Lutheran, atheist, other 
denominations, denomination unknown (Staatliches Museum..., Vol. 1, p. 249). I sum- 
marize this by giving only the numbers for Jews and the total number of deaths.

The table does not include the 77 deaths whose denomination or date are unknown, so 
the total number is 68,864. 

From March 1943 onward, the number and percentage of Jewish deaths decreased 
considerably, and in the following months the decrease was even more radical. This fact 
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was already noted by Franciszek Piper, who wrote his well-known study of the number 
of Auschwitz victims before Grotum and Parcer’s study, although in a much more lim- 
ited form. He stated (Piper 1993, p. 160): 
“Even fewer documents are preserved for 1943 than for 1942. Of the 3964 death certifi- 
cates, only 260 concern the death of Jews. [...] We find a comprehensive explanation of 
the process only again in the testimony of the already-mentioned prisoner Klari Weiss, 
who reported that the deaths of Jewish prisoners were no longer registered in 1943 even 
in the case of a ‘natural’ death (certainly no death certificates were issued in this case). 
As Klari Weiss reports, the evidence she kept showed that a total of 35,000 non-Jews died 
in 1943. However, the fact that a certain number of death certificates of Jews have been 
preserved for 1943 suggests that there must have been deviations from the principle of no 
longer registering deaths of Jews.” 
Grotum and Parcer attempt to supplement Piper’s explanation, particularly with regard to 
the “deviations” mentioned (Staatliches Museum..., Vol. 1, pp. 248, 250): 
“The low proportion of Jews among the recorded victims from March 1943 onward is 
misleading, since at that time the civil registration of deaths of registered Jews who had 
been deported to Auschwitz on RSHA transports and admitted to the camp after selection 
was discontinued. From then on, only deaths of Jews who had been brought to the camp 
on the orders of the Kripo, Gestapo and other police stations were registered. These were 
persons with ‘Aryan’ spouses who were to be informed of the death of the Jewish husband 
or wife.” 
However, they do not refer to documents as sources, but to simple testimonies. In this 
context, one can also mention the more radical testimony of the former Dutch Jewish 
prisoner Debora Brandel. She claimed that the Jews who arrived at the camp and were 
gassed, 
“were registered in a special file (hidden in the Political Department and marked ‘S.B.’ 
= Sonderbehandlung), which means: gassed.” 
She added that “as of March 1, 1943, Jews were no longer registered as a rule,” and that 
by 1945 there were 180,000 registered deaths, but the number of deaths was probably 
even higher. !“8 
Both Piper and Brandel speak of the “principle” or “rule” of no longer registering the 
deaths of Jews, but these terms are mere euphemisms for a WVHA order (which would 
also have been necessary for the establishment of the alleged “special index’’), without 
which this practice would have been completely unjustified and arbitrary. However, 
there is no such order from the WVHA. Grotum and Parcer tacitly assume its existence, 
but without openly addressing the issue. Their explanation, also based on testimony, is 
also unsound. The only difference between the processing of deaths of Jewish and other 
deportees that emerges from documents is that set forth in the directives of November 
21, 1942 and March 23, 1944, concerning Jews sent to Auschwitz by Office IV C2 and 
V of the RSHA in protective or preventive custody, as well as Jews from the transports 
of Office IV B 4 (Eichmann). The only difference was that in the lists the names of the 
dead of the first category had to be underlined with red pen.

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Therefore, if in March 1943 there was no order to refrain from registering the deaths 
of Jews (or of a certain category of Jews), the explanatory approach of informing Aryan 
spouses about the passing away of their partners, as put forward by Grotum and Parcer, 
is misleading for two reasons. 

First, the data for the March-December 1943 period are incomplete. As I have al- 
ready explained, the Death Books record 5,992 deaths from March 1 to April 4, while 
the known certificates (March 1-31) account for only 4,432. From April 4 to December 
31, there were 19,036 registered deaths, of which only 14,110 were certified. Thus, a to- 
tal of 6,486 death certificates are missing from March to December 1943, although it is 
not known how many of these involve Jewish prisoners. 

Second, comparison with the data from the Stérkebuch, which refer exclusively to the 
men’s camp, shows that the proportion of Jews among the dead is quite different from 
that given by Grotum and Parcer:

As can be seen, the number of Jewish inmate deaths recorded in the Staérkebuch for the 
months of April, May, and June exceeds the number of Jewish inmates given by Grotum 
and Parcer by 1,423. This also casts doubt on the percentages of Jews in 1943 given by 
the two researchers. Moreover, it is not known for the year 1943 what the percentage of 
Jews in the total occupancy of the camp was. It is therefore certain that the phenomenon 
did not have the dimensions indicated by Grotum and Parcer. If it existed at all, it must 
have had a different significance than assumed by the two researchers. The fact remains 
that no particular category of Jews could be excluded from registration in the Death 
Books on the basis of the above-mentioned guidelines. 

Therefore, the available documents only allow us to rule out the hypothesis of Piper 
and Grotum/Parcer, but not to give a comprehensive answer. 

A no less important problem is that of the death registers, which I mentioned earlier. 
These lists contain 815 names more than the numbers assigned in December (41 certifi- 
cates and numbers are missing) and among them are at least 644 Jewish female inmates, 
80 Jews distinguished by the added names “Sara” and “Israel,” and 91 non-Jews. Grotum 
and Parcer did not note this oddity, although they explicitly stated that the death registers 
were included in their data on death records, at least as a source for their database. There 
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is also a list of names from December 10, 1943, which lists 296 prisoners who died on 
December 6. It is divided into seven columns listing the inmates’ personal data, last 
name, first name, registration number, date of birth, nationality, and the authority that 
had ordered the internment. There is also a column “T. No.”, presumably the “death 
[Todes] number”, ranging from 22450 to 22745 (= 296).'4 The meaning of this number- 
ing is unclear, but it can be ruled out that it refers to the numbering of the Death Books, 
which at that time was over 33000. 

However, the fact that these deaths are not recorded in these Death Books does not 
support Grotum and Parcer’s thesis, both because the Jewish prisoners were recorded 
elsewhere in official documents, which, as mentioned, were compiled in the Inmate In- 
firmary at Auschwitz and in the Political Department, and because they also include over 
90 non-Jews. 

One could argue that the death book 25/1943 was not the last one, but that there was 
a later one; however, this possibility is ruled out by the attestation on the last page:!>° 

“This 25th and last volume of the death register for 1943, containing entries 36001 to 

36991, is closed. Auschwitz, 31 December 1943, the registrar. By proxy [illegible signa- 

ture]. ” 

The most plausible explanation seems to me to be the following: For bureaucratic rea- 
sons, it was not possible to process the individual death certificates of inmates who died 
that month until December 1943, and this was made up for in January 1944, probably in 
an addendum to Death Book No. 25. 

The fact remains, however, that from March to November 1943 no other similar cas- 
es of inmates dying beyond the number sequence of the Death Books are attested, so that 
the case examined above was not the rule but an exception. 

In this context, it is appropriate to examine in detail a report of the Auschwitz Re- 
sistance movement that relates to this subject. It is a handwritten statistic on deaths and 
alleged gassings in the Auschwitz women’s camp of registered female prisoners, divided 
into six columns: “Month”, “Sum” (of the following three columns), “Poles”, “Jews”, 
“Aryans without Poles”, “Jews only gas” (“Tylko Zydzi gaz”).'°! In the following table I 
reproduce the data, adding two more columns (7 and 8) for sums.

Columns 3, 4 and 5 show the normal mortality, as they should have been recorded in the 
Death Books, and Column 6 the alleged gassings. As I have emphasized several times, 
no regularly registered inmate could disappear from the camp without any documentary 
trace, and this also applies to the alleged gassing victims. For example, the 498 alleged 
gassing victims in August, neatly listed with serial number, last name, first name, and 
registration number, are contained in a list titled “Frauen-Lager Birkenau. F.L. 8.43. Ma. 
Krt.”, which is dated “Birkenau, August 21, 1943.” The list bears the endorsement “Die 
Lagerfiihrerin: /-/ Mandl Oberaufseherin’” at the end.'** This is a copy of the original 
list, which bears the signature of the female camp leader. The first and last pages of this 
document were published in the document appendix of the first volume of Die 
Sterbebiicher von Auschwitz (Staatliches Museum..., Vol. 1, pp. 121f.). It must there- 
fore be assumed that these and the other allegedly gassed persons on this list fell into the 
category of Jews excluded from the Death Books from the point of view of Grotum and 
Parcer. 


However, there is no evidence that these prisoners were actually murdered; in this case, 
the reason why the mentioned list is associated with gassing is the subject line “Re.: 
G.U. of 21 Aug. 43” under the heading, where “G.U.” stands for “Getrennte Unter- 
bringung”’/“separate accommodation,” which is supposed to be a euphemism or a cam- 
ouflage term for gassing. The fact is, however, that there is no real or falsified death cer- 
tificate for any of these 498 prisoners, for these prisoners were probably simply disin- 
fested in preparation for transfer to another camp, and then lodged separately. For exam- 
ple, the transport list of 500 Hungarian Jews to Dachau in July 1944 (the day is not giv- 
en) is preceded by a certificate from the camp physician which states:!™ 

“The Jewish prisoners on the transport to Dachau were examined by the camp physician 

and found to be healthy. They were deloused, provided with fresh linen and clothing.” 
According to this view, there would have been 19,938 more deaths in the women’s camp 
alone from February 1943 to January 15, 1944 than are listed in the Death Books, all of 
which would therefore not have been listed in these registers, and about which there are 
no records whatsoever, apart from 771 deaths in December 1943, which are not listed in 
the Death Books, but very much so in the Death Registers. 

For August 1943, the Resistance statistics show a total of 1,035 ordinary deaths, of 
which 374 were Jews, plus the alleged 498 gassing victims. 

I have already mentioned before the letter of September 30, 1943, with the subject 
“Deaths in the conc. camps.” In the accompanying letter, Pohl wrote that the death rate 
had fallen from about 10% in December 1942 to about 8% in January 1943; in the first 
quarter of 1943, compared with the second half of 1942, it had fallen from 9.89% to

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5.72%. This was due to the improvement in hygienic conditions, nutrition and clothing. 
For the Auschwitz men’s camp, an average strength of 48,000 prisoners and a mortality 
of 1,442 were given; for the women’s camp, a strength of 26,000 prisoners and a mor- 
tality of 938. One would therefore have to assume that Pohl concealed from Himmler the 
alleged 498 gassed inmates, which would have brought the total number of deaths in the 
women’s camp to 1,436; however, this hypothesis is inadmissible, since Pohl’s statistics 
concerned precisely registered prisoners. 

In December 1943, according to the Resistance statistics, 4,247 people were sup- 
posed to have been gassed, but this figure is impossible because the documented death 
toll was 4,635, of which only (4,635 - 4,247 =) 388 prisoners would have died a “natu- 
ral” death. 

It must therefore be assumed that the column of claimed gassing victims has no basis 
in reality. As for the other data, they can at least have an orientation value. 

The actual figure for August, as mentioned earlier, is 938, while the resistance statis- 
tics show 1,035 deaths. Pohl’s letter indicates that in July 1943 the mortality rate in the 
women’s camp was 5.13 percent of the average occupancy. It is known that the strength 
of this camp on June 30 was 20,538 prisoners and that there were 3,205 registrations in 
July, giving a total of 23,743. Assuming this maximum number, which does not take into 
account inmates who died (and may have been transferred), the maximum mortality rate 
would have been (23,743 x 0.0513 =) 1,218 inmates; the minimum, based on the June 30 
population, would have been (20,538 x 0.0513 =) 1,053. Thus, the July figure in the Re- 
sistance statistics (1,073) is a perfectly plausible order of magnitude. 

In the following table, I compare the figures from the Resistance statistics with those 
from Antonina Piatkowska’s records; both figures refer to Polish female prisoners.

Overall, the Resistance data have a margin of error of about -4%, so that the other data in 
column 2 of Resistance Table 3.23 can be considered relatively reliable, with the excep- 
tion of the months of November and December, for which the figures given are clearly 
disproportionately high compared to the total mortality (1,603 versus 1,832 and 4,684 
versus 4,591, including the 771 deaths in December not recorded in the Death Books). 

It is noteworthy that in the months of May, June, and July, when, according to Re- 
sistance statistics, no gassings were supposed to have taken place, the percentage of Jew- 
ish inmates in the deaths was as follows: 

251 + 1,237 = 20.29% 

439 + 1,624 = 27.03% 

476 + 1,073 = 44.36% 

The corresponding percentages of Grotum and Parcer (see above, Table 3.21) are merely 
4.3, 1.9, and 3.9, respectively, confirming that the problem of the alleged drastic de- 
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crease in the number of Jewish deaths in the death records (which would not have been 
recorded anywhere) is false and aberrant. 

In conclusion, although the hypothesis of non-registration of deaths among registered 
Jews due to alleged gassings would explain the alleged “selection” of regularly regis- 
tered inmates, the Death Books and other death registers cannot be used to verify the 
truth of this hypothesis. On the other hand, this hypothesis would also mean that this 
practice of non-registration would have been applied only from March 1943, i.e., it 
would not have applied during 1942. However, according to Danuta Czech, “selections” 
with subsequent “gassings” were also carried out among registered Jewish prisoners dur- 
ing that year. If one adds up the numbers of presumed victims of these gassings given by 
her, one arrives at no less than 8,613 (on the following days: 11 June, 3 Aug., 30 Sept., 
1, 2 and 3 Oct., 14 Nov., 5 and 8 Dec.). In the first three October days alone, there 
should have been 5,812 victims, whose names should therefore appear in the Death 
Books, but this is impressively contradicted by these very registers, which testify to the 
ordinary deaths of 4,598 prisoners. Where should these additional 5,812 allegedly gassed 
people have come from, and where are their traces in the documents? 


3.6. Mortality in the Years 1944-1945 


The Death Books of 1944 and January 1945 have not been preserved. According to what 
I have presented in Chapter 1, this period might have been covered by at most 20 regis- 
ters, but beyond this number nothing is known. Therefore, one can only make guesses 
about the number of deaths, the most generous of which would be (20 x 1,500 =) 30,000 
deaths. 

In addition to a small quantity of individual deaths attested by various records, some 
very fragmentary documents provide collective data for short periods and for individual 
camps. 

From the two surviving reports titled “Overview of the Number and Deployment of 
Inmates of Auschwitz II Concentration Camp” for January 1944, one written on January 
15 and the other on January 31, it appears that 386 died from January 10 to 15,'%4 and 
257 from January 27 to 31,'°° for a total of 643 within 11 days in the Birkenau men’s 
camp alone. If one adds up the individual deaths, the following partial picture emerges:

In the overview of 15 February 1944, which refers to 10-15 February, 215 deaths are 
recorded.'°° For this month only 17 names are known, for March 10. 

The “Overview of the Number and Deployment of Female Inmates of Auschwitz 
Concentration Camp U/S,” dated April 3, 1944, records 81 deaths for the period April 1- 
3 (64 on 2'*’ and 17 on 3 April).!°* There are 11 names attested. 

A letter from the RSHA to the WVHA dated April 12, 1944, with the subject “Ad- 
mission of Reich German Female Inmates to the Women’s CC Auschwitz” proves that 
the mortality rate at this time was very high: 

“In consideration of the high mortality rate, especially of the Reich German female in- 

mates in Auschwitz CC, the admission of Germanic female inmates to Auschwitz CC is 

hereby prohibited, provided that in individual cases other arrangements are deemed nec- 
essary by this office.” 
These inmates were therefore to be transferred to Ravensbriick CC as soon as possi- 
ble.'*? 

The overview of 15 May, covering the period from 9 to 15 May, contains the follow- 

ing data:'©°

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The total number is 221 deceased prisoners and 318 cases of “S.B.” On the problem of 
special treatment of registered inmates, I refer to a separate study (Mattogno 2016). It is 
worth noting that in addition to the “S.B.” heading, these reports also include a “new 
born” heading, two on May 9, six in the first four days of June, two on 17, one on 25, 
two on 27, and one on 29. Finally, these summary documents did not deal with deaths as 
such, but rather with the prisoner population in general and their labor deployment. 

The number of deaths known by name from May to December amounts to several 
dozen. 


3.7. Franciszek Piper’s Analysis of the Mortality at Auschwitz 


In his book Die Zahl der Opfer von Auschwitz (The Number of Victims at Auschwitz), 
Piper also discusses in detail the mortality of registered inmates, and this is the only 
treatment of the subject to date. In fact, Grotum and Parcer did not even attempt a gen- 
eral evaluation of mortality at Auschwitz, but merely referred to Piper and claimed that 
about half of the 400,000 registered inmates perished (Staatliches Museum..., Vol. 1, p. 
227). It is therefore worthwhile to revisit the analysis of Piper’s remarks, which I already 
presented in 2003 (Mattogno 2003a), with the necessary additions. 


3.7.1. May 1940 — December 1941 

When Piper wrote his book, the Death Books were still unknown, so he could not have 
known that the death toll among inmates from August to December 1941 was 6,000. He 
therefore calculated: By the end of 1941, 25,149 inmates and about 10,000 Soviet PoWs 
had been registered, for a total of about 35,000 people in round figures; by the end of 
1941, the number of Auschwitz inmates was about 11,500, so there was a shortfall of 
about 23,500. Of these, 2,383 were released or transferred, so that the death toll (Soviet 
inmates and POWs) was about 21,000 (Piper 1993, p. 154). 

It should be noted that 24,085 inmates had been registered by the end of 1941. On 29 
December 1941, number 25149 was actually assigned, as Piper indicates, but the num- 
bering was not chronologically consecutive; several gaps were left in the numbering that 
were not filled until 1942. The first gap from numbers 18160 and 18161-18175 was 
filled on February 2 and 3, 1942, respectively. The count shows that 1,064 numbers be- 
fore 25149 were assigned only in 1942, so that for 1941 there are actually (25149 - 1064 
=) 24,085 casualties. 

The death toll among Soviet POWs is known from the Book of the Dead, and is 
6,893 for the period October-December 1941 (see Table 3.2, Section 3.3.1.). 

The first known figure for the 1942 occupancy is from January 6. On that day, there 
were 11,988 persons in the camp (9,893 inmates and 2,095 Soviet PoWs). If we assume 
with Piper that 2,383 were released or transferred alive (but this figure is not document- 
ed), the correct calculation is as follows: 

24,085 - 2,383 - 9,893 = 11,809 deaths, in round numbers 11,800. 

Of these (11,800 - 6,000 =), 5,800 occurred in the period May 1940 to July 1941, and 
6,000 in the period August to December 1941. To these 11,800 deaths must be added 
approximately (rounded) 6,900 Soviet PoWs, bringing the total deaths to 18,700. 
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3.7.2. 1942 

Piper notes that the last death certificate for 1942 is number 45616; it was issued on De- 
cember 31 for inmate Erna Haubenstock, who died on December 23. Since the average 
mortality rate at this time was 128 deaths per day, more than 1,000 inmates died between 
24 and 31 December, so that 46,600 certified deaths must be considered for 1942 
(rounded to 47,000). The certificate cited by Piper is not found in the Death Books and is 
not mentioned in Grotum and Parcer’s list of names; nevertheless, his guess is correct, 
since the highest number for 1942 is 47020, as mentioned earlier. 

Piper, however, is not satisfied with this figure, but suggests a speculative balance of 
arrivals and departures for 1942. He claims that by the end of the year 113,169 inmates 
(85,264 men and 27,905 women), about 10,100 Soviet PoWs, and 3,044 educational in- 
mates were registered, for a total of about 126,000; on January 1, 1943, 29,630 inmates 
were still in the camp (24,263 men and 5,367 women). 23,500 of these had been lost in 
1940-1941 (deaths, releases, and transfers). In 1942, 2,916 inmates were transferred to 
other camps, 48 escaped, and 997 were released, for a total of 3,961 persons. 

“This shows that in 1942 about 69000 registered inmates died in Auschwitz CC (about 

46500 men and about 22500 women). This number is therefore about 22,000 higher than 

the number resulting from the number of death certificates issued.” (Ibid., p. 158) 
Mathematically expressed: 

126.000 - 29.630 - 3.961 - 23.500 ~ 69.000 (68.909); 69.000 - 47.000 = 22.000. 

Piper then wonders about the reason for these more than 22,000 undocumented dead and, 
in response, draws on the testimony of a former prisoner who worked in the camp’s Po- 
litical Department: Klari Weiss. Piper summarizes her testimony and writes, 

“that in 1942 48,000 registered inmates died a ‘natural’ death (this figure thus corre- 

sponds approximately to the number of death certificates issued), not including those 

who, after selection, were killed in the gas chambers or by poison injections. The approx- 
imately 21,000 to 22,000 deaths not included in the evidence of inmate deaths are there- 
fore ‘non-natural’ deaths - these inmates were killed in the gas chambers and by phenol 
injections.” Ibid.) 
Piper attempts to support his thesis by referring to a December 15, 1942, camp resistance 
report that I have examined in detail in another study (Mattogno 2021, pp. 138-140). 

As shown below, he compares the data from the resistance report with what he be- 

lieves to be the actual data:

In his comparative table, Piper has taken without change the figures for those released 
(1,200) and transferred (4,500); his “camp strength” is the sum of the “alive” categories, 
i.e., 17,300 + 100 + 6,800 = 24,200. The number of dead is the sum of all categories of 
those dead and killed (5,000 + 8,000 + 3,000 + 22. 000 + 12,000 + 2,800 + 18,000 = 
70,800) adding the presumed (16,000 + 8,500 =) 24,500 gassing victims, i.e., 95,300. 
Adding to this number the camp strength and the number of released and transferred in- 
mates (24,200 + 1,200 + 4,500 = 29,900) gives Piper’s total number of registered in- 
mates (95,300 + 29,900 =) 125,200. 

However, Piper did not even consider the question of how 21,000-22,000 inmates 
could disappear without a trace from the camp records, nor did he bother to take into ac- 
count the 5,812 alleged “selectees” resulting from Czech’s Auschwitz Chronicle, as not- 
ed earlier (plus a few hundred for the three smaller “selections” on 4 May, 10 August, 
and 30 October, for which Czech does not give a figure). 

This statistic includes among the “non-natural” deaths, as Piper understands them, the 
8,000 prisoners who are said to have been killed with lethal injections after a “selection” 
in lodgings or hospitals, so that the number of those “selected” is actually 32,500. There 
would thus be an embarrassing surplus of at least 26,000 “selectees,” of whom there is 
not the slightest trace in Czech’s Auschwitz Chronicle. 
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In addition, there are 7,800 allegedly shot prisoners, also to be attributed to “non- 
natural” mortality, but as Grotum and Parcer note, there are only 67 cases in the Death 
Books where the death certificates state “shot on the run” (Staatliches Museum..., Vol. 
1, p. 247). In this regard, they state: 

“Among the 68,864 death records, there are 2,727 in which ‘sudden cardiac death’ is 

listed as the cause of death. In several of these cases, however, it can be shown that un- 

natural causes of death were actually present.” 

Among the examples they cite, the most relevant is that of 168 Poles interned at 
Auschwitz on April 24 and 25, 1942, and shot in reprisal on May 27, 1942; according to 
the Death Books, however, they all died of “sudden cardiac death” (ibid., pp. 243-245). 
In this way, according to Grotum and Parcer, the Death Books routinely recorded “non- 
natural” deaths, that is, either explicitly or implicitly with a false cause of death. 

If the cause of death was sometimes falsified in the preparation of the certificates, 
then this was probably done in order to circumvent the strict bureaucratic practice pro- 
vided for such cases in the concentration-camp regulations; among other things, they 
tasked the Political Department with dealing with a) natural and b) unnatural deaths and 
suicides. On the second point, the regulation stipulates:'© 

“The RSHA and the RKPA"®! as well as cognizant offices are to be notified of cases of 
unnatural death and suicide by teletype. Notification of next-of-kin is to be by telegram 
(for example, husband shot escaping, or committed suicide, etc.). When stating the time in 
messages, do not say “about,” but rather “at” 4:40PM, etc. The chief of Office Group D 
is to be informed by priority mail as well as by teletype. Furthermore, the staff of the 
Reichsfiihrer SS in Berlin is to be advised by teletype. The cognizant legal officer as rep- 
resentative of the cognizant SS and police jurisdictions is to be notified immediately; he 
will initiate an inspection of the corpse and the scene of the incident. In every case, two 
interrogations are to be conducted and a sketch as well as (documentary) photographs to 
be made. The cognizant SS and police authorities are to be notified in writing. Attach- 
ments will include: 

One each of transcript of witnesses’ testimonies 

report of the legal officer 
medical report. 


Disposition reports will be forwarded regularly to the chief of Office Group D in two 
copies with the following attachments: 


(a) in cases of natural deaths, two copies each of 
post-medical-officer report of inspection of corpse

If the concentration camp in question has a crematorium, a cremation order signed 
by the camp commandant or his deputy must be transmitted to the crematorium after 
release of the body by the SS and police court or by the district attorney, respectively. 
[...] By the third of each month, per Regulation IKL"®"| Pol./Az. 14 f 1/6 3/L/F., 
numbered name lists sorted by date of death are to be forwarded with surname, given 
name, age at death (last birthday), death sentence, class of offense and prior offenses 
in two copies in the following order: 

I) natural deaths in concentration camp from ... to ... 

II) suicides in concentration camp from ... to ... 

III) fatal accidents in concentration camp from ... to ... 

IV) executions by firing squad in concentration camp from ... to .... 

Executions will be reported to the cognizant registrar’s office for recording and issuance 

of the death certificates. The death certificates to be sent by the registrar’s office to the 

camp headquarters will be passed on with the execution protocol to the RSHA, c/o SS 

Gruppenfihrer Miiller. The cremation order will be issued by the camp commandant or 

his deputy.” 

In his letter of September 17, 1942, which bore the subject “Reports of Unnatural Deaths 
of Prisoners,” the head of Office Group D of the SS-WVHA informed the commandants 
of the concentration camps that in the future such reports were no longer to be addressed 
to the RSHA, Office IV C, but only to the Reichsfithrer-SS and Office Group D4.'° 

The regulations therefore required that not only the killing of prisoners in escape at- 
tempts be recorded, but also executions, so that falsifying the cause of death in some of 
these cases constituted a violation of the regulations. 

As for the first case, nothing was left to arbitrariness. The camp commandant of 
Auschwitz periodically transmitted to the SS and Police Court IV in Breslau the list of 
prisoners killed in an escape attempt, together with the list of guards who shot them, and 
the files against them, with the following wording:'® 

“It is requested that the investigation proceedings be closed and that the bodies be re- 

leased for cremation, since the guards acted in accordance with their service instructions 

and not in violation of the law.” 
The bodies of the victims remained under lock and key until the case was decided. 
This entire procedure presupposes that unlawful killings (notoriously common in testi- 
monies and memoir literature) were indeed prohibited and punishable. 

Grotum and Parcer, however, do not address the far more important question of the 
deaths of those allegedly “selected.” Were they recorded? Or were they not? They are 
wisely silent on this thorny question. Piper’s explanation assumes that there was a three- 
fold accounting of deaths at Auschwitz: 1) the official registration recorded in the Death 
Books, 2) those concerning “unnatural” killings (e.g. escape attempts and executions),

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which were also documented, but in some cases with false causes of death, and 3) the 
accounting concerning deaths due to selections (1.e., the alleged gassings and death injec- 
tions), for which - as Debora Brandel has claimed - there was a secret special file in 
which these cases were registered with some initials or designations, although there is 
not the slightest documentary evidence for the existence of such a special file. 

In summary, the “non-natural” deaths were recorded, whereas the claimed deaths of 
those allegedly “selected” are not documented, nor is there a single documented case that 
falls into this category, so the 22,000 prisoners missing from Piper’s count are necessari- 
ly among the living. 

In this connection it should be noted that Piper speaks of only 2,916 transfers and 997 
releases for the whole of 1942, although for the much shorter period from 19 January to 
19 August 1942 there were already 2,946 transfers and 1,049 releases in the men’s camp 
alone (from the Birkenau “extermination camp” to boot!). The total number for the entire 
year, including the women’s camp, was therefore necessarily much higher than what 
Piper suggests. Moreover, the figure of 22,000 missing inmates is the result of a rough 
calculation that starts at the time of the camp’s construction, so that it can be assumed 
that the actual shortfall is covered by inmates transferred, released, escape, and lodged in 
subcamps during this long period. 


3.7.3. 1943 

Piper notes that the highest death-certificate number in the last Death Book of 1943 is 
36991, assigned to inmate Zelik Gieclik, who died on 18 December. Since the average 
daily death rate during this period was 104 deaths, approximately another 1,400 prison- 
ers died by 31 December, bringing the total for 1943 to over 38,000 deaths (Piper 1993, 
p. 160). 

While the last Death Book of 1942 (No. 31) is very poorly preserved, the last Death 
Book of 1943 (No. 25) is complete. In fact, this Death Book extends to December 31, 
1943, and the highest document number on that date is 36983, assigned to inmate 
Stanistaw Domanski. The apparent contradiction with Piper’s statement is due to the fact 
that the numbering of the records was not strictly chronological. 

Again, Piper invokes Klari Weiss and claims that the deaths of Jewish inmates were 
no longer recorded in 1943, even if they were “natural” deaths - an unsubstantiated claim 
that I have already addressed in Section 3.5. Piper proposes a different calculation to de- 
termine the number of alleged excess deaths that were not recorded in the Death Books. 
He notes that by the end of 1943, 282,000 prisoners had been registered (about 195,000 
men and about 83,000 women), of whom 85,298 were present on 31 December 1943 
(55,785 men and 29,513 women), leaving about 197,000 prisoners missing. Of these, 
about 96,500 had died in 1940-1942, and in 1943 19,859 had been transferred to other 
camps and 139 had escaped, so that the number of dead was (197,000 - 96,500 - 19,859 - 
139 =) about 80,500 (ibid.), or about (80,500 - 37,000 =) 43,500 more than he believed 
had been documented. 

The above findings apply here as well. The crucial point is the transfers to other 
camps and, to a much lesser extent, the releases. According to Piper, these involved 
19,859 prisoners by the end of 1943, of which (3,961 + 2,383 =) 6,344 occurred by the 
end of 1942, so that in 1943 there were (19,859 - 6,344 =) 13,515. Where does this fig- 
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ure come from? Since there is no documentation on this, it must be assumed that it is in- 
formation from the camp’s resistance movement. Among the various reports it compiled 
is a two-part list; the first is titled “Large Polish transports from Auschwitz CC for the 
year 1943” and lists 18 transports with a total of 13,071 prisoners.'”? However, smaller 
transports are not insignificant. For Sachsenhausen CC, for example, only one transport 
of 1,000 prisoners is listed on March 13, but an additional 605 inmates arrived at the 
camp from Auschwitz in 1943, so the list shows only 62% of the known transfers.!7! The 
list is also silent on the more than 844 prisoners suffering from malaria (542 men and 
302 women) who were transferred to Majdanek CC on June 3, 1943 (Czech 1989, p. 
511) because this region was considered an “anopheles-free area” (Mattogno 2016, pp. 
49, 82f.). Moreover, the list refers only to Polish inmates, and it can be assumed that 
Jewish inmates from Auschwitz were also transferred during 1943. I will return to the 
second list, which concerns the year 1944, in the following section. 


3.7.4. 1944-1945 
Piper proposes another general method of calculation to determine the number of deaths 
during this period. The total number of inmates registered at Auschwitz is approximately 
400,200, of whom 197,000 departed by the end of 1943. Of the remaining 203,000 in- 
mates, 163,000 were transferred or evacuated, 300 escaped, about 500 were released, and 
about 8,000 were liberated from the camp by the Soviets. The number of dead would 
therefore be (203,000 - 163,000 - 300 - 500 - 8,000 =) 31,200, or 30,000 rounded down. 
The Polish historian explains that 
“The majority of them, almost exclusively Jews, were selected within Auschwitz CC (in 
the inmate infirmaries, in quarantine, in the individual camps and subcamps) and killed 
in the gas chambers.” (Piper 1993, p. 163) 
He adds that “the number of these 30,000 deaths includes both Jews and non-Jews, and 
both those who died a ‘natural’ death and the prisoners who were killed,” whereas Klari 
Weiss stated that “the number 30,000 refers only to non-Jews and only to prisoners who 
died a ‘natural’ death.” To explain this contradiction, Piper invokes the alleged practice 
of general falsification of all death book entries in this regard, which the SS allegedly 
undertook in 1944 “for camouflage reasons” (ibid.): 
“Instead of the camouflage designations SB and GU, which had been used until then to 
designate the cause of death in non-natural deaths, diseases were now entered as causes 
of death; moreover, even old documents in which the aforementioned camouflage desig- 
nations had been recorded were transcribed anew without them, in order to blur the evi- 
dence of the crime. For the same reason, Jews and non-Jews were subjected to this pro- 
cedure.” 
However, Piper also states in his discussion that according to Czech’s Kalendarium, 
“about 30,000 registered inmates were killed in 1944” (ibid., p. 162). This is a glaring 
contradiction, for it would mean that there were virtually no ordinary deaths in 1944, but 
only 30,000 deaths due to “selections.” In fact, Czech’s Kalendarium shows more than 
47,400 “selectees” for 1944, which I list chronologically in the following table:

Regarding the alleged replacement of the “camouflage designations SB and GU,” Piper 
refers to a Polish book by Andrzej Strzelecki from 1982. This historian picked up infor- 
mation that he had taken from the statements of three postwar witnesses: In the late 
summer of 1944, the camp administration had forced several inmates who worked in the 
Political Department to copy the “Hauptbuch,” leaving out the abbreviation “S.B.” 
(Sonderbehandlung) from the copy, which allegedly meant that the prisoners had been 
gassed or killed with phenol injections.'’* The term “Hauptbuch” is completely inappro- 
priate in this context, since it referred only to the registration books of the Gypsies; the 
other inmates, with the exception of the Soviet prisoners of war, were registered in two 
registers, one numerical (Nummernbuch) and one by name (Einlieferungsbuch). As I 
have already explained in Part 1, of these records, only the Nummernbuch 150000- 
200000 has survived,'’ a register of the changes in strength of the men’s camp in which 
the 50,000 inmate registration numbers between No. 150,000 (which had been assigned 
on September 10, 1943) and No. 200,000 (which had been assigned between October 28 
and November 7, 1944) are recorded. The numbers are listed in four columns of 25 lines 
per page, and next to each number the change affecting the inmate is noted in abbreviat- 
ed form, but without a date. As Kazimierz Smolen confirmed in an affidavit dated 16 
December 1947,'% the register contains 36 abbreviations, none of which are suspect; 
none of the abbreviations resemble “SB” (“Sonderbehandlung”) or “GU” (“gesondert 
untergebracht’) or other alleged camouflage abbreviations for “gassings.”, Common no- 
tations are “iib.[erstellt]” (transferred) “+” for died, “gefloh.[en]’ (escaped), 
“ent.[kommen]” (absconded), “entlassen” (released), “II. iib.[erstellt]’ for transferred 
from Birkenau (AID), “KB” for “Krankenbau’” (infirmary), “Buna” for transferred to the 
Monowitz Camp, “Blechh.” for transferred to the Blechhammer subcamp, and the ab- 
breviations of 23 other Auschwitz subcamps. 

The story given by Strzelecki is obviously absurd: What sense would it have made to 
transcribe the names of more than 100,000 prisoners and all their data with the exception 
of “SB” and “GU” completely and then to destroy both the originals and the transcripts? 

In this context, a curious fact should be pointed out: The documents with the abbrevi- 
ations “SB” and “GU”, which, however, never refer specifically to deaths, always con- 
cern only female prisoners; no known document concerns male prisoners. 

To return to Piper: He also grossly underestimated the number of inmates who were 
transferred or evacuated from Auschwitz in 1944 and 1945. Excluding the approximately

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4,800 inmates who remained in the camp in January 1945, this number is approximately 
253,500, as I have documented in a separate study in which I listed nearly 300 transports 
from Auschwitz totaling 192,333 inmates (Mattogno 2005), to which must be added the 
61,200 who were evacuated after January 17, 1945, for a total of exactly (192,300 + 
61,200 =) 253,500. 

The list of transferred inmates compiled by the Auschwitz Resistance Movement ti- 
tled “Transports from CC Auschwitz I, I, II from 1 January 1944 to 10 July 1944” lists 
29 transports with 10,907 inmates;'”> however, there were actually 70 transports with 
over 52,700 inmates. Thus, the Resistance reported only 21% of the transports, so the 
Resistance figures for 1940-1943 that Piper uses in his calculations are also highly dubi- 
ous. 

Another glaring error concerns the number of unregistered Jewish inmates who 
passed through the Birkenau transit camp and were transferred to other camps. Piper puts 
this figure at only 25,000 (Piper 1993, p. 163); in reality, this category includes at least 
79,200 Hungarian Jews (Mattogno 2007, p. 20) and about 19,400 Jews from Lodz (see 
Mattogno 2003). Piper’s figure undoubtedly includes the 7,500 Jews from Plaszéw CC 
who, according to Danuta Czech, were housed in the Birkenau “transit camp” on August 
6, 1944 (Czech 1989, p. 842). Magdalena Kunicka-Wyrzykowska, on the other hand, 
writes that on August 7, 1944 about 4,000-5,000 Hungarian Jewish inmates were trans- 
ferred from Ptaszéw to Stutthof CC via Auschwitz (Kunicka-Wyrzykowska, p. 69). The 
total number of unregistered inmates transferred from Auschwitz was therefore at least 
102,600. Andrzej Strzelecki confirms the reliability of this figure by stating (Strzelecki 
1995, p. 352): 

“In the period May-October 1944, several tens of thousands, most likely up to 100- 
thousand Jewish inmates passed through the Birkenau camp without being registered.” 
On October 2, 1944, there were still 17,251 Jews in the transit camp, who were included 
in the camp population on that day,'”° but without having received registration numbers. 
On 31 December 1943, the camp had 85,298 prisoners (men and women). In 1944, 
114,500 people were registered, and at least 102,600 inmates'’’ passed through the 

Birkenau transit camp. 

The number of prisoners transferred, evacuated and remaining in the camp is approx- 
imately (192,300 + 66,000 =) 258,300. Adding the 4,000 inmates mentioned earlier and 
the 300 who escaped gives the following figure: 

(85.298 + 114.500 + 102.600) - (258.300 + 4.000 + 300) ~ 39.800 

Since the figures for transferred inmates are incomplete, the order of magnitude is 
consistent with the figure of 30,000 inmates given by Klari Weiss. Since the figure she 
gives for 1943 (48,000) has a margin of error of only 2% over the exact figure, the figure 
for 1944 can also be considered very reliable. 

From this it can be concluded that in 1944 about 30,000 prisoners died, and anno 
1945 about 500. 

And now here is the comprehensive summary:

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4. Lists of Names 


4.1. Lists of Names of Inmates Who Died in Auschwitz but Are Not 
Registered in the Death Books 


The first list, which contains 2,882 names, is based on the sources given in Section 3.1, 
with the exception of those recorded in the Death Register of Quarantine Camp BIIa in 
Birkenau, from which the 570 names in the second list are taken. The total number of 
previously unknown deaths thus amounts to 3,452. 

The first list comes from various sources that uniformly report eight properties: last 
name, first name, registration number, religion, date of birth, Death-Book number, and 
date of death. Several inmates appear in different documents with different death dates: 
The earlier (Died 1) should be the actual date, and the later (Died 2) should be the regis- 
tration date. 

The alphabetical Death Register of 1942 does not contain any information on the date 
of death, but only the Death-Book number. 

At least the month of death can be determined from the series of numbers in the 
1942 Death Books:

The numbers attributed to Jozef Blazejewicz (60015) and Jakob Chocinsk (70391) are 
obvious typos. 

The second list, also in alphabetical order, is divided into five columns: nationality, 
registration number, last name, first name, date of death.

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5. Transfers 


Inmates Transferred and Evacuated from Auschwitz in 1944-1945 


Based on data contained in Danuta Czech’s Kalendarium (Auschwitz Chronicle), Fran- 
ciszek Piper calculated that 188,000 inmates were transferred and evacuated from 
Auschwitz in 1944-1945, of whom 163,000 had been registered and 25,000 had not been 
registered (Piper 1993, p. 163). This figure also includes the approximately 67,000 in- 
mates who were still in the Auschwitz complex on January 17, 1945. 

In Czech’s Kalendarium, a total of about 95,300 transferred inmates are recorded for 
1944-1945 (up to Jan. 17), including about 25,700 non-registered Jews. Piper approxi- 
mated the first figure to 96,000, and erroneously added to it the approximately 25,000 
transferred unregistered Jews (although they had already been included in the 96,000 
figure), and the approximately 67,000 inmates present in the Auschwitz complex on Jan. 
17, 1945, thus calculating: 

96,000 + 25,000 + 67,000 = 188,000 inmates transferred, evacuated and liberated. 

This figure is actually far lower than the real figure. In fact, in 1944 and January 
1945, at least 280,500 inmates were transferred and evacuated from the Auschwitz com- 
plex, including about 177,000 Jews. 

Needless to say, the (280,500 — 188,000 =) 92,500 inmates not counted by F. Piper 
fall for him into the category of those “gassed.” But there is an even more important as- 
pect. The transfer to other concentration camps of at least 277,000 inmates, including 
more than 180.000 during the peak period of the alleged Auschwitz extermination ma- 
chine — from April to October 1944 — and the release of more than 300 inmates from the 
“Labor Education Camp Birkenau” (“‘Arbeitserziehungslager Birkenau’’), including 238 
from May to September 1944,'”? show that the authorities in Berlin (who ordered the 
transfers) and those in the camp (who carried them out) had not the slightest fear that 
some alleged “terrible secret” of Auschwitz might be revealed by these inmates in the

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dozens of camps and sub-camps to which they were sent, evidently because there was no 
“terrible secret” to reveal. 

In the following table I present the list of inmate transports from Auschwitz to other 
concentration camps in the years 1944-1945 (1 Jan. 1944 to 17 Jan. 1945). Although it is 
necessarily incomplete, it presents the highest number of inmates transferred ever pub- 
lished or mentioned in Holocaust historiography.!*°

A clandestine message from the camp’s inmate resistance movement informs that the 
following Jews were present in the Auschwitz complex on October 14, 1944:

Hence, there were 51,178 men and 23,8911 women present at that time.1” 


The women camp’s “Stdrkemeldung” (Occupancy Report) of October 14, 1944 rec- 
ords the presence of 31,123 female inmates;*! the report “Arbeitseinsatz des F.L. Birke- 
nau” (Labor Deployment of the Women’s Camp Birkenau) of the same date gives the 
same figure, but specifies that it included 7,217 “Durchgangsjuden” (transiting Jews);*” 
if one subtracts this figure from the total, one obtains 23,906, a figure practically identi- 
cal to that in the report, which therefore referred to ordinary female inmates. The Jews 
present, including the “Durchgangsjuden,” were thus about 82,300. 

From October 15, 1944 to January 17, 1945, about 30,400 Jews, 10,550 men and 
19,850 women, were evacuated from the Auschwitz complex. 

According to D. Czech, there were 67,012 inmates (1989, pp. 966-968), in the 
Auschwitz complex on January 17, 1944, including, in round numbers, (82,300 - 30,400 
=) 51,900 Jews,*3 men and women, who were mostly evacuated in large transports from 
the next day. Therefore, for the Auschwitz complex, in the years 1944-1945, no less than 
(50,972 + 74,028 + 51,900 =) about 176,900 Jews, men and women, passed through in 
total. 

Regarding the number of inmates left behind by the Germans in the Auschwitz com- 
plex, D. Czech states that they numbered about 7,000 (1,200 in Auschwitz, 5,800 in

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Documents 47 and 48 contain (with spelling mistakes) the names of the two sisters Tatiana 
Liliana and Alessandra Bucci (in the document erroneously Andrea), one of whom was born 
on September 19, 1937, and the other on July 1, 1939. The difference between the two chil- 
dren was therefore almost two years: at their arrival in Auschwitz (April 4, 1944) they were 6 
years and 7 months and 4 years and 9 months old, respectively. They were, we are assured, 
mistaken for twins and selected as such by Dr. Josef Mengele for his allegedly cruel experi- 
ments. This explanation overlooks the fact that, as mentioned above, the deportees were 
accompanied by deportation lists in which their date of birth was also entered. Secondly, one 
can accuse the alleged “angel of death” of all sorts of evil, but certainly not that he was such 
an imbecile that he would mistake two little girls almost two years apart for twins — indeed, a 
complete moron, since the study of twins was his specialty. Third, since Dr. Mengele’s ex- 
periments are claimed to have been fatal, it is not explained how the two sisters survived 
them. This fairy tale was spread by the inmate Dr. Otto Wolken, the compiler of the German- 
language lists (many pages are written in Russian), who attributed an age of seven years to 
both sisters, as if they were twins.

The cases 
against them, and their personal tes- 
timonies, examined for the first time 
nearly all major aspects of the Holo- 
caust story: the “extermination” the- 
sis, the gas chambers, the gas vans, 
the shootings in the East, and the “6 
million.” The truth of the Holocaust 
has been badly distorted for decades 
by the powers that be. Here we have 
the rare opportunity to hear firsthand 
from two prominent figures in Nazi 
Germany. Their voices, and their ver- 
batim transcripts from the IMT, lend 
some much-needed clarity to the situ- 
ation.
